the Inquiry : — 

ORDERED TO REPORT, 

That at the present advanced Period of the Session, and in the Absence 
of many of those Peers who have taken a Part in these important Inquiries, it 
has not been thought expedient to proceed to the Consideration of a Report, 
hut in submitting to the House the Documentary Evidence which is before 
them, the Committee recommend that at the earliest Period in the next Session 
they should be re-appointed, with a view of considering the Evidence already 
taken, and framing a final Report thereon. 

And the Committee have directed an Index and an Appendix to the 
Minutes of Evidence taken before them to he laid before your Lordships.

Sir, - Sydney, 30th January 1847. 

In transmitting to you the Returns required by your Circular of the 2d November last, I do myself the 
Honour to observe that, in the Return of the Number of Sheep and Amount of Money advanced under the 
Lien Act, it would appear as if an additional Sum was advanced each subsequent Year upon that mentioned 
to have been advanced the Year previous. It must, however, be borne in mind that as the Lien Act onlv 
authorizes an Advance to be made on the ensuing Clip of Wool, the Liens are renewable every Year, and that 
consequently the same Sheep and Money may be included in one Year as that mentioned for the previous 
Year. The same Remark may also apply to the Mortgages of Sheep, Cattle, and Horses, as the Mortgages 
are generally made redeemable a Twelvemonth from the Dale thereof. 

In the Return of the Amount secured by Mortgages of Real Estate, however, the Repayment of the 
Amount is, upon an Average, required to be made every Three or Four Years, and that, consequently, in the 
Return under this Head, the same Money may have been re-lent and re-secured Three Times during 
the Period (Ten Years) included in this Return. Under these Circumstances I have not given a general 
Total of the Amount, as it might lead to a false Conclusion. 

In other respects, I beg to observe, the accompanying Returns are correct.

The Natives have sold the greater Part of the 
Land aboutManganui to differeiitlndtviduals, 
but the Chief of Kaitaia denies this Right, 
and lias sold the whole to the Crown. 
Mr. Shepherd, Missionary, has a large Farm, 
with horned Cattle, Sheep, and Goats in 
great' Abundance. The Number of Natives at 
this Spot is at least 1,000. 

Excellent Marble is found a little to the east- 
ward. Mr. Davis senior, Missionary, and 
Mr. Davis junior, and Mr. George Clark 
have also Farms at Waimate. In the Neigh- 
bourhood are several Thermal Springs, called 
Tohu Takino. The Water is aluminous, 
hydro-sulphuretted, &c., &e. These Springs 
are now visited by native Women with their 
Children afflicted with strumous and cutaneous 
Disorders. 

The Ngatian Tribe occupy the Kaipara ; the 
Space between this District and No. 2 
is very little occupied by Natives or White 
People. There are a few Natives at Wan- 
garura, and some more southerly. 

At Wangari and from there to the Frith of die 
Thames. 



Uira Uira is the Chief of his own particular 
Tribe, but has a certain Influence on all 
others.

These Natives are constantly crossing the 
Straits to the Ngatiawa Tribe and the Kawai 
on the North Shore, and the Numbers are 
continually fluctuating. 



The same may he said of these also. 



These Tribes wander from Groiselle's Bay 
round Cape Farewell as far as Rocky 
Point. I have coasted down the West Coast 
as far as Cape Foulwind, and have seen 
occasional Smoke Signals from the straggling 
Natives for Visitors to land and barter with 



There are no Natives from Cape Campbell to 
Bank's Peninsula. [I passed down the whole 
Coast in May 1844.] 

The Principal Paisat Port Levy (Port Ashley). 

The Native Tribes pass over to Akaroa and 
barter with the French Settlers. 

* See Natives Names in separate Sheet. 

[I made a Journey to Banks’ Peninsula in May 
1844, and saw Tuawakc (Bloody Jack) at his 
Brother’s Pa at Port Levi. He lent me his 
Whale Boat to go round the Heads to Port 
Cooper and other Bays. I afterwards walked 
over the Mountains to Pidgeon Bay anti 
Akaroa, and visited his Brother Topi, who is 
also an intelligent Native. Bloody Jack is 
since dead, and stated to have been drowned 
by the upsetting of his Boat, but Topi 
assured me he had been left on a Rock to 
perish in consequence of a Quarrel about 
Money paid for Land at Otako.] 



There do not appear to he any particular 
Tribes in Middle and Stewart's Islands. 

* These Tribes wander and the Numbers are 
uncertain ; they are sometimes at Raupuke 
Island, the Settlement of Tuawake in 
Fovoaux Straits, and are found as far as 
Dusky Bay. I have in all Cases taken the 
Maximum, and I am of opinion both these 
and those at Morake might be safely taken at 
Half the Number. 

f A very respectable Native has a large Whaling 
Gang on this Island, and keeps a considerable 
Establishment. Mr. ITesketh, a Liverpool 
Man, is his Clerk. The Nntive is called 
Bloody Jack, but not from any bad Pro- 
pensities ; he is said to be the Brother of 
Jacky, Ngaiti's Companion, who died at 
Brompton in Middlesex about Four Years 
ago.

In compliance with the Wish of the Directors of the New Zealand Company, 1 now 
_ transmit to you a Number of Documents relating to the native Population of the Islands. 
— They consist of Fourteen Tables or Lists of Population, in Forty-two Geographical Divisions, 
which are marked and numbered in the accompanying Map. The Map is tinted so as to 
exhibit to the Eye, without reference to the Tables, the various Densities of native 
Population throughout the Islands; and although I have found some Difficulty in shading 
the Map so as to show with Exactness the Proportion of Natives in each Place, because in 
some Places the Number is so small that any Degree of Shading would be excessive in 
proportion to the blackest Part, yet, upon the whole, I have no Doubt that the Map 
approximates in Expression to the real State of Things, and exhibits generally a faithful 
Picture of the Amount of Population. The Tables and Lists by which the Map is 
explained were formed by me in the Year 1841, at a Time when my Attention was 
anxiously directed to the Subject in the Performance of my Duties as Commissioner under 
the Company for the Management of the Reserves for the Natives made by them, and as 
Protector of Aborigines for the Southern District. I transmitted these Documents to the 
Local Government at the Time; but I have Reason to believe that none of my Reports or 
Returns as Protector of Aborigines have reached the Colonial Department. I may add 
that their Accuracy was never questioned by the Local Government, and that it was 
mentioned to me in Terms of Compliment by Bishop Selwyn, who, upon the Occasion of 
one of his "Visits to Cook Straits, brought Copies of them with him from Auckland, and 
assured me that he found them of great Service in his personal Communications with the 
Natives. 

The Tables and Lists contain some Remarks between Brackets which I have added 
recently. I had many Opportunities after these Papers were communicated to the Local 
Government of verifying their Accuracy ; the Estimates as to the North Island were made 
duung a Visit of Four Months to Auckland, The Bay of Islands, Waimate, Wai tail'd, and 
ni i em - entS i°^ tbe ^ ortbern District; and I was assisted in framing them by 
Mr. Clark senior, the Archdeacon Williams, the Rev. Mr. Taylor, Mr. Fairburn, Mr. Ham-

ill.. David bcott, and others, who had been for Years engaged in Transactions with the 
Natives throughout that Part of the Country. I subsequently passed several Years in the 
Settlements on both Sides of Cook’s Straits, and visited the French Settlement at Akaroa 
and several other Harbours on the East Coast of the Middle Island. The Subject en^ed 
my Attention down to the Time of my Departure from New Zealand in May last; and I 
have good Reason to believe that at that Time no material Changes had taken place in the 
Amount of Population any where. But a single Remark, which may be important, occurred 
to me whilst visiting the Middle Island; it is, that on no Part of its Coasts is the native 
Population stationary they wander from one Place to another without fixed Habitation, 
though they frequently return to the same Place. I do not mean that they are altogether 
migratory, never resting any where, but that scarcely any of them remain constantly hi the 
same Place. In the whole Island, so far as I could learn, there is not a single Tribe 
property so called, but the entire Population consists of scattered Families and Reinnants of 
pbes ™» c h were nearly exterminated about Twenty Years ago by the Inroads of 
Rauperaha and the Kama Tribes, when the latter were driven from the Centre of the 
Norttaf ' thC D<-reat ° f ,he kst b ?

Sir, New Zealand House, 9th April 1846. 

By Desire of the Court of Directors of the New Zealand Company, I have the Honour 
of enclosing the Copy of a Letter with its Enclosures, which they have received from 
Mr. Halswell, and which they suppose that you may find serviceable whilst considering the 
Subject of a Report from a special Committee of their Bod}', which I had the Honour of 
transmitting to you on the 2d instant. 

In transmitting to you these Copies of Documents officially communicated by Mr. Hals- 
well to the local Government of New Zealand, the Directors feel they ought to seize the 
Opportunity of expressing to you their high Opinion of this Gentleman’s Conduct, when 
employed by the Company in the Management of native Reserves in their Settlements, 
and their Reliance on the Accuracy of his Estimates, so far as, under the Circumstances, 
Accuracy could be secured by Industry, honourable Sentiments, and great Zeal in the 
Pursuit of Inquiries having for their Object the Promotion of the Interests of the 
Aborigines. Mr. Halswell was one of the first Members of the New Zealand Association 
of 1837, and one of the Authors of the Plan of native Reserves subsequently adopted by 
the Company. The Directors believe that bis chief Inducement to settling in New 
Zealand was a Wish to take part in carrying into Effect that Scheme of rational Benevo- 
lence. They, at any rate, were glad of the Opportunity which his Purpose of emigrating 
afforded them, of confiding this Task to a Gentleman whose Position and Habits of 
Business in this Country seemed to qualify him for the Performance of it. Mr. Halswell is 
a Member of the University of Cambridge, and of the Society of the Middle Temple, and 
was for many Years an active County Magistrate and one of the Metropolitan Commis- 
sioners in Lunacy. The Court of Directors have deemed it the more incumbent on them to 
mention these Facts, because Mr. Halswell is very unjustly aspersed in a Report from the 
chief Protector of Aborigines in New Zealand, Mr. Clarke senior, which has been printed 
by Order of the House of Commons ; and they venture to conclude by reminding you that, 
after serving the Office of Protector of Aborigines in the Southern District without Salary, 
and at considerable Cost to himself, he was suddenly superseded, without Notice or Com- 
plaint of his Conduct, in favour of Mr. Clarke’s own youthful Son, to whom a Salary and 
Allowances were assigned.

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Report from the Select Committee of the Legislative Council on 
Immigration. 

The Select Committee of the Legislative Council, appointed on the 18tli May 1847 “ to 
“ consider and report upon the present Demand for Labour in the Colony, and the 
“ best Means of obtaining an adequate Supply of the same,” have duly considered 

the Matter referred to them, and have agreed to the following Report : 

It may be urged as a Reason against the Necessity of any formal Report on Immigration 
that the Subject has been already frequently, and even recently, investigated, and that the 
Facts proposed to be embraced in the Inquiry referred to your Committee are as well 
known as the Means for remedying the Evils under which the Colony is suffering are 
obvious. The Proposition would appear to be undeniable, that upon a duly regulated and 
continued Influx of Population, by means of Immigration, the Prosperity of the Colony 
depends, and it must be unnecessary to enter into any lengthened Exposition of the Reasons 
upon which that Statement is founded. Nor is the Question of Immigration to be regarded 
in the mere economic Point of View of an occasional or periodical Supply of a particular 
Species of Labour, even though that Labour be connected with the Production of the most 
important Staple of the Colony. To circumscribe the Consideration of the Subject within 
such Bounds would be unjust. The great and permanent Interests of all Classes in the 
Colony and its social and political Advancement are intimately and indisputably connected 
with the great End of peopling the Country. Whilst, therefore, vour Committee deemed 
it a necessary Part of their Duly to collect Evidence as to the Supply of the particular 
Species of Labour connected with pastoral and agricultural Pursuits, they would never- 
theless desire that the Question should be dealt with in its more extended and com- 
prehensive Relations. The general Advancement and the political Importance of a 
Colonial Dependency bear a direct Ratio to the Amount of its Population, and whilst such 
a Law would appear to admit of scarcely any Exception in the History of Colonies 
generally, it is in a peculiar degree applicable to New South Wales. All the Objects of 
profitable Industry amongst us are in excess of the Means for their Employment. This 
is a Condition which, perhaps, no probable Amount of Immigration can ever sufficiently 
meet. It is one, however, which ought to supply an Argument, cogent and unanswerable, 
xn favour of renewed Efforts towards effecting some sort of Equilibrium between the Supplv 
of and Demand for Labour. " J 

Your Committee acknowledge that they enter upon the Consideration of the Subject 
referred to them with Feelings allied to Despair. A Knowledge of the Reception which 
similar Inquiries to those which they have undertaken have met with at the Hands of the 
Home Government induces an Apprehension that a similar Fate awaits whatever Repre- 
sentotions they may offer on the same Subject. Year after Year has the Colony, through 
the Agency of its constitutional Representatives, either in this or the former Council, ur-red 
upon the Imperial Government the vital Necessity of Immigration, and pointed out “the 
Means bv which it might be effected in a way calculated to promote the material Interests 
ot the Colony and Mother Country. These Representations have been either disregarded, 
or a bystem of Legislation has been adopted by the Imperial Parliament by windfall the 
Sources for carrying on, hitherto, any extended System, have been either averted or cut 
ott. I he Land Fund, the Source from whence any Amount of Expenditure incurred in 
Immigration might have been defrayed, has been annihilated in consequence of the 
Determination to carry out the System of Mr. E. G. Wakefield. The Remonstrances of 
the Colony against this ruinous System have been unheeded or misunderstood. A -rain 
when the Council proposed, as the only remaining Alternative, the raising of a Loaiwnd 
urged the Example of Canada and other Colonies to which Loans have been guaranteed 
by the British Parliament, their Solicitations were met by unhesitating Refusal. Your 
Committee, therefore, candidly admit, that, amidst such disheartening Recollections, they 
have entered upon the Task assigned to them without any sanguine Anticipations that their 
Labours are likely to be productive of any very successful Result. 

Without wishing to excite needless Alarm, your Committee are satisfied, as a general 
Impression from the Inquiry in which they have been engaged, that at no Period since the 
Foundation of the Colony has there been so great, so urgent, and so pressing a Demand 
foi Labour as at the present Moment,— of that Species of Labour with which the most 
importantlnterestsof the Colony are involved, namely, of Shepherds and Farm Servants. 
This U ant is daily increasing, and in the Absence of any fresh Accession of Labourers bv 
means of Immigration, no Alternative is presented to the Proprietor of Stock but the 
partial or entire Abandonment of it. In many Parts of the Colony the Expenses of 
Labour are so immoderate as to exceed all Profits derivable from hs Applicadon, and

With a Range of Coast stretching through Thirty Degrees of 
Latitude, Eastern Australia presents a Climate with all the intermediate Grades between 
that or the I ropics and the South of England ; a Climate unequalled, perhaps, for Salubrity 
in the World. Its natural Capabilities are as extended as its geographical Limits. All 
the vegetable Productions indigenous to the Tropics may be raised with Facility in its 
Northern Division, and those of Southern Europe in Exuberance in its central and 
Southern Portions. In the settled Parts of the Colony the congenial Character of its 
Climate and Soil have been strikingly exemplified in the enormous Multiplication of its 
blocks and Herds. With a Population not exceeding 200,000 Souls, the Colony already 
contains a Number of Sheep equal to One Fourth, and of Cattle a Proportion equal 
to One Seventh of the whole Number contained in France. The whole of the Port Phillip 
Country, and various Districts in the older and settled Parts of the Colony, as well as in its 
Northern Divisions, and in the Country recently discovered by Leichhardt and Mitchell, 
capaare ble of yielding Sustenance to Millions of Human Beings.

Mineral Treasures which promise to be of considerable 
Vmue have been recently discovered in various Districts, particularly at Wellington Valley 
and Yass. The Riches which they contain cannot be realized from the one great social and 
all-pervading Want— that of Labour.

The Expediency of entailing upon the Colony a Debt for the Purpose herein mentioned 

may be questioned by some, and it may be urged that we have no Right to burden Pos- 
terity with a Debt incurred for our immediate Benefit. Your Committee do not participate 
in such Scruples ; on the contrary, they are impressed with the Conviction that no more 
legitimate Occasion can present itself for the incurring a public Debt than that of Immi- 
gration. And it might be shown, with much Reason, that it would be unjust to call upon 
the present Inhabitants of the Colony to defray the whole immediate Cost of Immigration. 
Those who are henceforth to be introduced, whose Condition and that of their Posterity is 
to be ameliorated by their Transference to our Shores, should bear a Part of the Expense 
which has been incurred in bringing them here. A public Debt incurred under such Cir- 
cumstances, and for such Objects, as those above dwelt upon, is not ta be deprecated. The 
Debt can only exist conjointly with an augmented Population ; the Burden with the Means 
and Appliances for its Liquidation. The Sentiments of your Committee upon this Subject 
are well expressed by Mr. Charles Buller, in the following Extract from his Speech upon 
systematic Colonization, delivered' in the House of Commons, in April 1843. — “A Debt,” 
says Mr. Buller, “ contracted for such a Purpose is not unproductive Waste of Capital, 
“ sucF as our National Debt, nor is it to be likened to the Debts of Individuals contracted 
“ Enjoyment of the Moment It is rather to be compared to those Debts which 

" wise Landlords often deliberately coutract for the Purpose of giving an additional Value 
“ t0 their Estates, or to the Loans by which half the Enterprises of Trade are undertaken, 
“ and which are to be regarded as Resources of future Wealth, not Embarrassment.” 

It has been proposed as a Substitution for the issuing of Debentures, or as an Alternative 
for their being found insufficient for the Expense to be incurred, that a Poll Tax should 
be raised, to be levied on the Employers of Labour at a given Rate per Head for each 
domestic Servant or Labourer. Such a Tax, it is conceived, would be fair in its Appli- 
cation, extending to the Employers of Labour in Town as well as Country, and wotild 
compensate those who contributed to it, by speedily bringing about a reduced Rate of 
Wages. Your Committee do not feel disposed to recommend the Proposal, and for the 
following Reasons : 

1st. lhe proposed Tax is unnecessary. The Issue of Debentures secured upon the 
territorial Revenue, they are persuaded, is sufficiently ample for the Purpose required, and 
constituting, for the Reasons before assigned, the most equitable Mode of defraying - the 
Cost of Emigration. °

2d. The Imposition of a Capitation Tax would be partial, and would be felt to be most 
burdensome; its immediate Effect would be to increase the Difficulties of the Employer of 
Labour, by calling upon him for an immediate and heavy Contribution, whilst the Advan- 
tages he is to derive from the Tax are remote and indefinite. 

And lastly, it may be questioned whether any Amount raised in such a Manner would 
be adequate to the Purpose intended. The Number of hired Servants throughout the 
Colony does not exceed 30,000; a Tax even at the Rate of 1Z. a Head on this Number 
. wou d only provide a Fund which, without a System of deferred Payments, would be 
wholly inadequate to the Exigencies of the Labour Market. 

The Committee can anticipate no Difficulty in the way of any Number of Persons that 
the Colony may require being found willing to emigrate from different Parts of the United 
Kingdom. The present State of frightful Destitution in which some Parts of the United 
Kingdoin are placed from the Failure of the Potato Crop would, it may be supposed, 
render the Proposal to emigrate to a Country replete to. Superfluity with all Necessaries of 
Lite, an Object of inexpressible Solicitude. This Feeling would not be confined merely to 
the Emigrant who thus escapes Famine and hopeless Misery, but would be shared by the 
whole Community, whose Sympathies are awakened by Scenes of unparalleled Distress, and 
whose Means are exhausted in the Payment of Poor Rates and Taxes, for the ineffectual 
Purpose of affording Relief. And yet it may be averred that so great are the social Diffi- 
cuUies that beset almost every Species of industrial Pursuit in this Colony, from the Want of 
sufficient Hands, that it may be acknowledged to be an Object of not less Solicitude witii 
us to receive, than it is with our Fellow Subjects to get rid of, that Part of their redundant 
Population for whom nothing remains in their native Land but the Prospect of Misery and 
hopeless. Starvation. In any Matter, however, such as Emigration, where the Benefit is of 
so reciprocal a Character to the Mother Country as well as to the Colony, the Price at 
which it is procured should be borne by both. For this Reason the Committee are glad 
to leain that a Scheme has been suggested by the Immigration Agent of the Colony 3 for 
obtaining Payment of a Portion of the Expenses from the Parishes from whence the 
Lmigiants may be derived. Any Contribution thus obtained would render the Funds

Your Committee having given the Subject of German Immigration their fullest 

Attention, heg leave to report as follows °

** ?"°q f |PP ears that the Germans prefer emigrating in large Bodies, and forming 
separate Settlements; that they do so with the Object of ultimately becoming small Land- 
owners; that they generally settle on a Spot without any Intention of further Change; 
tnat they are very sober, pat.ent, industrious, and economical; and hoard their Earnings 
to invest m the Purchase of Land. ° 

Your Committee feci convinced that the Character of the Germans as an orderly, 
religious, honest, and persevering Population, and especially their Disposition to force 
T\/r°i u UvatIor J | sma ^ rich Spots of Land for the cheap and abundant Supply of local 
Markets, as illustrated by tlie Manner in which they raise and carry Produce into 
Adelaide from a Distance of many Miles, renders them eminently qualified to prosper and 
be of Service in this Colony. 

Your Committee cannot refrain also from observing, that since a certain Degree of 
Jealousy, and an unwise Attempt of her Rulers to force Germany into a manufacturing 
JNation, tends to obstruct the British Trades with those States, and diminish the Con- 
sumption in Germany of British Goods, it becomes the more desirable for Her Majesty’s 
U-oveniment to offer especial Facilities to the Migration of the German Consumer to her 
own Colonies, where the Import of her Manufactures will not only be unimpeded, but 
encouraged. 

The peculiar Circumstances of Western Australia seem also to render it eminently 
suited for forming German Settlements. It is the nearest to Germany of all the Australian 
Co onies. It has the most equable Climate in Australia. Its Soils and Climate have been 
proved eminently qualified for the Vine, Olive, and Silk Mulberry. The vast Extent of 
Land of every Quality in private Hands ensures an ample Supply of Farms of all Sorts 
(46.— App.) F 3 and 
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and Sizes upon most advantageous Terms. The Aborigines have long ceased to offer any 
Cause for Uneasiness, and are perfectly friendly, and of considerable Utility, though few 
in Number. The great Demand for extra Hands at particular Seasons at high Wages, 
and the regular Demand at Wages (at present 3s. 6d. per Diem), of which a German 
Labourer would live in Comfort on less than Half, even if he had to buy the Articles, 
ensure him the Means of laying up Capital to purchase Land ; while the low Prices of 
Stock of all Sorts (which may be averaged at, Horses 15 1, Horned Cattle 71, Ewes 7s., 
Goats 3s., and Pigs and Poultry in proportion), enable him to invest his Savings in what 
will yield him an immediate Return. 

Moreover, the increasing Trade in Sandal Wood not only opens a proportionate 
Demand for Labour of all Sorts, but supplies valuable Cargoes to China for the Bremen 
and other German immigrant Ships which should arrive here. 

Many valuable domestic Manufactures are also greatly required among us, in which the 
German Peasant is skilled; and lastly, the annual Increase of our Flocks affords an 
increasing opening for the German Shepherds to tend Sheep, themselves in general of 
Saxon Origin. 

The boundless Supply of First-class Timber for every Purpose of Building and Farm 
Work as well as for Firewood, and which can be had for little beyond the Trouble of cutting, 
is an Advantage which this Colony enjoys above almost any Portion of the Globe. 

It seems to your Committee, that some Misapprehension exists in Germany as to the 
Difficulty of becoming naturalized in Australia, as they hail as an especial Boon peculiar to 
New Zealand the System which is equally in force in Western Australia. Your Committee 
would recommend, therefore, that Steps be taken to inform the German Public of the Fact, 
that the sole Difficulties in the Way of any German of good Character becoming naturalized 
here are confined to the Delay of Communication with the Home Government, and the 
Payment of a few Shillings. They would, however, recommend that the Attention of Her 
Majesty’s Government should be drawn to the Policy of encouraging Immigration by 
undertaking to confer the Rights of Naturalization on Germans emigrating in Bodies, 
merely on Approval by the Secretary of State of the individual Names before sailing, which 
would obviate all the Delay referred to. The Home Government would thus transmit the 
Authority for an Act of Naturalization by the same Ship which conveyed the Settlement, 
and the Act might be made conditional, or suspended till after Two Years Residence. 

Your Committee propose to take Steps to obtain Proposals from private Parties for the 
leasing of Lands, subject to a Right of Purchase at a fixed Price ; but as the Circumstances 
must in every such Case be unknown to the German until Arrival, and there is Reason to 
believe that an essential Requisite to such Emigration would be the Certainty of all Par- 
ticulars before starting, and the Guarantee of the public Faith of the Government, or of 
some great public Body, they would earnestly press on the Attention of the Government 
the Policy of adopting some or all of the following Plans: — 

I st. To select certain Blocks of good Land suited for German Settlements, and to place 
in the Hands of a German Agent an Engagement, conditional on their Arrival 
here within a limited Time, to lease any of such Blocks to them without Rent 
for a Period of Five Years, with Power to purchase at a fixed Price of 1/. per 
Acre, at any Time during that Period, under the Sixth Clause of the recent Act 
of Parliament for the Sale of Waste Lands. 

2d. To accept Surrenders from private Persons of Portions of Land, engaging so soon as 
the Amount of 2,560 Acres should be surrendered to grant a Right of Selection 
to Trustees of an equal Extent, to be used as follows, for a German Settlement : — 
To be leased to Germans for Ten Years, with a Right of Purchase during that 
Period at 21. per Acre. In case of Non-purchase, this Land to revert to the 
Parties surrendering, in lieu of that given up by them. Such Course to be 
adopted so often as the Amount of 2,560 Acres should be subscribed for. By this 
Plan, the unoccupied Lands being absorbed, and Population rapidly increased, a 
Market would soon be opened for the boundless Waste Lands of the Crown, both 
for Lease and Purchase, the local Revenue enhanced by Consumption, and the 
Demand for imported Goods constantly increased. 

In fine, your Committee would observe that the kind Offers of Assistance made by 
influential Parties connected with German Emigration in Europe, as well as the zealous 
Efforts of our late valued Governor, Mr. Hutt, hold out every Encouragement to our 
Exertions on this Subject, and render it our Duty to omit no Means to obtain so important 
a Benefit as the systematic Formation of German Settlements in this Colony. There are 
several ulterior Measures advocated by the Friends of German Colonization in Australia, 
such as the Relaxation of the Navigation Laws in favour of German Shipping, &c. &c., on 
which, your Committee have declined to enter, being desirous to embarrass the principal 
Question with as few Difficulties as possible. They conclude their present Report, there- 
fore, with a Recommendation that every Publicity be given to the Sentiments of the 
Council on this Subject in Europe, and that his Excellency be requested to lay them 
before the Secretary of State in the most favourable Manner, and to press upon his 
Lordship’s Attention the great Benefits to be derived to the Empire from encouraging the 
Commencement of a System of German Colonization in a Country of the varied Capabilities 
of Western Australia.

Your Committee, having examined the Subject of the Supply of Labour, have unani- Select Committees 
moody agreed to the following Report. aSSfflJfwSEa 

There exists in this Colony a great and increasing Demand for Labour, resulting chiefly Australia, as to 
from the following Carnes t— Immigration and 

Labourers establishing themselves as Tenants or Landowners upon new Farms. Supply of Labour. 

Shepherds having invested their Wages in Stock, and having thus become Flock Owners. 

(Both the above not only withdraw the old, but themselves require an additional 
Supply of Labour.) 

The Increase of Flocks and Herds. This is much retarded by the Scarcity of Labour, and 
consequent Losses from Want of sufficient Attendance. Such Losses are, in proportion, 
as injurious to imperial as to colonial Interests. 

The increasing Cultivation of the Vine, Olive, &c. The remarkable Fitness of this 
Colony for this Object, and for “ Mediterranean Produce ” in general, (a Soil and 
Climate suited to which has hitherto been a Desideratum among the Resources of the 
Empire,) renders it particularly painful that such Efforts should be, as at present, 
paralyzed from Want of Labour. 

The new and increasing Export Trade in Sanded Wood, which, although a most important 
Benefit to the Colony, especially as affording Employment at a Time of Year when 
Tillage is suspended, yet necessarily, from its considerable and immediate Profits, and 
the Facility of undertaking it without Capital, withdraws many Persons, even for 
the whole Year, from Labour on the Farms, while it causes a Demand for Labour to 
supply Food to these Persons in their new Pursuit. 

To these Causes for increased Demand for Labour may be added several minor ones, 
as the Increase of Enterprise in Fisheries, both whaling and otherwise; such as the new 
Company for preparing cured Fish, Turtle, and Trepang, as well as Sealing, at the 
Abrolhos, &c. &c. 



Several new Enterprises are also on the Eve of Commencement, and only await a Supply 
of Labour ; among the chief of these promise to be, — 

Timber for Exportation, especially, it is to be hoped, for the Use of Her Majesty’s Navy 
and the Merchant Service, a Trade which may be said to have commenced by the Ship- 
ment of 150 Loads to the Order of the Lords of the Admiralty, as well as by the building 
of several Vessels here which have been eagerly purchased in the neighbouring Colonies. 
The vast Importance of this Trade can only be estimated by those acquainted with our 
immense Forests of Timber, probably unparalleled as to a Combination of Length, 
Strength, and Durability; Forests which may be truly said to contain boundless Supplies 
and Varieties suited for every possible Purpose, from Beams of 100 Feet without a Knot, 
setting at defiance Dry Rot, White Ant, and Sea Worm, down to the most beautiful 
Furniture Woods; as well as Blocks and Sheaves equal to Box, Trenails, Mill and Wheel- 
wright Timber, Shingles, &c. &c., in some of which the Trade has already begun, and for 
which no Timber before known seems equally qualified. 

Coal. The great Seams of Coal recently discovered, from Five to Seven Feet in Thick- 
ness, of first-rate Quality, and requiring neither sinking nor Drainage, will doubtless soon 
draw both Capital and Labour to work them for Supply of Steamers, Engines, &c. 

Mines. Vast Quantities of the richest possible Iron, pronounced by an experienced 
Geologist to be the finest he had ever seen, and containing in the Ore a natural Flux, 
which renders it easy to smelt, are to be found in various Parts of the Colony. Zinc of 
rich Quality has been found, though the Quantity, Expense of working, &c., are not yet 
ascertained ; and several other Ores, as Copper, Lead, Quicksilver, &c., appear to exist, 
scattered over a large Extent of Country. To these may be added Slate, abundant, and 



of superior Quality. 

The Quantity and Variety of valuable Gums will, it is to be expected, soon attract a 
large Share of" Labour to their Collection; a Work at present committed chiefly to the 
Aborigines, and almost in embryo, no Attention having been paid to it until very lately. 

The peculiar Adaptation of this Country for breeding large Herds of Horses and Mules 
lias already attracted much Attention both at the Mauritius and in India, where the Im- 
portance of forming in our vast Horse Pastures extensive Studs for the Supply of the 
Indian Cavalry and Artillery has repeatedly been discussed ; a Project rendered particularly 
desirable by the peculiar Characteristics of the Western Australian Horses, — Gentleness, 
Endurance, and Fleetness, — the Two first of which they possess to a Degree perhaps without 
Parallel. The high Prices realized by some exported hence to Mauritius, and now 
Favourites there on the Turf, have already directed some Portion of Labour to this Object, 
and One Establishment has also been sent from India for the Purpose. 

To these may be added a Variety of other valuable Resources, for the Supply of which 
Great Britain is now in a great Degree dependent on Foreign Nations, and which could 
more abundantly be produced in this Colony by the present Inmates of English Work- 
houses. Among these may be reckoned Cotton, Hemp, Hides, Tallow, Bark, the indigenous 
“ Phormium ” for Cordage of the strongest Texture, and many other Products by which 
England would not only render her Empire more independent of Foreign Powers, but 
would obtain for her own Shipping the Carrying Trade enjoyed by theirs.

Supply of Labour. Tillage Arable Land, if neglected for a few Years, becomes more densely incumbered 
with Brushwood, and even Timber, than the adjacent Wilds. 

The “Land Fund” or “Labour Fund” has always been in this Colony a Nullity ; the 
same temporary Causes not having existed here which in some other Places iuduced Spe- 
culation in Purchase of Crown Lands for the Purposes of Land Jobbing, and therefore 
brought the Land Sale System into operation for a brief Period, until Experience demon- 
strated the Consequences of withdrawing, to he expended on Introduction of Labour, any 
Portion of that Capital, the whole of which is scarcely sufficient to employ that Labour when 
introduced, and to support that Application of Labour to Land which must always be main- 
tained for a considerable Time before Markets are established, Losses and Errors overcome, and 
the Returns begin to be sufficient to sustain the Operations of the Settler. 

Moreover, while this Colony escaped the monetary Panic which embarrassed New South 
H ales in consequence of the Land Speculations produced by the brief Popularity there of 
the “ Labour Fund” and “ Sufficient Price ” Theory, it has on the other hand, not enjoyed 
the Influx of Labour which that System produced in New South Wales for the Benefit of 
those who had obtained their Land under the former Regulations, and at the Expense of 
the Speculator who was rash enough to purchase under the new. 

The System of selling Land by Auction, and with a high minimum Price, on the 
Ground that such Land derived a permanent Value from the Appropriation of Part of 
the Purchase Money to the Introduction of Labour which was in no Way connected with 
the Land, or even with the Territory, and might remove from the Colony the next Day, 
together with the Confinement of this System to Australasia, have tended to direct the 
Emigration of Capital and Labour to other Countries where Land was cheap, especially to 
the United States and to Canada. 

There is Reason to believe that the Consumption of British Manufactures in the Aus- 
tralian Colonies has for several Years averaged about?/, per Head per Annum, while that 
of those who emigrate to the United States has not exceeded 5s. per Head, or One 
1 wenty-eighth Part of the former. From these Facts Two Conclusions are obvious ; that 
the Emigration of an Individual to the United States is a commercial Loss to Great 
Britain of 61. 15s. per Annum, or 2027. 10s. in a Generation, or, in other Words, of 
Ninety-six per Cent, of the Market which would have arisen from sending such Individual 
to Australasia ; and, secondly, that, estimating the Population of Western Australia at 5,000, 
it must be considered as equal in Importance, as regards the Employment of British 
V ln n n^ Ct ^ reS and Shipping, to a Population of Twenty-eight Times the Amount, or of 
140,000 Persons, emigrating to the United States. 

It is also to be observed, that while Emigration to the Australian Colonies tends to 
strengthen an important Portion of the Empire, enabling it to resist Foreign Aggression, 
and to facilitate and secure the Dominion of Britain in the Eastern Seas, such Emigration 
to the United States has the Effect of increasing the Resources of a rival Power, and in 
some degree fostering ill Feeling, by the Idea among such Emigrants that they have been 
neglected and thought worthless by their native Land. 

Any System, therefore, which promotes Emigration to Foreign Countries, must be alike 
injurious to the Interests of the Colonies and of the Empire.

the Benefit of the Empire. To this Two Conditions would, however, be impera- 
tively necessary ; namely, that such Convicts on no Pretext whatever be dis- 
charged in or near any Part of the Colony, or in any way allowed to generate 
Crime by the Contagion of an Intercourse with the Community, but should be 
removed elsewhere as their respective Terms expire; and also that the Cost of 
maintaining such Felons should be chiefly, if not wholly, defrayed by the Country 
to which they belong, and not by this orderly and peaceful Community : 

It is particularly to be observed, that such a Course is not suggested as a Means of 
reforming English Felons,— a Task with which this Colony has nothing to do, and which 
must be effected by other Means and in another Place,— but merely as a Mode of performing 
those expensive Works indispensable to the Development of the Resources of the Country 
for the Benefit of the Empire, but disproportioned to its Means, and of so doin'* without 
entailing any Expense upon Great Britain beyond that with which she is already burdened. 

Even were such Labour devoted to the Improvement of our Harbours alone it were well 
bestowed, as the Importance of obtaining Two or Three excellent Harbours on the West 
Coast of Australia requires not to be urged to any one acquainted with the Navigation of 
the Southern Ocean; and that such an Object can easily be attained, that Four or Five 
Harbours in various Parts of the Coast could be formed by Convict Labour, by a very 
moderate Alteration of the Face of Nature, and rendered secure from every Wind, easily 
approached and entered, and enabling a Ship to discharge alongside a Wharf, is a Matter 
ascertained beyond a Doubt. 



The foregoing Observations may be thus summed up. 

The most sound and beneficial Course, alike for the Colony, the United Kingdom, and 
for the Empire, would be a Combination of those we have suggested. Emigrant Capital 
should be encouraged to prefer the Colonies to Foreign States, by Facilities of obtainin'* 
the absolute and unconditional Ownership of Land at cheap Rates, by a steady and ample 
Suppiy of Labour poured in by the Mother Country, and by the Execution of those great 
Works the Want of which ci-innloo tho o . -n°. . 



Works the Want of which cripples the Energies of young Communities. Great Britain 
would thus not only have a healthy Tone given to the Professions now embarrassed by a 
strngglmg Crowd of her Youth of Family, wasting Capital, Time, and Health in fruitless 
Expectation, but would be enabled to convert into a Source of permanent Relief and future 
increasing Prosperity and Power that exhausting Taxation now applied to maintain in

Copy of a Despatch from Lord Stanley to Governor Sir George Gipps. 

Sir ’ . . Downing Street, 29th January 1845. 

1 think it right no longer to defer communicating to you my Views on the Subject of 
your Despatch, No. 17, of the 17th of January last, on which I informed you, by my 
Despatch, No. 163, of the 30th of November last, that I was even then prepared to have 
announced my Opinion to you, had I not thought it proper to allow further Time for the 
Arrival of Petitions relating to it, which I had been led to expect would be transmitted 
from the Colony. 

_ I have attentively considered both the Resolutions of the Legislative Council on the 
Sale of Crown Lands of the 20th of December 1843, received in your Despatch above 
referred to, and the Report of the Committee on which they were founded, as well as the 
Evidence taken by that Committee; and I have been assisted in judging on the Questions 
raised in these Documents by the Report from the Commissioners of Colonial Lands and 
Emigration, of which I enclose a Copy. 

My Labour in discussing the Subject is much lightened by my entire Concurrence in the 
Views so ably stated in your Despatch. In fact, I might almost have contented myself by 
referring to that Despatch as containing an Exposition of my Opinions, since even in the 
Observations which I think it my Duty to make, I do not feel that I shall be able to add 
any thing material to what it contains.

I entirely agree in thinking that the Resolutions of the Council are based upon an 
erroneous Assumption; taking for granted,, as they do, that in fact the Crown Lands 
of New South Wales are not and cannot be made productive except by means of Sales. 

I admit, at the same Time, that, in the Circumstances of New South Wales, Permission 
t<j occupy Waste Land on easy Terms is a necessary Accompaniment to the Maintenance 
of a high selling Price, and I address you separately on the Subject of what those Terms 
should be, and on the Facilities to be afforded for Occupiers obtaining, in connexion with 
a licensed Occupation, a fixed Interest in Portions of the Land occupied. The Principle 
of permitting such an Occupation is all with which I have now to deal, and that being 
conceded, I consider as sufficient the Answer given by yourself to the Complaint that the 
Resources of the Colony are prevented from being developed by the high Price of Land, 
namely, that one of the remarkable Features of New South Wales, and the great Advantage 
possessed by it over new Countries in general, is, that its Waste Lands can be made at 
once productive without Improvements, or permanent Expenditure upon them.

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Occupation. They consider, therefore, that such Facilities should be given as would 
induce Persons to make permanent Improvements. 

In favour of removing the existing Prohibition against buying Land beyond the Boun- 
daries, we believe that all are agreed. It is proposed by Sir George Gipps, in like 
Manner as it has been often urged on behalf of the Squatters themselves, that they 
should be enabled to buy Lots of convenient Size for Homesteads, and for any Improve- 
ments they desire to make, while they could still have the Remainder of their Run for 
Sheep ; and if this be .the Kind of Facility contemplated by the Committee, we believe 
we may say that it is one which the Government is already prepared to grant. On the 
Particulars of the Plan in question, we are about immediately to forward a Report for 
Lord Stanley’s Consideration. 

But in the large Effects ascribed to a high Price of Lands beyond the Limits we 
cannot agree; and the Question must be so important to a Colony of the Nature of New 
South Wales, that we may be excused for examining it somewhat further. Men, it 
appears to us, do not take to pastoral Pursuits on account of the high Price of good Land, 
but because on poor Land, or Land unsuited for Agriculture, they can occupy vast Tracts 
at little Cost in the most profitable of all Pursuits. The Range they require is too large 
to buy at any Price, and if bought, it would be far too large to occupy in any Way except 
that in which they do occupy it. If good Land is thus occupied, and not bought, it is 
not on account of the Price, but because for farming Purposes, other than Sheep Farm, 
Men prefer being within the Range of Civilization, and their Occupation does not require 
Dispersion. As Population advances, doubtless much Land will be tilled, which now is 
depastured ; but no one would advise that such Facilities should be afforded, as should 
give any one Settler the Possession of Twenty Square Miles of good tillage Land. The 
poor Tracts, therefore, it appears to us, will continue to be occupied as Sheep Farms, 
whatever the Price ; and if good arable Land be so occupied, it is so on account of its 
Locality, and not of its Price. 

The Third Paragraph contains a Passage, on the Correctness of which must so much 
depend the Correctness of the whole of the Committee’s Report, that we will quote the 
Words. After remarking that the Colony contains many Millions of Acres calculated to 
reward the Industry of Man, it is stated, “At present that Land is unproductive; it is 
so much of the national Wealth lying dormant. It is to be rendered profitable, not by 
selling it at a high Price, but by bringing it under Occupancy and Cultivation.” The 
first Remark we should make on this Passage is, that the Land is already brought under 
Occupancy by the System of authorized Squatting. Not only is it occupied under that 
System, but occupied for the very Purpose, namely, Wool-growing, which has in a Period 
of unprecedented Brevity raised New South Wales to the Rank of one of the most impor- 
tant Colonies of the Empire. Instead, therefore, of its being so much of the national 
Wealth lying dormant, it is gratifying to think that, although with probably too little 
instead of too much Strictness in dealing it out, still the Land in question has been a 
fruitful Cause of Prosperity and Progress. In the next place, the Passage we have cited 
seems tacitly to assume that it is enough to throw Land into the Hands of Individuals, 
in order to secure their turning it to good Account; but though it is easy to make the 
Sou the Property of private Parties, it is not so easy to insure their being able to cultivate 
it afterwards. It cannot be quite certain that they will have the Disposition to make a 
prompt Outlay of Capital, if they think that by waiting they may reap an easier Profit; 
it must be still more doubtful whether they will have die Means. Their paying a fair 
Price seems to give the best Chance of both these Requisites. Men will not pay down a 
large Sum for Land who are not able, and do not intend, speedily to turn it to Account, 
in order to gain the Value of their Outlay. But when this Element of paying a Price is 
withdrawn, what Limit remains to the Cupidity by which each Individual will wish to 
possess himself of the greatest Number of Acres possible, regardless of his Means to culti- 
vate them, and indifferent how long they may lie on his Hands without Improvement? 

The Doctrine, however, which we are now examining, is not new. Once it was the 
general Opinion that Individuals, willing to encounter the Waste, ought to have "rcat 
facilities in the Acquisition of Land; and that it would be better to leave their Money 
in their own Hands for more useful Purposes than to exact it as a Price. This is the 
1 rinciple on which Swan River was settled, and by which, according to the unanimous 
Upinion of all familiar with such Questions, that Colony was as nearly ruined as its natural 
Advantages would admit. It is the same Principle on which New South Wales itself so 
Jong made a lingering and imperfect Progress, and under which the British Provinces in 
Aorta America have been repeatedly pronounced, by those who have inquired into the 
Subject, to have been so seriously injured. The opposite System is the one under which 
A ew South Vales has in Ten or Twelve Years realized for Land One Million Sterling- 
has thereby increased its Population by 50,000 Souls, and changed its Character, as the 
Governor remarks, from a Convict to a Free Colon 3 ’. 

.1 B d' 'i le 'r™r‘ t « add ! , tbat ’ if the Land be ‘ 5old ' tha Price should ho proportionate to 
the Pi i oht which 1 it will yield; and because it is calculated that the Profits of Sheep-farmimr 
will not admit of paying 20s. an Acre for Land, they conclude that the present Price in New 
South VVales must be too high. The Question is, however, whether the Value of the Land 
ought to be determined by what can be made of it for grazing ? We agree with Sir George 
Gipps, that there is no Reason to conclude that the Proprietor of Sheep, which are fed on 

any 
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any Land, must necessarily be the Proprietor also of the Land itself. If, indeed, Occupation 
weie forbidden without Purchase, there might be Ground to call for a lower Price; but we 
need scarcely say, that in New South Wales enormous Flocks and Herds are depastured on 
easy Terms, under Licence, on Lands belonging to the Crown. It is in reference to this 
loint that Sir George Gipps observes, that in his Opinion, a high Price of Land, and the 
System of authorized squatting, go naturally together, and that each supports the other. If 
the. Profits of grazing were to determine the Value of the Fee Simple of the Land, he 
remarks, that the Price must rapidly decline, until it became less per Acre than the smallest 
Coin in the Colony. 

In the next Paragraph, after quoting the Opinion of some former Purchasers at low 
Prices, that they had paid too much for their Lands, the Committee remark, that Price 
should depend on Quality ; and that the better Plan would be to have a Classification 
of Lands worth 6d., 2s. 6d., 5s., and 20s. an Acre. They point out that otherwise the 
Minimum must be a restrictive Price ; and they express their Persuasion that no large 
Revenue will be received while the Minimum continues at 17. per Acre. On this we would 
first remark, that the Object at stake is more important than mere Revenue ; it is the m-adual 
Appropriation of the Land in the Colony to private Settlers in the Manner most conducive 
to the sound Progress and Welfare of the Community. But, moreover, it would probablv 
be delusive to expect that at any Price a constant and large annual Revenue could be 
obtained from Sales of Land ; for sooner or later the marketable Lands must, for a Time at 
least, be exhausted, or the Competition of private Owners preclude the Government Sales. 
l\or would this last Effect by any Means appear necessarily an Evil: on the contrary, it 
may be a great Benefit to Society that where large Tracts have fallen, as usually happens in 
the Infancy ot Colonies, into the Hands of single Proprietors, so that they possess more than 
they can turn to account, they should be induced gradually to dispose of Parts of their 
Property to others. 

In the present Instance, there seems the best Reasons to doubt whether a Reduction of 
Price would have revived the Revenue. The Trudi appears to be, that large Quantities of 
private Lands, on very low Terms, have been open to Sale in the Colony throughout the 
Period of Depression, and that yet they have not found Purchasers. They have remained 
almost unsaleable. On what Ground, therefore, could it be expected that the Reduction of 
the Government minimum Price would have led to an Increase of Revenue ? From Sir 
George Gipps’s Speech in Council of September 1842, it may be gathered that Land was 
probably cheaper at that Time than it had been for several Years ; that the Deposits of 
Individuals at the Banks had become larger instead of smaller ; but that still no Sales took 
place. Since there was neither a Dearness of Land nor a Scarcity of Money to account for 
this Effect, it must have been owing to some other Cause ; nor is that Cause difficult to 
find. It obviously consisted of the vast Purchases which had been made before; of the 
Extent, therefore, to which all bond fide Demand for Land must have been satisfied, and of 
the Indisposition to deal in it further as a Subject of Speculation. From all this we would 
draw the Conclusion, that the Government minimum Price of Land may or may not be too 
high ; but that the late Stoppage of Sales has been owing to more general and powerful 
Causes, and that there is no Reason to suppose that a Reduction of the Price, since the Period 
when the Imperial Act has been in force, would have made any material Difference in the 
Amount of Land Revenue. 

On the Returns of Sales cited in the next Paragraph we shall not dwell. These Figures 
show that very large Sales indeed having been made in 1839, at 5s. per Acre, comparatively 
little Land was sold in the same Year at the increased Rate of 12s. They also show that 
after the vast Alienations which had taken place in 1S39, and the preceding Years, there 
was a progressive Decline in the Extent of Land sold in 1840, 1841, and 1842. But it is 
impossible to conclude how far the Result may not have been owing to very different Causes, 
as above suggested, than the mere Amount of the minimum Price of the Land. We will 
only remark, that according to the Facts supplied by the Committee, the Sales of Land had 
already fallen off to 5,862 Acres in 184*2, or, in other Words, had almost ceased before the 
Imperial Land Sales Act had so much as come into force in the Colony. 

We quite agree in the Opinion expressed by the Committee in the next Paragraph, that 
the large Quantity of Land formerly sold at high Prices was owing to undue Speculation. 
With reference, however, to a passing Remark, that the Government Money having been 
lodged in the Banks at Interest, those Institutions, in order to pay the Interest, were obliged 
to lend it again to the Public, we ought perhaps to mention, that the Governor’s Despatch 
supplies a Return, by which it appears that at the Time when such immense Speculations 
were in progress, the average annual Interest paid by the Banks to the Public did not exceed 
3,300/., nor was larger in the greatest Year than 9,300Z. 

We now come to the Place in which the Committee express their Regret that the Land 
Revenue hud been appropriated to Immigration. Capital and Labour, they observe, should 
be in proportion, “ and it was a fatal Mistake to send the one out of the Country in order 
to bring the other in.” They lament the consequent Contraction of the circulating Medium, 
and their Conclusion is, that no Part of the Land Fund should be applied to Immigration, 
but that 11 the Crown Lands should be made the Medium of introducing Immigrants, 
without reference to Sale.” 

We regret to see the Condemnation, by such high Authority, of a Practice hitherto 
deemed so essential to the Welfare of the Colony. It is not long, as we have seen, since the 
(46. — App.) H Application 
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Application of every Fraction of the Land Revenue to introducing Labour was supposed an 
Object of peculiar Importance. The Appropriation of any Part of it to the same Purpose 
is now described as the “ greatest ” and “ most fatal Error ” connected with the Sales of 
Land. At the same Time this Part of the Report has not been embodied in the Resolu- 
tions adopted by the whole Council ; and we hope that a View may not gain ground, so 
much calculated to illustrate the Difficulty, that has often been lamented, of reckoning on 
any Stability of Principle in the Administration of Lands in the Colonies. 

What have been the Benefits derived from the large Emigration of late Years we have 
already mentioned. The Population of New South Wales has received an Accession from 
this Country of more than One Half its whole previous Numbers ; the Character of the 
labouring Classes cannot but have been much improved by the Nature of the Immigra- 
tion ; and the Reputation of the Colony in England has been greatly raised. 

As to the supposed Evil of this Application of the Public Revenue, it is not stated to 
what other Purpose the Money should have been devoted. No one, we presume, would 
recommend that it should have been hoarded. Indeed the mere temporary Deposit of 
those large Funds with the Banks has been, as we have already noticed, one of the Evils 
complained of. What, then, was to be done with the Money ? It is remarkable that 
throughout all the Papers the Necessity for a Supply of Labour continues to be assumed. 
Some think, the Governor informs us, that the Funds in the Colony should have been 
expended on local Improvements, and that the Means for the requisite Immigration should 
have been borrowed in England ; a Proposal on which he merely remarks, that if any 
one had made it at the Time when their Coffers were overflowing with Public Money, he 
would have been laughed at. 

Without dwelling longer on this Branch of the Subject, we proceed to the next Para- 
graph, detailing the Manner in which it is recommended that the Land should be made 
the direct Medium of introducing Immigrants. It is proposed that a Remission of 80/. for 
every Cabin Passage, 40/. for every intermediate, and 25/. for every Steerage Passage, 
should be allowed in the Purchase of Land. 



There would be some Difficulty arising from the Anomaly of a nominal Remission of 
Purchase Money where no Sale took place, and where the Fact of any public Sales at 
all for Money must soon become rare ; but we presume it is expected that in practice 
either Grants of Land would be made, equivalent to the proposed Sums at the minimum 
Price of the Colony, or else that the Parties would be furnished with Certificates, showing 
by what Kind of Passage they had reached the Colony, and that these Certificates would 
be payable in lieu of Money at the Public Land Sales. A further Question, however, 
would then immediately arise, whether such Certificates should be transferable? If not, 
they would require Land to be subdivided into very minute Lots, of which the Incon- 
venience must be apparent; and if transferable, they would soon be current from Hand 
to Hand as a Species of Assignats upon the Land, of which we need not mention the Effect 
they would be likely to produce both upon the Currency of the Colony and upon the 
Value of the Public Lands. 

But, besides this, the Plan is open to other Objections of the most serious Character. 
Since the Abolition of free Grants of Land, it is the first Proposal to use the public 
Resources in making Gifts to Capitalists, who may think it for their Advantage to settle 
m New South Wales; and we see no Reason to doubt that it would be found attended 
with the same Abuses and evil Consequences which have caused the former System to be 
repudiated throughout the British Colonies. Cabin Passengers must be expected to consist, 
besides Persons who intend settling on Land, of Merchants, of Lawyers and Surgeons, 
Ufficeis of the Army and Navy on Duty, or on their Way to other Stations, Tourists, and 
numerous other Classes. Should every one, without Exception, who reached New South 
Wales in the Cabin of a Ship, be entitled to so much of the Public Land ? if not, what is 
to be the Distinction, and how is it to be enforced? If Conditions of Residence on the 
Land, or Improvement, are looked to, we would appeal at once to the large Experience 
under the old Practice of free Grants, to show how nugatory they are, and yet how produc- 
tive of Dissatisfaction to Individuals and Difficulty to the Government. We do not enter 
into the Precautions that would be necessary in order to prevent Persons from being 
taken out of the Steerage just before Arrival, to fill up any vacant Cabins, or Persons 
from being shipped for this particular Object at some other colonial Port before reaching 
bydney, or Persons from repeatedly going in and out of the Colony, in order to obtain 
fresh Land on each successive Arrival. These Precautions we do not enter upon, because 
we do not see how any could be devised without attempting a Surveillance so dispropor-

Whth regard to intermediate Passengers, the principal Obstacle with that Class, as much 
as with Steerage Passengers, is the Want of Means to pay their Conveyance; and the 
Expectation of getting Land after Arrival would not make any Difference to them in 
this Respect. At least it would not make any such Difference, unless there were transfer- 
able Rights of the Kind we above supposed; and in that Case it is indeed possible, though 

To ii } \'r r3 °, nS m,ght s ? met ' mes take them 0llt 0,1 Speculation in order to obtain 
Land by their Introduction, and perhaps trust to the Chance of eventually recovering the 
Passage Money from them as a Debt This would not be a very desirable Traffic ; but 
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we may add, that to the Extent to which by this or by any other Means an increased 
■Number ot intermediate Passengers was brought into the Colony, the Addition must be 
expected to consist chiefly of those very Mechanics, Foremen, and others, comprising the 
Uass whose Importation is most deprecated in the Colony. 

With regard to Steerage Passengers, we would merely observe that since they cannot 
pay tor their own Conveyance, it is plain they would only be introduced under the new 
Plan, as at present, by Persons who had resolved to spend a certain Sum in the Acquisi- 
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uon of Lands in the Colony. But such Persons have already open to them a very simple 
Process, by which, through depositing their Money in this Country, they can obtain a

Plan be abandoned for other Kinds of Passengers, no Advantage would be trained by 
introducing as to this Class, a new Course open to much Evasion and Abuse. ° J 
We have entered into these Details on the Proposal to allow an Equivalent in Land for 
Passages to the Colony, because it seemed suitable to the Nature of our Opportunities for 
Observation here to consider more especially what would be the practical working of such 
a Scheme. But many of our Objections might be summed up by saying, in the Words of 
the Governor, that we see no sufficient Reason for returning in this Matter to a System of 
Barter; the direct Exchange, that is to say, of Land for Immigrants, to the Exclusion 
of the universal Medium of civilized Life, Money. 

As we have now been led into almost all the main Questions to be attended to, it may 
not be improper to notice more summarily the few remaining Paragraphs of the Report. 

1 he one immediately following that which we last examined repeats the Doctrine, that 
Waste Lands can be no Source of Profit to the Community until they fall into the Occu- 
pation ot private Individuals. Neither, however, will they be a Source of Profit afterwards, 
unless those Individuals bring them into Cultivation; and it seems the best Test of their 
being able to do so, that they are ready to pay a fair Price. If the Land is not to be 
improved, we do not see what Benefit it could be to the Public, though it might be a great 
Injury, that large Tracts in a wild State should be in the Hands of private Individuals 
instead ot the Government. 

We have Please, -e in noticing the next Paragraph, because in adverting to the greater 
Distance of New South Wales, as compared with North America, it gives us an Opportunity 
ot mentioning some Particulars in which the former seems to enjoy peculiar Advantages 
Instead of complaining, " observes Sir George Gipps, “ that Three Acres of unimproved 
Land are required to feed a Sheep, we ought to be thankful that from nearly every 
Acre ot Land a Pound of Wool can be annually produced, without the Necessity of 
“ improving it.” He then proceeds (speaking with a personal Knowledge of both 
Countries) to express a Doubt whether any Article equal in Value to a Pound of Wool 
can be derived with equal Facility from the thickly wooded Countries of North America; 
and he remarks that this superior Productiveness of its unimproved Land will probably 
long continue to form the great and peculiar Attraction which Australia must offer to 
Settlers of Capital. 

The Committee next observe, that what is known as “Mr. Wakefield’s System” cannot 
answer, “ unless sufficient Capital remain to work the Labour introduced;” and they insert 
a Calculation to show that a Tract of 30,000 Acres, sold at 2s. 6d. an Acre would bring in 
upwards of Four Times the Number of Persons required to turn the Land itself to account, 
and consequently that this Price of 2s. 6d. would be more than sufficient to import 
Labour adequate for all the present Purposes of the Colony, whether of Agriculture, 
Manufacture, Handicraft, or any other Kind. The Details of the Calculation seem to us 
open to some Comment. We will rather, however, draw Attention to the Fact, that the 
whole Proceeds of Land Sales, during a Series of Years, effected not at 2s. 6d. but at various 
Prices, from 5s. and 12s. up to 1Z. per Acre, having been devoted to Emigration, the Result 
is, that the Demand for Labour is understood to be nearly as great, and for some of the 
most important Pursuits of the Colony to be as far from effectually satisfied as before. 
All the public Documents received from the Colony continue as much as ever to dwell 
on the Importance of a continued Supply of Labour, notwithstanding the Objections they 
make to defraying it out of the only public Fund which has yet been found for the 
Purpose. While the present Committee of Council on Crown Lands was reporting so 
strongly against an excessive Expenditure on Emigration, another Committee of Council 
which was sitting on Emigration, evidently not intending to act in opposition to this 
one, and impressed with the same general Views, yet reported, on the very same Day, 
that the present Supply of agricultural and pastoral Labour was far from adequate to 
the Wants of the Colony, and that the Wages were beyond what the Masters could 
afford to give.* * 

Here we close our Examination of this Report. We have considered successively and in 
Detail the leading Argument of each Paragraph, because we believed that Lord Stanley 
would consider this Course called for, both by the Importance of the Subject, and by the 
Respect due to a Committee of Council. In conclusion, we would merely state, that, 
after giving our best Attention both to the Report and Evidence, we are unable to think 
that they supply sufficient Reasons for reducing the minimum Price of 20 s., established 
by the Imperial Land Sales Act, or for departing from the Principle which it lays down 
of appropriating a large Portion of the Land Revenue to Emigration. Nor do we think

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it would be prudent or desirable to grant the public Lands to Individuals in consideration 
of the Expense of Passages to the Colony, without that previous Payment in Money 
which appears to us the only true Security that professed Settlers are in earnest in their 
Undertaking.

My dear Lord, London, 12th July 1848. 

1 regret that my Endeavours to procure from Scotland, as well as from Ireland, accurate 
Returns of the Amounts of Money and Provisions forwarded from the United States 
during the Period of the recent Famine has delayed my Reply to your Inquiries touching 
the probable Sum Total of the American Contributions, and the Extent and Character 
of the Movement on that Side the Atlantic. With the Proceedings of One of the Relief 
Committees in the United States I am familiar, I mean that at New York, of which I acted 
as Secretary until February 1848. In their Report published at that Time they acknow- 
ledged m lie tail “ the Contributions of large Numbers of their Fellow Countrymen in the 
“ States of Connecticut, Massachussetts, Vermont, New Hampshire, New York New 
“ if 3 ?* Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
b onda, A abama, Mississipi, Kentucky, Tennessee, Arkansas, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Michigan, and Ohio ; as well as of Residents in Canada, and the 
District of Columbia ; of Officers and Sailors attached to our Navy on Foreign Stations:

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and which were carried into effect in the most liberal Manner. From that Time all 
Monies which were received were converted into Provisions, and despatched by Ships that 
were generally chartered for the Purpose. 

The Dublin Committee were the principal Repositories of the Food and Money sent 
from America, but they were not the only ones, and there exists considerable Difficulty in 
reaching a very accurate Estimate of the Sum Total. 

The Edinburgh Review for January 1848, in an Article upon “the Irish Crisis,” by 
C. E. Trevelyan, Esq., which has since been published in a small Volume, states, that of 
168,0007. in Money and Provisions, placed at the Disposal of the Committee since 
3d December 1846, no less than 108,6517. is the estimated Value of Provisions consigned 
to them from the United States ; besides 15,5677. in Money. Among the Towns con- 
tributing these Amounts, are specified New York, Philadelphia, New Orleans, Newark 
Baltimore, Richmond, Charleston, Alexandria, and “ sundry other Parts of the United States 
of America, Provisions to the Amount of 1 17 Tons.” In this Enumeration no Mention is 
made of Boston, which according to the American Almanac for 1848, (published by James 
Monroe and Co., Boston,) Page 342, remitted through its Committee and Bishop Fitzpatrick 
eg 5 174, 847 73, and throughout our Union Monies and Provisions were remitted to Associa- 
tions and Individuals in Ireland of which no Record is to be found. In addition however 
to all Relief that came through Committees was the very large Amount remitted generally 
by the poor Irish in America from their scanty Savings to their Friends at home. In the 
Book of Mr. Trevelyan to which I have referred, Page 135, Note, is an Extract from a 
Letter of the late excellent and much regretted Jacob Harvey of New York dated 
January 5th 1847, in which he states, that by partial Returns from several commercial 
Houses, he finds that the Sum Total remitted in Drafts from 17. and upwards 
averaging probably from 47. to 57., since 1st November 1846, less than Two Months! 
amounted to 150,000 Dollars, or 30,0007. Sterling, and that by Returns from Five 
principal Houses of Remittances in the Year 1846 the Amount was 650,000 Dollars 
or 130,0007., while there were Four Houses yet to be heard from, which would swell the 
Amount. A Note in the American Almanac for 1848, Page 342, states that the Amount 
remitted by Messrs. Harndon and Co. of Boston, in small Bills mostly below 207., and all 
below 1007., for the Relief of the suffering, and the Payment of Passage Money to the 

United States, was 536,056 Dollars, or about 107,2117. 

Among the Donations from Committees in the States, which passed to other Hands 
than the Dublin Committee, were One of 15,000 Dollars from New Orleans, which was 
distributed by Lord John Russell, distinct Roman Catholic Contributions in New York 
to the Amount of 13,000 Dollars, and in Boston to the Amount of 24,251 Dollars; and 
these Sums, contributed in Three Cities, may justify some Conjecture in regard to similar 
Appropriations in other Parts of the Country. 

From Scotland I have been unable to obtain full Returns, but an official Memorandum 
of Cargoes sent from the United States to the Edinburgh Section of the Highland Relief 
Board shows that 11,012 Barrels of Flour and Indian Corn Meal, besides large Quantities 
of Biscuit, Herring, Hams, Clothing, Navy Bread, Brans, and Rice, were received at that 
Station alone; and from the several Contributions and Amounts I have specified I am 
inclined to think that the Amount of Food and Money specially contributed in the United 
States to avert Starvation in Ireland, in the Year 1847, was about One Million of Dollars, 
and that the further Remittances in small Sums by the poor Irish during the same Period 
rather exceeded that Amount, which would make the Sum Total some 400,0007. 

The Gifts from America although very small compared with the liberal Appropriations 
made by the British Government, or with the Wants at that Time of the Irish People, 
were yet sufficiently large and sufficiently extended to indicate distinctly the Spirit which 
had called them forth; and the Dublin Committee, I hope with good Reason, expressed 
their Trust that “ the generous Sympathy which has extended throughout the Union, 
“ springing from the brotherly Feelings which a common Language, a common Origin, 
“ and kindred Institutions naturally inspire, will have Effects long outlasting the Misfortunes 
“ which have drawn it forth, and may tend to neutralize the Jealousies which conflicting 
“ Interests may occasionally create.”

My Lord, 6tli September 1837. 

1 have had the Honour to receive your Lordship’s Despatch of the 15th February last, 

No. 265.,, transmitting for my Perusal Copies of a Correspondence between one of your 
Lordship’s Under Secretaries and the Chairman of the Colonization Commissioners for 
South Australia, relating to the Disposal of the Crown Lands in the Neighbourhood of 
Port Phillip; and desiring my Opinion as to the Policy of raising the Upset Price of such 
Lands generally throughout New South Wales. Your Lordship is also pleased to require 
me to report how far the Discretion of this Government has hitherto been exercised in 
fixing a higher Rate than 5s. per Acre as the Upset Price of Lands supposed to be of 
peculiar Value. 



Before I proceed to reply to the Points your Lordship has referred to me, I would 
briefly advert to an Observation to be found in the Commencement of your Lordship’s 
Despatch. My Attention is there called to the discretionary Power vested in me by 
recent Instructions of fixing the Upset Price of Land at Port Phillip at a lower Rate than 
elsewhere, but “ for the Purpose only,” as your Lordship observes, “ of enabling me to 
“ determine such a Minimum as would prevent the inevitable Result of fixing it too high, 
“ namely, an unauthorized Occupation without Purchase, and a consequent Dispersion°of 
“ the Settlers throughout the Territory.” It will long before this have been made known 
to your Lordship, by my Despatch dated the 12th November last, No. 121., that I have 
not found it necessary to avail myself of this Discretion, and I am happy to find that your 
Lordship’s further Explanation so fully upholds the Interpretation placed by the Executive 
Council upon the previous Instruction received upon this Subject, and justifies the 
Desire which I have uniformly felt to maintain the present Regulations inviolate, both in 
respect to the Upset Price and to Competition whenever Land is offered for Sale by this 
Government. The Survey at Port Phillip has not yet proceeded so far as to allow of any 
Land being disposed of out of the Townships of Melbourne and Williams Town, but the 
Half-acre Allotments sold at these Places, having been put up at a minimum Rate of 
5Z. have realized an average Price of 357. 19s. each ; and I have no Apprehension of any 
Difficulty in disposing of Country Sections in the Neighbourhood of the Port and Rivers, 
as fast as they can be measured for Sale, at a Price at least equal to that at which the 
Waste Lands are disposable in the more ancient Settlements. Such being the Case, the 
South Australian Commissioners will have no further Cause for the Alarm expressed in 
the Letter of their Chairman, lest the Land at Port Phillip should be sold at a lower Rate 
than elsewhere in this Colony. 

In reply to your Lordship’s Inquiries, I proceed to state, first, with regard to the 
Discretion vested in this Government by the Terms of Lord Ripon’s Despatch of the 
10th July 1831, to fix a higher Upset Price than 5s. an Acre on Land to which its 
Situation might give a peculiar Value, that it has hitherto been but little exercised. 
I own Allotments for building on are always put up at a higher Rate, varying according 
to Circumstances ; and a higher .minimum Price has been set upon Portions of Land” 
varying from Five to Thirty Acres each, on the Shores of Port Jackson near Sydney, and 
in a few other Places. I do not, however, consider that even with regard to these Allot- 
ments the Augmentation is of any practical Importance, Competition being always active 
enough to secure a full Price, exceeding in general that which any public Officer entrusted 
with their Valuation would be likely to place upon them. To this Fact I would draw 
your Lordship’s Attention as of the highest Import in deciding upon the second Point 
referred to me, namely, the Policy of raising the minimum Price generally throughout the 
the Colony. Upon this Matter I would beg leave to observe, that while the Increase of 
Wealth among an active and commercial People secures the Means and the Motives of 
free Competition, it is probable that the Sale by Auction, prescribed by the existing 
Regulations, applies to each Case the surest Criterion of Value of which it admits, ren- 
dering it needless and futile to resort to any speculative Reasoning upon the Subject. 
A minimum Price in such a State of Things will be of little or no Importance for the 
Purpose of preventing a Sale below the true Market Value. The actual Sale of Crown 
Lands at various average Prices exceeding 5s. an Acre, in the several Years from 1832 to 
1836 inclusive, may be seen by the accompanying Statement, which will go far to show 
that the minimum Price does not materially govern the actual Sale. Every Day is 
increasing in this Colony the Influence of Competition. Bona fide Settlers seeking to 
purchase Land are continually uttering the bitterest Complaints against mere speculative 
Buyers, who bid against them at the public Auctions, and who sometimes endeavour to 
exact Money as the Price of their Withdrawal ; such Persons are popularly stigmatized 
as “ Land Sharks,” and “ Land Jobbers and whatever Opinion may be formed of their 
(46 . — App.) H 4 Proceedings, 
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Proceedings, their Existence is a pregnant Proof of the vigorous Spirit of Competition 
prevalent at the Government Sales. Not that I am prepared to assert that unopposed 
Purchasers of Land at 5s. would never be induced to give more, had the Land been put 
up at a higher Rate. Whatever Minimum be fixed there will always be found Instances 
in which Land acquired at that Price without Opposition will prove a cheap Bargain ; 
but such is not always the Case ; Land even of very inferior Quality, happening to possess 
a peculiar Value to the Individual purchasing it, on account of its Proximity to his other 
Property, or similar Circumstances, finds a Sale solely on this Account, and cannot be 
considered as cheaply obtained, even at the minimum Price. The Cases in which Land 
is sold without Opposition from Ignorance of its marketable Value on the part of the 
Public, or from the secret Agreement or friendly Forbearance of those otherwise interested 
m bidding against each other, must diminish yet more and more as the Colony advances 
in Wealth and Population. Nor are such Cases, even were they more numerous, deservin'* 
of much Consideration; it is upon Tendencies and general Results, not upon particular 
Instances and Exceptions, that all Questions of public Policy are to be decided. 

If it be objected, that such an effective Competition as I have described, arising from 
increased Population and Wealth, in itself indicates the Propriety of raising the minimum 
Price of 1837 over that of 1831, I would observe that the Crown Lands now in the 
Market form only a Surplus, in many Instances they may be justly called a Refuse, con- 
sisting of Lands which, in past \ ears, were not saleable at any Price, and were not sought 
after even as free Grants. As Improvement and Population penetrate through the 
Colony such Lands begin to acquire a Value; and there is a Stage in this Process in 
which they are saleable at the present minimum Price of 5s. By declining in future to 
dispose of them at this Rate it by no means follows that they will be sold at a higher • the 
Result may be to retain them for an indefinite Time unsold. Such a Result, as your 
Lordship appears fully aware, is the more likely, or rather certain, in consequence of the 
Alternative at the Settler’s Command of wandering, without Authority or Restraint, with 
his Flocks and Herds over the vast Tracts of the Interior. A Facility in acquiring the 
actual Property of Land at a low Price is the safest Check to this Practice ; and it may 
here be observed, that the unauthorized Occupiers of remote Crown Lands do not wholly 
consist of small Flockowners of slender Means, but of the Agents and Shepherds of the 
wealthiest Colonists residing within the Limits of Location, who are continually balancing 
between the opposite Motives presented by the Cheapness of unauthorized Occupation on 
the one hand and the Desire of adding to their permanent Property in Land on the other. 
p ® Extent of their Purchases at the Government Sales corresponds with the Prevalence 
of the latter Motive, and it is easy to see that its Influence must be weakened in proportion 
to the Augmentation of the upset Price. 

But though I am convinced that in almost every Case the present Value of Land is 
obtained by means of the Competition excited by public Sales, yet it is possible that an 
Augmentation of the minimum Price would have the injurious Effect of checking the 
immigration of Persons possessed of small Capital desirous of establishing themselves upon 
Land ot their own. Ihere are very few new Comers who possess sufficient Means to 
purchase at a Price much above 5s. the large Tract of Land which in this Country is 
absolutely necessary even for the Commencement of an ordinary Grazing Establishment- 
again the Inducement offered to retired Officers to settle in the Colony by obtaining 
rim 31 “ e , rninimum P rice "'ould be much diminished if that Price were raised.

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Report as to the Practicability of constructing a Railroad from Geelong 
towards the Glenelg River. 

The Committee appointed at a public Meeting held at Geelong on the 31st of March 
last to ascertain the Practicability of constructing a Railroad from Geelono- towards the 
Glenelg River, the Facilities which the Country affords for the Accomplishment of so 
important an Undertaking, its probable Cost, and the Advantages it would confer on this 
Portion of the Territory, beg to report as follows: — 

Although Railroads in Great Britain, and on the Continent of Europe, are intended 
merely to afford the Means of rapid and cheap Conveyance for Goods and Passengers 
between the great Centres of Population in thickly peopled Countries, it appears to your 
Committee that they are not only applicable to the Circumstances of a new and unsettled 
Country like the Western District of Port Phillip, but capable of being made available in 
the highest Degree, for the Settlement of such a Country with an industrious Population 
For as the Land in this District is almost exclusively the Property of the Crown and as 
the Crown Lands Act of this Colony, which directs that Crown Lands shall not be sold for 
less than a certain minimum Price per Acre, provides that one Half of the Proceeds of the 
Sale of such Land shall be appropriated towards Immigration, while the other may be 
appropriated m any way to render the Land available for its future Possessors, it appears 
to your Committee that the Construction of a Railway in this Portion of the Territory 
with a Portion of the Funds to be divided progressively from the Sale of such Land would 
prove conducive, in a remarkable Degree, to the speedy Settlement of this most promising 
District, with an industrious and comparatively virtuous Population. Entertaining these 
Views, the Committee have directed their Attention chiefly to the following Points, viz. 

I. The Facilities afforded for the Construction of a Railway in the physical 
Character of the District, extending from Geelong to the Glenelg River. 

II. The probable Cost of the Construction of such a Railway as would meet the 
actual Wants of the District; and 

III. The probable Revenue which would be derived from such an Undertaking in 

the Conveyance of Goods and Passengers. ° 

. I- - “With respect to the first of these Points, your Committee are of opinion that there 
is no Part of the British Empire which affords superior Facilities for the Construction of a 
Railway than the Western Portion of the District of Port Phillip, or in which the Con- 
struction of such a Work would render a more extensive or more valuable Country 
directly available for the Purposes of Man. The Country from Geelong to the Glenelg 
River may in general Terms be described as a Parallelogram of 200 Miles in Len<nh, by 
Twenty-five of average Breadth, the whole of which consists of Land of the first Quality 
for Cultivation. Generally speaking it is a dead Level, presenting no engineering Diffi- 
culties, and requiring no Tunnelling or Embankments, and the Construction of a Railway 
along the Centre of this Tract of Country would immediately give a greatly increased 
Value (by rendering it immediately available for the Settlement of a numerous agricultural 
Population) to not less than 5,000 Square Miles, or 3,200,000 Acres of the richest 
Land. 

2. — With respect to the Cost of a Railway in every respect suitable for this Country, 
your Committee are of opinion that the indigenous Timber of the Country, which is 
easily procurable of the first Quality along the whole Line, is admirably adapted for the 
Purpose without the Addition of Iron Mails, and they have ascertained that a Railway of 
such Materials, suited to the Wants of the Population, (i. e., consisting in the first instance 
of a single Line of Rails,) could be laid down at a Cost of (1,OOOZ.) One thousand Pounds 
per Mile. There is a Wooden Railway of this. Kind on Tasman’s Peninsula in Van 
Diemen’s Land, which your Committee are credibly informed answers the Purposes of its 
Construction perfectly. The Jetty now constructing at Portland in this District has also 
a Railway of this Description for the Conveyance of Goods to and from the Vessels in the 
Bay, which answers its Object equally well. Your Committee have learned that the 
Railway now constructing from Quebec to the Bay of Fundy is to consist entirely of 
Timber. Taking into consideration the immense Superiority of the indigenous Timber 
of this Country to that of North America for any such Purpose, the Committee feel con- 
fident that Wooden Railways in this Colony will be found to answer every Purpose of 
Iron Railways at home, especially as it would not be necessary to provide for a Velocity 
of 1 ransit greater than Fifteen Miles an Hour. And further, your Committee have 
learned with peculiar Satisfaction that the recent Improvements introduced into the 
Railway System of England go to show that Wooden Railways are not only equal to, but 
even superior to Iron Railways. 

3. — In regard to the probable Revenue to be derived from the Conveyance of Passengers 
and Goods along such a Line of Railway as the one proposed, from Geelong to the Glenelg 
River, the present Amount of such Revenue affords no Criterion whatever to judge by; 
for independently of the vast Increase of Communication by means of Railways, as com-

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pared with that by common Roads before their Construction, on every Line that has vet 
been established, it must be borne in mind that as the principal Object in view in pro- 
posing the Construction of a Railway from Geelong to the Glenelg River is to facilitate 
the Settlement of the intervening Country with a numerous Population, the Settlement of 
such a Population along that Line will enormously increase the Traffic beyond the Amount 
which it reaches at present under the existing Circumstances of the Colony, The 
following, however, may be taken as an Approximation of what may reasonably be 
expected as the Amount of Communication and Revenue by a Railroad constructed 
between the Points referred to m this Part of the Territory. (See Appendix.) 

It must also be borne in mind that the proposed Undertaking is the more necessary that 
there is no good Port to the Westward of Port Phillip along the Southern Coast of this 
Colony, for it is well known that Vessels cannot load with Safety for England at any of 
the Ports to the Westward frequented by small Coasting Vessels; vis, Warimmbool or 
.Lady ±>ay, Port Fairy, and Portland Bay.

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Report from the Select Committee of the Legislative Council of New 
South Wales on the Minimum Upset Price of Land.* 

The Select Committee of the Legislative Council, appointed on the 23d July 1847 
' 2 . ln< l uir ® into and report upon what ought to be the Minimum Upset Price or 
Prices of Land in the various Counties and Districts of New South Wales,” 
have agreed to the following Report : 

It appears from the Testimony of all the Witnesses examined, whether favourable or 
unfavourable to the Maintenance of a high minimum Price, and even from the Despatches 
of Sir George Gipps himself, that the Sum of 11 . does not in any degree represent the 
exchangeable Value of an Acre of Land in New South Wales. The Declaration of Par- 
liament, therefore, that Land shall not be sold till it realize 1 1 an Acre, is a Declaration 
that Land shall not be sold till it will realize more than it is worth ; in other Words that 
except under very particular Circumstances, Land shall not be sold at all. That such has 
been the practical Effect of the Measure will be evident from the following Table of the 
Sums realized from the Sale of Land since the Year 1837.

From this Table it will appear that the Sum realized by Sales of Land in 1846 is less 
by 3,OOOZ. than One Fourth of the Sum realized from the same Source in 1837. It will 
also he observed that in the Five Years which have elapsed since the raising of the 
minimum Price to 1Z. an Acre the whole Sum realized by Land Sales is not quite SO,OOOZ., 
or Two Thirds of the Sum realized in the single average Year 1837, and the whole 
Number of Acres sold about 45,000, or less than One Eighth of the Number sold in 1837. 
The Result is more striking when it is observed that in 1837 the Population of the 
Colony amounted to 85,000 Persons, while in 1846 the Population amounted to upwards 
of 196,000. Thus by unwise Legislation has the permanent Settlement been retarded in 
proportion as the Demand for it lias increased ; and thus is the Fallacy that Land can be 
made saleable at this Price by the Introduction of Population practically refuted. But it 
has been said by Sir George Gipps that it is to the Insolvency which was unfortunately 
so general a few Years ago, and not to the high minimum Price, that the Cessation of 
Land Sales is to be attributed. If so, we may expect to find the same paralysing 
Influence extended to all Markets as well as the Land Market. The Comparison of

New South Wales the Proceeds of Sales by Auction were 321,000/. ; in 1846,414,000/. In 1837 the Coin 

' in the Treasury, Military Chest, and Banks was 427,000/. ; in 1846, 827,000/. Thus, while 

our Exports, our Shipping, our Circulating Medium, and our Population have doubled, 
while the Proceeds of Sales by Auction have increased One Fourth, the Proceeds of Sales 
of Land have decreased by more than Three Fourths. Surely this must satisfy every 
impartial Mind that the recent Insolvencies cannot be the Cause of the falling off of 
the Proceeds of the Land Fund, since had they been so they would have affected all 
Interests alike. The Cause is unfortunately, only too evident ; the Producer of Colonial 
Exports is content to sell his Commodity at the Price which it will bring; the Shipowner 
looks only for the current Rate of Freight ; the Importation of Capital is regulated by the 
Rate of Exchange ; but the Government, the great Proprietor of Land, refuses to regulate 
its Dealings by these Principles, repudiates the Doctrine of Supply and Demand, and 
insists upon holding this Commodity, of which it has practically the Monopoly, till it 
realize a Price, of obtaining which no practical Man can see the Probability or even the 
Possibility. Thus, while every other Branch of Industry is carried on with the greatest 
Activity and Success, the Settlement of the Country, to which they ought all to be 
considered as subsidiary, stands still, and the Mind is astonished by the anomalous 
Spectacle of a Colony active, enterprising, and energetic in all Things, except the one alone 
for which it was founded — Colonization. 

It seems impossible to reconcile this System not only to any Views of sound Policy, 
but to any Policy at all. If the Government regard these Lands as a mere Vehicle of 
Revenue, as the Means of raising the largest possible Sum, narrow and unstatesmanlike 
as such a View may be, this is not the Way to carry it out. The Figures above quoted 
show that the Price is so exorbitant that every other Element of Wealth in the Country 
may double, and leave it still a virtual Prohibition. How often this multiplyinn- Process 
is to be repeated before the Pressure of Population and the Increase of Wealth wfll render 
these Lands saleable at 1/. an Acre it is impossible to say, but to judge by the Moor 
Lands of England and the Bogs of Ireland the Period is yet extremely remote. It must 
also be remembered, that even if the Government should succeed in selling Land at 1/. an 
Acre Twenty Years hence for which now only 5s. could be obtained, the Government 
allowing for Compound Interest at the Rate of Interest which Money now commands in 
the Colony, is considerably a Loser. Add to this, that by destroying the Land Fund the 
Government is not merely foregoing a Revenue which would be cheerfully paid and easily 
collected, but it is destroying future Revenue by arresting the Influx of that Labour from 
which Land derives so much of its Value. It is not merely refusing to sell a Commodity, 
but it is depreciating that Commodity for ever. The Supply of Land which may become 
saleable by the Government is, for all practical Purposes, infinite. What Quantity will 
become saleable depends upon the Increase of Population. Government, therefore, as 
a mere Deafer m Land has a direct Interest in selling so much of it as will keep the 
tide of i opulation continually flowing towards its yet unsold Possessions. 

It is also the Interest of Government to attract Capital. In this also it has signally 
overreached itself. The Principle of a uniform fixed Price contains in it this Objection, 
that that Price must be tolerably high since upon it alone the Government relies to protect 
its Interests, but it has the countervailing Advantages of Certainty of Amount and Fhcility 
, u n' 1011 ' .. T ? Pnn "P le of Sale by Auction has not these Advantages, but it offe/s 
to the Capitalist the Attraction of referring not to any arbitrary Standard, but to fair 
Competmon to fix the Value. The Government has rejected all that is attractive in each 
of these Systems, and retained only ivhat is repulsive. Enough of the fixed Price is 
retained to make the Purchaser sure that he will not get the Land cheap ; enough of the 
rrmmple of Competition to make him uncertain whether he shall get it at all.

Your Committee apprehend that as regards the greater Part of the Lands of this Colonv’ 
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expressing their Opinion that the Home Government, by prohibiting the Sale of Land, 
has given an undue Stimulus to those Pursuits, and undue Discouragement to Agriculture 
and settled Industry. The Prohibition of the Purchase of Land has aggravated that 
iendency to Dispersion which it was designed to counteract. The true Policy, in the 
7 our Committee is neither to stimulate nor check this Tendency to Dispersion, 
which is the natural Precursor of that State of Society in which the Tendency to Concen- 
tration arises. Unhappily the Government has not observed this Rule. In its Anxiety to 
concentrate the Population it has placed a Price on Land which rendered it impossible for 
those who occupied it to occupy as Purchasers. The Occupation has been conceded, the 
Proprietorship has been withheld, and thus has the Industry of the Colony been forced 
into the Channel most consistent with Occupation without Title, and the Policy which 
ambitiously aimed at forcing the Colonists prematurely to become Villagers and Agricul- 
turists has resulted in compelling them to become Shepherds and Herdsmen. Had the 
prohibitory Price thus imposed been the Result of a sincere though mistaken Conviction, 
your Committee, while deprecating its Impolicy, could not have murmured at its Injustice. 
But it is now notorious in the Colony, and can be proved by unquestionable Evidence, that 
it was not with a view to the Welfare of New South Wales, but of South Australia, that 
this obnoxious Law was passed. Colonel Torrens and his Brother Commissioners, the 
Founders of the South Australian Colony, felt that it would be impossible to obtain 
11. an Acre for Land there, while Land of the same Quality could be obtained at 5s. an 
Acre here. They felt that whatever were the Merits of their Scheme, it would not bear 
the Test of the I'ree Trade Principle of Competition, and they sacrificed, without Remorse 
or Hesitation, the present and actual Interests of the older Colony to the future and, as 
it has turned out, visionary Prospects of the younger. Thus it happens that 200,000 
Persons are impoverished, that their Interests may not stand in the way of the imaginary 
Interests of 25,000 ; and while Colony after Colony has been emancipated from the°LZ. an 
Acre System, New South Wales has been unable to obtain her Deliverance, precisely 
because to her that Deliverance would be most valuable. Van Diemen’s Land is of too 
small Extent, New Zealand is too distant, to impair, by their Competition, the working of 
the If. an Acre System in South Australia. If the Land of New South Wales were rich, 
the Continuance of the Price, would be a Matter of Indifference; if the Land were small 
in Quantity, the Reduction of the Price would be unimportant. It is the great Quantity 
and poor Quality of the Land— the very Causes which render the high Price ruinous to 
New South Wales— that constitute its principal Attractions in the Eyes of the South 
Australian Commissioners. 

But happy would it have been for the Colony if the Ruin of her Land Fund, the Disper- 
tion of her People, the Stoppage of Immigration, and the Dissemination of a Spirit of just 
Discontent had been the only Results of this high minimum Price. The most unforeseen 
but by far the most serious Result of this prohibitory Policy is embodied in the Act of the 
Imperial Parliament 10 Viet. c. 10., and the Land Orders issued under it, which have 
been referred to your Committee by a Vote of the Council. 

Your Committee have hitherto considered the minimum Price of Crown Land as a 
separate Question ; they now proceed to regard it in its collateral Effects, and to show how 
the Terms on which Land is sold influence the Tenure on which unsold Land is occupied. 
It was in the Power of the Imperial Parliament to enact that Land should not be sold for 
less than 1Z. an Acre, but there, unfortunately, its Power stops; it could not make the - 
Land worth the Sum, nor declare, because it was unsold, it should be unoccupied, nor 
prevent those who thus occupied it from drawing the Inferences which their Situation 
naturally suggested. 'I hose Inferences were only too obvious and too reasonable. The 
Squatters forced to occupy and forbidden to buy, forbidden by the Policy of the Govern- 
ment to acquire Lands by Purchase, and allowed to occupy till that impossible Event 
should take place, saw that they had obtained, through the Impossibity of Purchase, all 
that a Purchase could have given them, and that the Law which rendered these Lands 
unsaleable virtually gave them away to their present Occupants. Hence arose a Party in- 
the Colony unknown before, who began to feel that they had a vested Interest in main- 
taining the prohibitory Price as a Guarantee that their Occupation would never be 
disturbed. 1 he Policy of Sir George Gipps, who endeavoured to counteract the growing 
Feeling of Security entertained by the Occupants of Waste Lands, not by abrogating the 
prohibitory Law on which it rested, but by an arbitrary Strain of the Powers of the 
Executive, served only to accelerate the Crisis which nothing but a Repeal of that Law 
could prevent. The Result has been that the Home Government has been induced to 
take another Step in advance, and by treating the Imagination of 1Z. an Acre as a Reality, 
and leasing the Crown Lands to their present Occupants till sold at 1Z. an Acre, has in 
a Manner alienated the Land Possessions of the British Crown in New South Wales. 
The most, cursory Perusal of the Evidence appended to this Report will satisfy any one 
that this is the Opinion of those alike who approve and who disapprove of the Land 
Orders; nay more, that it is this Opinion, in which they both agree, which induces them 
to approve or disapprove. The Settlers object to these Orders because they confiscate 
the Lands of the Colony ; the Squatters approve of them because they see no Limit to the 
Term of their Occupation under them. Be it for Good or for Evil, it should clearly be 
understood that this is the Effect unanimously attributed in the Colony to these Land 
Orders. . .

‘ at 1Z. an Acre, it matters not whether he hold a Lease for Eight or Fourteen Years, 

whether it is liable to be put up at Auction at the End of every Year, or at the End of 
every Fourteenth Year, or whether he have or have not a Right of Pre-emption. It is his, 
and his for ever, not because his Title is good, but because no one will be in a Condition 
to avail himself of its Defects. The Auction will never be demanded, the Right of 
Pre-emption will never be exercised, for no one will be foolish enough to buy that which 
is his own already without Purchase. The Efficacy of the minimum Price of 1Z. an Acre 
in confiscating is so complete, that the Grant of a renewable Lease of Fourteen Years adds 
little to it. It is only in the event of a Reduction in the minimum upset Price that any 
practical Difference will arise between the intermediate and unsettled Districts. If that 
Reduction be withheld, they may both be treated as One District, a District containing 
Lands alienated from the Crown as completely as by the most solemn Instrument of Sale. ° 

Adverting to the local Division of the Colony contained in these Orders, your Committee 
cannot but express their Surprise that so narrow a Space should be allotted to the settled 
and intermediate Districts respectively, and that these Divisions should have been framed 
with so singular a Disregard of the local Peculiarities of the Country. The District within 
Twenty-five Miles of Melbourne is already nearly all sold. The Country Ten Miles 
round Portland and the Banks of the Glenelg principally consist of impracticable Scrubs, 
and the Banks of the Richmond River, Twenty Miles from the Sea measured alon*r the 
River, are utterly valueless from the Fact that the River runs parallel to the Coast through 
a sandy Country, and that this Point Twenty Miles up the River is only Five Miles from 
the Sea; surely the Reservation of these Places as Part of the settled Districts was made 
m Ignorance of these Facts. Your Committee also would venture to express a Doubt how 
far it is competent for the Privy Council to delegate to the Governor of this Colony the 
Power which is delegated to them by the 6th Sect. 10 Viet. Chap. 10. The Existence of 
any intermediate Districts in the Colony of New South Wales Proper, other than the small 
County of Auckland, entirely depends on the Validity and Exercise of this delegated 
Power Your Committee may observe, in passing, that there is no such Place as Bathurst 
in the County of Roxburgh, and that Bathurst in the County of the same Name, and the 
1 owns of Port Macquarie and Ipswich, and die adjacent Country, being already in the 
settled Districts, the Reservation was superfluous. 

Proceeding on to the Second Chapter of the Orders, your Committee remark a Conflict 
between the First and Eleventh Sections. The First empowers the Governor to grant 
-Leases of Runs of Land within the unsetded Districts for any Term or Terms of Years 
not exceeding Fourteen Years. The Eleventh Section provides that all Occupants of 
Crown Lands who shall have been in the licensed Occupation of the same, for at least 
One Year at the Time when this Order in Council shall come into effect, are to be entitled 
to demand Leases of their respective Runs under the present Regulations. These Two 
Sections it seems extremely difficult to reconcile. The former appears to give a Discretion 
winch the latter withholds. This a Point of very great Importance. If the' Eleventh

upon its Exercise may depend the future Destinies of the Country.

ess than an absolute Prohibition of Cultivation altogether. It is the pecuC iffeTS of 
the Policy of Government that it renders the Land unsaleable, and at the same 
annexes the most rumens Conditions to Occupation irithout Purchase, it rendS f 
Z°T?r, 0b ^\ and l 1,en I " mis ! ,es Colonists for not being ?Ue m o4re”me , he 
Impossibility which it has created; that, having first decreed that Land shall ■ 
unsold, it s »pe™<lds the Condition that when it is unsold it shall be uncultivated OntTf 
a Territory of 300,000,000 of Acres not 25,000 have been sold in the ”ast F™r YeaS, and 

the 
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the 300,000,000 Acres are to remain desolate till they are bought at this Rate, an 
Operation which would require for its Completion 48,000 Years. 

On the Second Section your Committee remark that the Rate imposed is extremely 
small, being Three Fifths of a Penny for every Sheep. The Runs allowed for 4,000 
Sheep, under the present licensing System, vary from 16,000 to 25,000 Acres, the lowest 
Calculation being Four, the highest Six and a Quarter Acres for each Sheep. Taking the 
lowest of these Calculations, the Rent to be paid by the Squatter for each Acre is Three 
Twentieths of a Penny, a Rent which, at Twelve Years Purchase, will place a Value upon 
the Land of One Penny and Four Fifths per Acre. Assuming a Sheep to require Six 
Acres to feed, the Rent demanded will be One Tenth of a Penny, which, at Twelve Years 
Purchase, will place a Value on the Land of One Penny and One Fifth per Acre. Thus, 
while those who are so unfortunate as to have obtained free Grants are required to pay for 
the Land so granted a Quit Rent of Two-pence per Acre, the licensed Occupant of Crown 
Lands is entitled, under the modest Name of a Lease, to a virtual Grant at a Rent the 
Capital represented by which, estimated by the current Rate of Interest in the Colony, 
falls short in the more fertile Lands by Four Fifths, and in the less fertile Lands by One 
Fifth, of a Penny of the Sum which the bona fide Grantee of the Crown is charged as 
Quit Rent. Again, the whole of the sold Land of the Colony was bought at Five Shillings 
an Acre and upwards; this would be Twelve Years Purchase of a Rent of Five-pence plr 
Acre ; and making a liberal Allowance, that every Acre so purchased gives the Command 
of Three other Acres of back Run, a Rent of One Penny and One Farthing per Acre — 
a Sum somewhat more than that which the Squatter is to pay for what, under the existin' 1. 
Regulations, may be considered the Fee Simple, can it be wondered at that the older 
Colonists, the Grantees and Purchasers of Crown Lands of former Years, should feel 
indignant at seeing Millions of Acres of Land, much of which is superior in Situation and 
Fertility to any from which they were allowed to select, thus recklessly lavished at Prices 
less than the Quit Rents or the Interest of the Purchase Money they have paid? Can it 
be wondered at that they see with Feelings of the bitterest Disappointment a Policy which 
must make Land — the Commodity for which they have paid the Government so dearly — 
a Drug which must annihilate the Capital vested in Land, and expose the Purchaser for a 
good Consideration to a ruinous Competition with the Occupant who acquires Land at a 
nominal Price ? 

It appears also by this Section that each Run is to be capable of supporting at least 
4,000 Sheep ; and as by die First and Eleventh Sections it is only of Runs that Leases 
can be granted, it follows that every Person who may be so unfortunate as to occupy Land 
which is capable of supporting only a smaller Number than 4,000 Sheep is excluded from 
the Benefit of the Orders in Council, and consequently a considerable Number of the 
more humble Squatters will be dispossessed to make way for their richer Neighbours. 
Why these Persons are thus to be dealt with it is impossible to conjecture; but it does 
seem to your Committee to be hard that not only the present and future Welfare of 
the Colony at large, but even the poorer of their own Class, should be sacrificed to the 
Aggrandizement of the wealthier Squatters, — that the many should be sacrificed to the 
few, and the weaker among the few should be sacrificed to the stronger. Your Committee 
also observe, that it appears under this Section that the same Sum is to be paid for a Run 
capable of supporting 4,900 Sheep as for one which can support 4,000 only, the Calculation 
being by Thousands. 

As regards the Sixth Section your Committee would call Attention to the Evidence of 
Mr. Marsh, who suggests that if any Land be wanted for any agricultural Purposes, it will 
be competent to the Squatter to exercise his pre-emptive Right, and then sell or let the 
Land so acquired to the intending Cultivator, a Suggestion which shows that not only do 
these Regulations give the Squatters a Monopoly of the Land, but also a Power of 
retailing it, together with the concomitant Monopoly of Agriculture, to his fellow Colonists 
on such Terms as he may think fit, a Consequence so manifestly unjust that your Com- 
mittee are happy to think that the high Price at which this pre-emptive Right is granted 
will render it unfrequent, and therefore, however objectionable in Theory, of no great 
practical Importance. 

On the Ninth Section your Committee would observe, that it seems to leave the real 
Grievance of the Squatter’s Position precisely where it found it; the real Grievance of the 
Squatter’s Position was the Uncertainty of his Tenure, not as against his Fellow Colonists, 
but as against the Crown. As against his Fellow Subjects Possession was Title, and from 
any Disturbance by them the Law, as long understood and practised in the Colony, amply 
protected him. To the Crown he was a mere Tenant at Will, liable to be ejected at any 
Moment, occupying a Position at once degrading and precarious. It is the singular 
Anomaly of these Land Orders that while as against his Fellow Subject — the actual 
Colonist or intending Emigrant — they fortify the Squatter with every Muniment which 
can give Permanence to Possession ; as against the Crown they leave him as they found 
him, utterly defenceless. Nothing in the Leases is to prevent the Governor from disposing 
of the Laud within the Runs for any Purpose of public Defence, Safety, Utility, Con- 
venience, or Enjoyment, or for otherwise facilitating the Improvement of the Colony. 
Words more explicit and more comprehensive to denote the absolute Dependence of the 
Squatter upon the Government could not possibly have been employed. It is said that 
the Government would not use the arbitrary Powers which it enjoyed under the former 
(46 . — App.) I 4 System; 
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System; this may possibly be so ; it is not necessary that it should use them; it is quite 
sufficient for the Purposes of Servitude and Degradation that it should possess them. A 
Country inhabited by Tenants at Will of the Crown is a degraded and miserable Land, 
whether the Crown exercise that Will or not. The Genius of British Institutions is the 
Distrust of arbitrary Power. They will not wait to see whether it is abused, they do not 
tolerate its Existence ; they guard not so much against the Suffering of an Individual who 
may be oppressed, as against the slavish Spirit which is generated in a Community in 
which Oppression is possible. While the Executive is strong enough to oust the Squatter, 
he will be its most obsequious Dependant; and the same Uncertainty of Tenure will 
naturally hold out to him the strongest Inducement to resist the Executive the Moment 
he can do so with Safety, not so much for the Purpose of political Freedom as for the 
sake of Security to his Property. 

The Sixteenth Section seems to be drawn with the express Object of, as far as possible, 
discouraging the Sale of Land. If no Part of the Bun be sold, the Lessee, it should 
seem, is entitled to a renewed Lease at the former Rent; if any Part less than One 
Quarter be sold, to a renewed Lease, but at an increased Rent ; and if One Quarter be 
sold, his Right of Renewal is gone for ever. Thus at the Expiration of his Lease he 
who has bought no Land will be in a better Position than he who has bought some Land, 
and he who has bought some very small Portion of Land will, in his Turn, be in a better 
Position than he who has bought One Fourth. 

The Provision contained in the Fourth Chapter of the Orders, for granting Leases for 
exclusively pastoral Purposes, will have the Effect, it appears by the Evidence of Mr. F. 
Macarthur, of ruining many industrious Persons who, utterly unable to purchase Land at 
U. an Acre, have employed themselves in the Cultivation of Waste Lands to the great 
Advantage of the Settlers by whom they are surrounded. To this Class of Persons the 
Observations of your Committee with regard to the Prohibition of Agriculture will equally 
apply. The Effect of this Regulation can only be, in addition to the other Evils inflicted 
by the high minimum Price, to diminish the Quantity and increase the Price of Food to 
the whole Community. This is the Fourth Class of Persons who will be sacrificed under 
these Land Regulations to the Aggrandizement of the Squatters. The First are the 
Grantees and Purchasers of Crown Lands, who find such Lands depreciated to nothing by 
the lavish Prodigality of the Government ; the Second are the smaller Squatters, who, not 
possessing 4,000 Sheep, or an equivalent Quantity of Cattle, are not entitled to Runs; the 
Third are they who cultivate Land in the unsettled or intermediate Districts ; and the 
Fourth are those who cultivate Land within the Boundaries on Leases from the Crown. 
When we add to these individual Injuries the Destruction of the Land Fund, the Suppression 
of Immigration, the locking up of the Land, the Prohibition of Agriculture, and the 
political Degradation with which these Land Orders are fraught, surely we have a Ri<dit 
to ask what are the countervailing Advantages which induced the Home Government 0 to 
carryout the System of Policy? Those real or imaginary Advantages are detailed in the 
Despatch of the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for the Colonies of 29th November 
1846, which your Committee now proceed to examine. 

Your Committee remark with Pleasure that Earl Grey begins by stating that the Rules 
to be enforced as to the temporary Occupation of Land are, of necessity, closely connected 
with those respecting its permanent Alienation. To the Truth of this Remark your 
Committee entirely subscribe, and they believe upon its right Application depends the 
Solution of the Land Question. But it never should be forgotten that if the Rules 
respecting the permanent Alienation of the Land be impracticable, as in New South 
Wales, the Rules designed for its temporary Occupation lose their temporary Character, 
and become really the Conditions of its permanent Alienation. Temporary Occupation 
in this Colony is equivalent to permanent Alienation, because the permanent Alienation 
contemplated by Government is impracticable. The first Part of Earl Grey’s Despatch 
consists of an Argument to prove that Alienation by Sale is preferable to free Grants. 
Admitting this to be true, your Committee are at' a Loss to see how it follows that 
because Sale is better than Grant, it is better to prohibit Sale by an inordinately hio-h 
I rice than to promote it by a moderately low one. It seems strange to urge the Expe- 
diency of Sale in defence of a Policy, the Effect of which has been to put down Sale 
altogether. Your Committee are as anxious as his Lordship to return to the System of 
selling Land, but your Committee apprehend that can only be effected by the Government 
submitting to part with Land for what it is worth. The System which the Government 
is really, though unconsciously, pursuing, is a System of Grants on .the most lavish and 
extravagant Scale; that it is so cannot be better proved than by observing that every 
Evil which Earl Grey deprecates in the old granting System appears in an aggravated 
iorm in these Land Orders. The first Evil which his Lordship points out is the Allot- 
ment of Land to Individuals at the Discretion of the Executive, with the Risk of Suspicion 
or Abuse. By the Section 1. Cap. 2. of the Land Orders the Governor is empowered to 
grant Leases to such Person or Persons as he shall think fit. Now what Species of 
Ownership do these Leases confer? That it is an Ownership little short of Freehold 
appears abundantly from the Evidence of those who expect to be their Recipients. It 
appears, therefore, that the Danger of Abuse is exactly equal in the one Case and in the 
.other. I he next Evil of the System of Grants mentioned by his Lordship is, that Govern- 
ment must either suffer all desirable Land to be permanently appropriated, or interfere 

with 
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with the free Management of private Property. In the present Instance Government has 
done both these Things; it has appropriated about 180,000,000 of Acres of Land to about 
1,800 Persons, and that in a Country whose Population is not 200,000, and it has 
endowed this favoured Class with Land at the Rate of 100,000 Acres per Head in a 
Country where there is One Inhabitant to every 100,000 Acres; this certainly has the 
Appearance of being premature. The Government has coupled this premature Appro- 
priation with a Regulation prohibiting Agriculture, which cannot be more aptly described 
than in the Words of the Despatch “ as greatly interfering with that free Management of 
“ their own Property by Individuals which is so essential to its Improvement.” 'The next 
Evil the Despatch mentions is Dispersion ; nnd surely a System which allots on an average 
100,000 Acres to a single Individual cannot, so far as Dispersion is concerned, be outdone 
by the wildest Abuse of free Grants. Government does not leave Men to themselves, 
but enforces Dispersion while it thinks it is compelling Concentration. Co-operation, the 
Division of Labour, religious and secular Instruction are all out of the question. Your 
Committee may here remark, that the above enumerated ill Effects of the System of 
Grants, however much they may have been felt in other Colonies, have been little 
experienced in Australia. Hitherto this Colony has not had to complain of the Accumu- 
lation of Landed Property in the Hands of the few to the Exclusion of the many, and of 
the consequent Dispersion and Stagnation of Improvement. It is only since the Establish- 
ment of the high minimum Price that the Colony has been threatened with these Evils, 
and it certainly does strike your Committee as strange to find die minimum Price thus 
advocated on the Ground of its Tendency to prevent those very Disorders of which it is 
the sole and all sufficing Cause. It cannot be too often repeated, that to place a pro- 
hibitory Price on Land is only a roundabout Way of granting it to its present Occupants, 
without the Safeguards with which a direct and avowed "System of granting may be 
accompanied. As to the Benefits which have been derived by New South Wales from the 
Sale of Waste Lands, your Committee are not prepared to dispute them, but they would 
observe that the Million of Money which lias been raised, and the 50,000 Immigrants 
who have been introduced in the last 'Pen Years, must be referred to the Sales effected 
during the first Five Years of that Period when Land was under 20s. an Acre, and not to 
the last Five Years when Land was at the present Price. The gross Proceeds of Land 
Sales during the last Ten Years are in round Numbers 920,0007. ; 85,0007. of this Sum 
is the Amount received for Land during the last Five Years, 835,0007. the Amount 
received during the first Five Years of this Period. Thus, if the Sum raised from Land 
has been the Means of introducing 50,000 Emigrants, 46,000 have been introduced by 
Land put up under 20s. an Acre, and 4,000 only by Land put up at 20s. an Acre. In 
other Words, had the Price remained unaltered we might have raised 2,000,0007. instead 
of 1,000,0007., and introduced 100,000 Immigrants instead of 50,000. 

Earl Grey in his Despatch admits that much of the pecuniary Embarrassment which 
has arisen in the Colony is traceable to Speculation stimulated by the high Price of Land. 
Your Committee apprehend that his Lordship is in error in making this Admission. The 
present Price of Land has not merely checked but has absolutely annihilated Speculation 
in Land. Indeed your Committee cannot but think, that so far from the exorbitant Price 
demanded by the Government having led Persons to form a corresponding Estimate of 
the Value of Land, the exact contrary has been the Case. That which is continually 
measured by a Standard greatly too high is in a fair Way to be depreciated even below its 
real Worth. People acquire a Habit of speaking contemptuously of that which is con- 
tinually subject to a disadvantageous Comparison. Had the minimum Price of 5s. per 
Acre been retained, and had Persons been accustomed now, as before, to look upon the 
Purchase of Crown Lands as the natural legitimate Investment for the surplus Capital of 
the Colony instead of an unattainable Chimera, your Committee cannot but believe that 
these exaggerated Statements of the Worthlessness of Land in New South Wales which are 
to be found in the Evidence taken before them, and in the Despatches of the late 
Governor Sir George Gipps, would never have been made. It is apprehended that in a 
new Country like this, where there are no public Stocks or Securities, nothing can be 
better calculated to encourage a Spirit of hazardous Speculation than the prohibiting the 
Investment of Capital in Land, and thus forcing it into other and less legitimate Channels. 
Your Committee do not dispute the Doctrine laid down in the Despatch, that it is 
Labour which gives Value to Land, but they can draw from it no Inference in favour of 
a Policy which, by placing a prohibitory Price on Land, destroys the Fund available for 
the Introduction of Labour. Nothing is more certain than that in a new Country to put 
too high a Value upon Land is the Way to render it valueless. Had the raising the Price 
of Land to a yet higher Rate been the Means of introducing a large Number of the 
labouring Classes, your Committee would gladly have acceded to it, but Experience has 
taught them that it is not what the Government demands, but what Purchasers are 
ready to give, which regulates the Value of Land, and that unless the former of these 
Quantities be reduced to an Equality with the latter no Land will be sold and no Labour 
introduced. 

Your Committee cannot acquiesce in the Proposition in the Despatch, that a high Price 
of Land and the Squatting System will mutually support each other. It appears to them 
impossible the Two Systems can work efficiently together. They never have done so in 
(46.— App.) K this 
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this Colony. If the Price be high the selling Part of the System is in abeyance, and the 
squatting Part alone in operation, and the Effect will undoubtedly be, that instead of the 
high Price maintaining the Squatting System, it will convert it into permanent Owner- 
ship. Nor will the Squatting System maintain the high Price, since it is obvious that 
the best Way to deter Men from acquiring a permanent Ownership on hard Terms is to 
give them a temporary Occupation on easy Terms ; if the minimum Price be low, the 
former will be the Case ; if high, the latter. In no Case can the Systems of Sale and 
Occupation without Sale mutually support each other. Sale is the Antagonist of temporary 
Occupation, and this, in turn, die Antagonist of Sale; if Sale be brisk, it destroys 
temporary Occupation ; if temporary Occupation be prevalent, it deters Sale ; they are 
like the Scales of a Balance, one of which must be depressed if the other be elevated. 

The important Inquiry intrusted to your Committee has necessarily occupied so long a 
Time, and the unavoidable Delay in printing the Evidence has been so great, that your 
Committee have been unable to report at an earlier Period. Under such Circumstances 
it would be idle to recommend for the Consideration of the Council any Resolutions 
with respect to what ought to be the minimum Upset Price of Land or otherwise, which 
owing to the late Period of the Session it would be impossible for them now to adopt. 
Your Committee, therefore, content themselves with submitting to your Honourable 
House the Evidence which they have taken, and the Conclusions which they have arrived 
at from a Consideration of that Evidence and the Documents referred to them as embodied 
in the foregoing Report.

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Copy of a Communication from H. J. Boulton Esq. to Lord Monteagle 
respecting Emigration to Canada. 

1, Saint James’s Place, London, 

My Lord, 8th August 1848. 

In reference to the Conversation which Yesterday I had the Honour to hold with your 
Lordship, I proceed to make some Suggestions on the Subject of Emigration, which might 
perhaps have been better elicited by Questions put by the Committee of which your 
Lordship is the Chairman, had I been fortunate enough to have been in Town while their 
Lordships were sitting; nevertheless, being a considerable Landed Proprietor in Canada, 
and having had much Experience in the settling of labouring People in that Country, 
I trust my Observations may not be altogether unworthy of Attention. 

The great Difficulty in dealing with a pauper Population arriving in the Country has 
always and must necessarily ever be the providing them with Employment on their 
Arrival, which Difficulty is greatly enhanced by the Emigrants themselves fancying that 
they are to get high Wages at the very Outset of their Career. Now the Truth is, that, 
with the Exception of the English and Scotch agricultural Labourers, few of them are 
worth much more than their Victuals during the first Six Months after their Arrival, and 
yet they often refuse Half a Crown a Day and Forty Shillings a Month, with Board and 
Lodging. _ It is true that in the end they are obliged to yield to Necessity, and if they 
can get Work at all are glad to fall very much in their Demands. I allude more particu- 
larly to the South and West County Irish Paupers, who, being totally ignorant of any 
useful Application of their natural Strength, remain Months without any regular Employ- 
ment. The Women also are mostly unfit for House-work, not being in the slightest 
degree adapted by previous Habits to the Duties of an ordinary Housemaid. 

} am aware tliat these Observations may not be palateable to the Self-esteem of my 
Hibernian Friends, but it is essential that the Truth should be told in order to remove, 
if possible, the Difficulties which such a State of Things place in the Way of promoting 
their Advancement. On the other hand, I am very willing to bear my Testimony to the 
Aptitude of the Irish in accommodating themselves to their new Sphere of Action, when 
hard Necessity has driven them to shift for themselves after all Hope of gettiim- Assis- 
tance from others has failed them. They are very ready in acquiring the Use of the Axe, 
and after a few Months make very good Choppers, having good brawny Arms, to say 
nothing of their Legs, which they need seldom be ashamed of. 

If, however, all the Emigrants were ever so well adapted to the Business of the Country, 
and ever so ready to work at moderate Wages, it is manifest that any sudden Influx of 
large Numbers must glut the Labour Market for a Time. Consequently we must see 
it some other Mode may not be adopted, and I feel confident that the Plan I am about to 

suggest 
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f u 88 es t w °uld afford a more advantageous and permanent Disposition of an almost 
indefinite Number than any other. 

I propose promptly on their Arrival to put each Family on Land and let them work 
for themselves, and if they will not, let them starve. 

For the Purposes of my Plan I will assume that good Land may be purchased on 
a Credit of Ten Years at 20s. per Acre, with Interest annually at Six per Cent, which 
I think is a high average Price. I am of opinion that Twenty-five Acres is quite enough 
for a Pauper who is to be assisted in his first Settlement, or for a Man of small Means who 
seeks no eleemosynary Relief. Few Labourers who purchase Land clear and cultivate in 
a proper Manner more than Five Acres per Annum by their own Labour ; so that at the 
End of Five Years this small Farm would scarcely have been brought into Cultivation. 
Assuming, however, that in Five Years the Emigrant would have cleared and brought into 
good Cultivation Twenty of his Twenty-five Acres, he then would have wherewithal to main- 
tain his Family in great Comfort, although not to become a wealthy Farmer. But our Object 
is to provide present Existence and future Competence, and if that can be accomplished by 
my Plan I think that I shall have worked out a useful Problem. I speak from Experience 
of Settlers on my own Property, when I say that Twenty-five or Thirty Acres is as much 
as a poor Man should undertake to purchase on Credit. If he gets it at 20s. the Acre, his 
Interest will be 30s. per Annum for Land which his Labour is bringing rapidly into 
a State to produce a Return; whereas if he bought a larger Portion, say 1 00 Acres, he 
would be incumbered with an annual Outlay of Six Pounds, which the Generality of 
Emigrants would scarcely be able to pay and maintain a Family ; and the Seventy-five 
additional Acres would be altogether unproductive for several Years, as he would have no 
Means of bringing it into Cultivation. But Persons will say, what is the Man to do at the 
End of Five or Six Years, when he has cleared his Land and has not even Firewood left ? 
If he has been blessed with sufficient Health and Vigour to have accomplished so much, to 
have paid for his Land, and got a Deed in his Box for it, let him fall down on his Knees 
and thank God who has so prospered him as to have taken him from Pauperism in an 
over-populated Country to a Land where he has become at the End of a lew Years of 
patient Industry the Possessor of a Freehold Estate of Twenty-five Acres of Land with 
Cows, Oxen, Pigs, and every Comfort about him, instead of listening to the Grumbler and 
Grievance-monger who would persuade him that he has been hardly dealt by, and been 
imposed upon, to take Twenty-five Acres when it would then be obvious that he could go on 
and cultivate Twenty-five more. I say he would have every Cause to rejoice that he owned 
Twenty-five Acres of well cultivated Land, with a Cottage and Barn well filled with every 
thing sufficient to maintain in Comfort himself and Wife, with Five or Six Children, and 
all this he will be sure of if he be sober and industrious. But if he feels that he has not 
enough, let him buy out his Neighbour, who would perhaps sell his Twenty-five adjoining 
Acres for 71. or an 8 Z. an Acre, which it would then be worth ; or let him sell, and buy 
with the Price a larger Portion of wild Land, and again become the Pioneer, which his 
Experience would enable him to do with more Self-reliance, seeing what he had already 
accomplished. 
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It is no Answer to my Plan to say that in a few Years the Man will want more Land, 
any more that it would be an Argument against a Man commencing a small retail 
Business in a small Shop, because he hoped to extend his Business and would then want 
a larger one. 



I think, if we show a poor Man or a Board of Guardians, if necessary, how each 
Family may be settled in a British Colony and maintained comfortably, and acquire 
Twenty-five Acres of well cultivated Land in Six, Seven, or Ten Years, neither he or 
they will have Cause to find fault with my Advice. It has frequently occurred to me, as a 
Landlord, that Persons taking 200 or even 100 Acres, have come and requested me, after 
a Year’s Experience, to take off their Lands all but Twenty-five, Thirty, or sometimes 
Forty Acres, for fear of not being able to keep down the Interest upon the larger Portion 
and ultimately pay for it, however lenient I might be. Of course some Funds must be 
raised and given or lent to the Pauper ; and practically the Mode I propose is this ; viz., to 
advance the Party from whom you propose to get the Land the First Year’s Interest, which 
at my Price would be 80s., he would then give the Settler a Lease of the Twenty-five 
Acres for Ten Years at 30s. per Annum Rent, with a Covenant to release in Fee at any 
Time on getting his 25Z. The First Year’s Rent being paid in advance by the Emigrant 
Superintendent on his Account, would be a sufficient Guarantee to the Owner of the 
Land, whether the Government or a private Proprietor were the Lessor or Vendor, that 
he would not be trifled with in bargaining with such a Party, and the Man having nothing 
to pay until the End of the Second Year, when the Rent would be falling due, according 
to the usual annual Reservations, would go on cheerfully without being called upon for 
Rent At the End of the Second Year he ought to have Ten Acres cleared and in Crop, 
and to be able to pay his 30s. Rent, which in fault of any other Means he might earn by 
working out in Harvest for a few Days. But it will be asked how is he to be fed the First 
Year ? He must be provided with Provisions by the Government or Parish Officers, or 
whoever else may be conducting the Settlement ; and in order to insure the Settler being 
steady and industrious I would only give him his Allowance of Provisions periodically, 
(46. — App.) K 2 provided 
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forth L P “ S ' ™ rl ““Mquently would open an immediate Market and Access 
for the Settleis, and raise the Price of the Land at some 500 or 600 per Cent. 

This Railroad, as a mere Railroad Speculation, would doubtless pay, as it would form 
the shortest and cheapest connecting Link across the Canadian Peninsula between Boston 
and other Atlantic Towns in the United States and Chicago, Milwakie, and the Far West 
the Eastern containing 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 and the West not far- short, hut very rapidly 
increasing, and sure to exceed that Number of Inhabitants in a few Years. These Peonl'c 
passing from East to West for Business and Pleasure, constitute a safe Basis of Calculation 
lor Passmer Tiaffic, to say nothing of Merchandize or the Home Traffic of the Canadians 
and Settlers themselves. But as an Inducement to small Capitalists who wish to emiyrate 
and acquire real I roperty, I think I may venture to say that under the Charter for buifding 
the Railway in which I am named as one of the first Directors, a Plan will be proposed 
and adopted of getting this Land from the Government, and which the Charter authorizes 
and giving each Subscriber ot 251. and upwards Twenty-five Acres of Land, to be drawn 
by Lot or some other fair Mode of Allotment, and so on, in proportion to Ills Subscription 
above that Sum. I he Land being bought, we will suppose at the higher Rate of 4 s pel . 
Acre, would, on the Completion of the Railroad, be worth from I5s. to 150s. an Acre 
depending on us Contiguity to the Railroad, it Quality, &o. ; and I conceive that the entire 
I refit or increased Value of the Land consequent upon tile Construction of the Railroad 
should accrue to the Company by whose Capital its Value would have been enhanced ■ and 
this is the View I have Reason to know is that taken by the Government in Canada. 

The Railroad it is expected will cost, if constructed of Iron, according to the Plan in 
England, about J,O0OI. pier Mile, and the Road being about 120 Miles, the whole Capital 
required would be about 600,0001. 500,000 laying along this new Frontier, if I may 
use the Expression, would be worth, in my .Judgment, at least as many Pounds. The 
Wood and 1 iraber, whether for Exportation or for Home Consumption, having been brought 
w.tlun len Hours of Toronto, the Capital of Upper Canada, would afford considerable 
lM'Plffht in the earlv StiiorpR nf the Knttleman* o„,l *i,„ o„..i i . .

State of the Lands Cultivation would provide the future Traffic. 

I am inclined, however, to think that a Rail might be laid down, either in whole or in 
part of Wood, prepared according to Payne’s Patent, which I have been to look at in 
Cannon Row, near Westminster Bridge. If this Wood could be made available, Railroads 
could be constructed at One Fifth the Price in Canada, as the Standing by the Road Side, 
costs nothing, and the only Expense would be its Preparation, the Cost of which is 
moderate. I am assured by one of the Company, that they will warrant the Rail lastin'* 
Ten Years, and that Locomotives shall pass at the Rate of Twenty Miles per Hour which 
is fast enough. * 5 
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Of course the Subject should undergo a scientific Investigation, which I am not capable 
of, and only throw out the Suggestion for future Consideration. r 

If it should succeed, it will open quite a new Field of Enterprise in the Western Part of 
America, as well as Canada. 



Finally, I would observe on Emigration generally, that organized Association of Indi- 
viduals, even of small Numbers, would, in my Opinion, facilitate their early and prompt 
Settlement, than leaving all to Chance after they get there. If possible they should have 
Land engaged for them, upon which they should go immediately on their Arrival and 
this could be best managed by a trustworthy Person, being employed in the Colony to 
obtain the Quantity they want for them before they come, at such a Price as they can 
afford to give, varying from 7 s. 6d. to 25s. the Acre. And my Advice is, to buy "small 
Quantities in good Situations, rather than larger Portions, for the Reasons I have alreadv 
assigned, if the Land be taken up on Credit. If a Man has Capital and can pay for 200 
Acres, be would do well to buy it for Cash, as his own Settlement upon it would enhance 
the Value materially of the Part he could not bring into Cultivation for some Years. 

Lands in Canada can always be purchased upon Credit, paying the Interest of Six per 
Cent, annually. From Five to Ten Years Credit may be bad without other Security than 
the Land itself, whose gradual Improvement increases such Security every Day. 

With Honesty, Industry, and Sobriety, any able-bodied Man may succeed without 
Doubt in paying for Land so purchased. I never know a Failure of such a Person.

State of New York.— In Assembly, 6th Dec. 1847. 

Report of the Select Committee appointed to investigate Frauds upon Emigrant 
Passengers arriving in this State. 

Mr. T. Smith, from the Select Committee appointed to investigate Frauds upon Emigrant 
Passengers arriving in this State, 



That said Committee, immediately after their Appointment, entered upon the Discharge 
of their Duty. That it became apparent to them at once, that if they intended to make a 
thorough Investigation of the Subject committed to their Charge, it would be necessary to 
go to the City of New York, where these Emigrants were mostly landed, and make themselves 
acquainted with the various Stages through which they passed after reaching our Shores, till 
they get on board the Steamboats to come up the River. Your Committee accordingly took 
the Liberty of going to the City of New York, trusting that the Result of their Labours 
would justify them in so doing. 

Upon their Arrival in New York, they were kindly tendered by the Commissioners of 
Emigration, through their Agent, Robert Taylor, Esquire, with the Use of their Office for 
the Purpose of conducting said Investigation. 

The Committee summoned before them a large Number of Witnesses, embracing those 
engaged m every Branch of Business connected with the Emigrants, the Testimony of which 
will be found in the accompanying Documents. From this Testimony it will appear, that 
the Reports and Rumours which have, from Time to Time, appeared in the public News- 
papers, within the last Year, of the Frauds and Impositions practised upon these Strangers 
m our Land, have fallen vastly short of the Reality. It will further appear that this is no 
new Invention, but that these Frauds have been carried on for several Years to a more 
limited Extent, without attracting much Notice, or seeming to excite much Interest amongst 
those who should be the first to protect and the last to prey upon this Class of their Fellow- 
beings. But it has been left to the present Year, when the Increase of Emigration, owin* to 
Causes well known to exist in the Old World, has been not only beyond all former Precedent 
but beyond all Calculation, for those who make it their Business to subsist by defrauding 
and plundering these People, to realize a golden Harvest. b 

Your Committee must confess, that they had no Conception of, nor would they have 
believed the Extent to which these Frauds and Outrages have been practised, until they 
came to investigate them. r ’ J 

r , M *?’?," a S .f '5 aded wit ) 1 ,he f Emigrants reaches our Shores, it is bonnied by a 
Class of Men ca led Runners, either in the Employment of Boarding-house Keepers or 
Forwarding Establishments, soliciting Custom for their Employers, fn order the more 
successfully to enable the latter to gain the Confidence of the Emigrant, they usually employ 
these who can speak the same Language with the Emigrant. If they cannot succeed in any 
oAer way in get mg Possession and Control over the Object of their Prey, they proceed to 
mke charge of their Luggage, and take it to some Boarding House for safe keeping, and 
geueraily under the Assurance that they will charge nothing for Carriage, Hire, or Storage 
In this way, they are induced to go to some Emigrant Boarding House, of which there are a

Some of these Runners are employed by the Month, and some work upon Commission 
by their Employers to charge all 

sengei to a particular Place. This, it will be seen, stimulates the Runners to P great Exertions, 
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not; only to get as many Passengers as possible, but to get them at the highest possible Prices. 
I o enable them to carry out their Designs, all Sorts of Falsehoods are resorted to to mislead 
and deceive the Emigrant as to the Prices of Fare and the Modes of Conveyance. 

Your Committee have been shocked to find that a large Portion of the Frauds committed 
upon these innocent and in many Cases ignorant Foreigners are committed by their own 
Countrymen who have come here before them ; for we find the German preying upon the 
German— the Irish upon the Irish— the English upon the English, &c. ; but at the same 
lime we cannot hold our own Countrymen entirely guiltless, for many of them, it is to be 
regretted, are engaged in this nefarious Business. 



Appendix Q. 

Extracts from 
Report of 
Legislature of 
New York 
on Frauds upon 
Emigrants. 



Amongst the numerous Frauds practised by these Runners and Forwarding Houses, there 
is perhaps none greater than that which exists in the Sale of Passage Tickets/ 

The Emigrant is shown a neatly printed Ticket, with a Picture of a Steamboat, Railroad 
Cars, and Canal Packet with Three Horses attached to it, and is given to understand that 
such a Ticket will take him to a given Place beyond Albany in a specified Manner, and for 
a Price to be agreed upon, and after disposing of the Ticket for an exorbitant Price, the 
Emigrant is furnished with a Steamboat Ticket to take him to Albany, where he is to present 
his Passage Ticket to some Person or Company upon which it is drawn, where it is 
often either protested, or Objections taken to the Mode of Conveyance, and the Passenger, 
instead of going upon the Railroad or Packet Boat, as agreed upon, is thrust into the Steerage 
or Hold of a Line Boat, where he is often known to complain— when the only Evidence he 
can furnish of the Fraud committed upon him is to exhibit his Ticket with a Picture of 
Three Horses, when the Line Boats are only drawn by Two. 

A Pretence is also often set up for not honouring these Tickets, that the Freight is not paid, 
or at least that enough has not been paid upon the Luggage, and the Emigrant is either 
detained at Albany, or compelled to pay additional Charges. 

It will be seen from the Testimony taken, that immense Sums of Money are drawn from 
these Emigrants by overcharging, both for their Fare, and the Freight of their Luggage ; 
And not satisfied with this, some of the Persons engaged in this Forwarding Business are° in 
the Habit of defrauding them in the Weight of their Luggage, by using false Scales, and 
giving false Statements of the Amounts forwarded. And upon this Subject they would call 
the Attention of the House to the Testimony relating to a certain well known Establishment 
in the City of Albany. 



It is impossible for your Committee in this Report, nor do they deem it necessary, to <ro 
into the Details of all the various Modes and Devices resorted to to defraud these Persons. 
In the great Mass of Testimony they have taken will be found Facts bearing upon all these 
Particulars. 



In the Course of the Investigation by your Committee in the City of New York, they felt 
themselves called upon to make some Inquiry into the Conduct of the Commissioners of 
Emigration, who, under the Act of last Winter, have been clothed with high Powers, and 
charged with the most responsible Duties. In furtherance of this Object, they took occasion 
to visit Staten Island, and examine the temporary Buildings erected by them for the Accom- 
modation of the unexpected Number of sick and destitute Emigrants arriving at Quarantine, 
during the last Summer; and they feel called upon to state that they found said Buildings in 
as good Order and as comfortable as could be expected under the Circumstances attending 
their Erection. They also embraced that Opportunity to visit the Hospitals under the Con- 
trol of the Commissioners of Health, and feel a just Pride in bearing Testimony to the good 
Order, Neatness, and Comfort, which they found to exist in all the various Branches of that 
Department. 

Your Committee also visited the Establishment upon Ward’s Island, under the Control 
of the Commissioners of Emigration, and where they had leased a large Building which had 
not been occupied for many Years, and which they have fitted up as a Retreat for the 
sick and destitute Emigrants, which could not be accommodated elsewhere. Your Com- 
mittee also feel that it is due to these Commissioners to say, that, in their Judgment, they 
are entitled to great Credit for the Energy and Perseverance displayed by them in procuring 
and fitting up said Buildings and Grounds upon that Island under the most adverse and 
trying Circumstances, where the whole Country for Miles around was alarmed by the Fears 
created by the Ship Fever, and when they had Hundreds of sick and destitute Emigrants 
upon their Hands without Shelter or Food. 

In the course of the Testimony taken in relation to the Conduct of the Commissioners, 
it appeared by One Witness, (Dr. Van Hovenburgh,) that upon One or Two Occasions, 
the Hospital at Staten Island was furnished with an ordinary or inferior Quality of Bread 
and Medicines, but it does not appear that the Fact was ever brought to the Knowledge 
of said Commissioners; whilst, on the other hand, it appears from the Testimony of Dr. 
Harcourt, the First Mate of the Hospital and Deputy Health Officer, that "the Articles of 
Medicines and other Stores furnished by the Commissioners of Emigration were good.”

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Your Committee regret tl.at their short Stay in the City of New York prevented them 
fern investigating as thoroughly as they desired the Conduct of the Commissioners of 
Emigration, but fee called upon to state, that so far as your Committee have examined into 
then- Proceedings, they have not been able to discover any Abuse by them of the Authority 
or Power conferred upon them. On the contrary, so far as your Committee have SS 
tnto then Proceedings, they have found that they have discharged their Duties in a Manner 
which shows that tile ^ Confidence reposed in them by those who appointed them lias not 
been misplaced And your Committee believe that the Public, and particularly the Friends 
of the Emigrant owe them a lasting Debt of Gratitude for their extraordinary Zeal ami 
ncessnnt Labours in providing for the Multitude of sick, distressed, and friendless Emiortmm 
thrown open their Hands during the past Summer. a

Robert B. Mnturn affirmed— I am one of the Commissioners of Emigration ; am con- 
earned in the Shipping Business— one of the Firm of Grinnel, Minturn, & Co., who are 
Owners of a Line of Packets between New York and London, and also between New York 
and Liverpool. We have Twelve Packets in all: have been engaged for Eighteen Years 
in the Transportation of Passengers. On the Arrival of onr Ships, we exercise no Central 
over then, until they pass out of the Hands of the Health Officer. When a Vessel is 
telegraphed in the lower Bay, we frequently send down a Steamboat to tow it up, but tile 
Vessel is under the Control of the Health Officer, during the Quarantine Season In the 
Winter it is not usual for Vessels to stop at Quarantine, unless there is Sickness on board 
lhe Business of towing up the Ships is distinct from bringing up the Passengers. Ontii 
rndiin the last Three Years the Practice was for the Health Officer to license small 

m Chv^Th^qff bj " “V A' Passe ”gs™ discharged at Quarantine were brought 
to the City. The Suffering to which Passengers were exposed by this Mode of Conveyance 
from being frequently many Honrs on Deck, exposed to Sun and Rain, and freqnemlv 
arriving in the City at Night, induced me to make great Exertions to change the Mode of 
Conveyance, and caused the Passengers to be brought np by Steamboats. “i perfected an 
Arrangement with an Agent of the ” People’s Line of Steamboats ” to carry Passenveraftom 
our Ships and several other Packet Lines to this City, at a Cost somewhat higher tTian ,Z 
Lighters could be obtained for, and now nearly all Passengers are brought up by Stean>

Communication from Shipowners. 

Dear Sir, 

In the early Part of the Season I hired Steamboats to bring up all Emigrant Passengers 
that were consigned to me. I paid all Expenses, and the Passengers were accordingly landed 
free of any Charge to them. Many of the Agents of the surrounding Lines, then entered 
to obtain Passengers for the Interior, either by Canal or Railroad, called upon ml* with 
Propositions j, varying f from that of bringing them up for nothing to that of paying me a 
Bonus of #25 each Ship, for Permission to bring them up, free of Charge to the Passengers. 

I understood from them all that they sought was a Preference in engaging the Passengers 
for their respective Lines. I made an Arrangement with Mr. Root, whose Principal, I 
understood, was Mr. Wolf, to bring up my Passengers during the Season, free of Expense 
either to me or to the Passengers, and I always thought that this Engagement was complied

An Act for the Protection of Emigrants arriving in the State of New York. 

Passed 11th April 1848, Three Fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: J 

Section 1. The Commissioners of Emigration are hereby authorized and empowered to 
lease or purchase suitable Docks or Piers in the City of New York, and to erect necessary 
Enclosures thereon, and such Docks and Piers to be appropriated and set apart for the 
exclusive Use of landing Emigrant Alien Passengers; but no Docks or Piers shall be pur- 
chased or leased without the Approval and Consent of the Common Council of said City 
and the Expense thereof, not to exceed Fifteen thousand Dollars, shall be paid out of the 
Moines paid in pursuance of the Provisions of an Act entitled “ An Act concerning 

Passengers in Vessels coming to the City of New York, passed 5th May 1847 ” and be 
considered and charged as applied to the general Purposes of the said Act. On Application 
bemw made to them by any Steam Boat or Lighter Proprietor, who is a Citizeii of good 
moral Character, and shall give good Security in a Sam not exceeding Five hundred Dollar,

or received, directly or indirectly, any Gain, Profit, or Advantage by or through the 
Purchase of Supplies, the granting of any Contract or Contracts herein, or Licences, 
1 rivilege or Privileges, or the Employment of any Officer, Servant or Agent, Mechanic, 
Labourer, or other Person in the Business under the Control of said Commissioners. 

Sect. 11. In case the Monies now appropriated by Law for the Support of the Fever 
and Smallpox Hospitals at Quarantine shall be exhausted during the Recess of the Legis- 
lature, the Commissioners of Emigration may use such Portions of the Commutation Money 
collected pursuant to Act of 5th May 1847, for the Support of said Hospitals as the 
Governor, Attorney General, and Comptroller may certify to be necessary for such Purpose. 

Sect. 12. This Act shall take effect immediately.

“I have received your Despatch, No. 55, of the 15th May, and its Enclosures, from 
the Lieutenant Governor of Natal, forwarding Proposals from a Joint Stock Company, 
established for the Purpose of cultivating Cotton in that District. r J 

“ woul(1 appear from the Statements made by the Company that the Planters at Natal 
have already introduced the planting of Cotton there with great Success, and that the Soil 
and Climate of the District are peculiarly adapted to its Cultivation. 

“ Jhe Extension of this Cultivation on such a Scale as would make Cotton one of the 
chief Exports of the District would be of the highest Importance both to the Colony itself 
and to this Country, and I am desirous therefore to afford the Company every Encourage- 
ment that may he found practicable. 8 

. “ But the free Grant to the Company of a large Tract of Land is not one of the Modes 
in which Government can assist them, as it is indispensable to adhere on all Occasions to the 
Regulations established for the Disposal of Crown Lands; the Colonial Government, how- 
ever, would grant to the Company every Facility in the Purchase of the Land, by bringing 
into the Market a sufficient Quantity to meet their Demands, and in such Localities as they 
may point out as being best suited for their Operations.”

Sir ’ Downing Street, 2d August 1847. 

I have received your Despatch, No. 56, of the 15th May, and its Enclosures from the 
Lieutenant Governor of Natal, forwarding a Memorial from Mr. Kuhr on the Subject of 
the Introduction of German Emigrants into that District, and I have to signify to you my 
Approval of the Answer which you caused to be returned to this Application. 

I should have no Objection to encourage German Immigration into Natal so far as to 
sanction Arrangements being made on the Principle of those adopted in Canada for pro- 
tecting the Immigrants on their Arrival and forwarding them to the Districts where they can 
find Employment. 

It would not be necessary in the present State of the Colony, and with the Probability of 
a very limited Number of Immigrants being introduced, to appoint an Immigration Agent 
specially for that Purpose; those Duties might be performed by the Officer of Customs at 
Natal or by some other Officer already employed under the local Government. 

It would be proper to confer upon the Foreign Immigrants introduced into the Colony 
the Privileges of Naturalization, and this may be done by an Ordinance to be passed in con- 
formity with the British Act, 10 & 11 Vic. Cap. 83. of last Session, of which I enclose a 
Copy. 

I cannot accede to the Proposal to allow each Emigrant Family the Occupation of a 
Grant of Land gratuitously for a certain Number of Years, with the Option of purchasing it 
at the Expiration of such Term at the Price fixed upon on their Arrival, but I should not 
object to Allotments of Land being put up for Sale of a Size suited to their Convenience. 

I have now stated the only Measures to which I could consent for the Promotion of this 
Description of Immigration, for, though I am not insensible to the Value of any Accession 
to the White Population of the Colony, I think it right that all special Encouragement 
which may involve the Expenditure of public Funds should be reserved for the Promotion of 
Emigration from the United Kingdom.

Having left Cape Town for Natal in November last, I have the Honour of stating to 
your Excellency, that on my Arrival I found the Inhabitants in the greatest State of Alarm, 
the Country almost bared of its White Population, and the few Agriculturists remaining 
making every Preparation immediately to abandon the District in Search of Security in the 
V \‘S *° I' 6 Norl ! lward< Des P air had taken Possession of one and all, and I myself joined 
a Militia Force raised to defend the Town of Pietermaritzburg in the event of any Attack.

Government House, Cape of Good Hope, 
My Lord, 22d Ju]y 1844 

I have the Honour to request your Lordship’s Attention to my Minute, laid before the 
Legislative Council, dated tile 28th of May last, in which, as your Lordship will perceive, 
I suggested to the Members the Expediency of appropriating the Sum of 10,000/. from 
the Revenues of 1845, for the Purpose of promoting European Immigration to this 
Colony. 

On the 22d of the following Month I submitted to that Body another Minute, in which 
I exhibited the Principles which I conceived should be adopted for judiciously conducting 
the Scheme. The Council assented to my Propositions, and unanimously voted the Sum 
of 10,000/., as recorded in the Appropriation Ordinance transmitted with my Despatch. 

Being anxious, however, to have the Details of the Measure thoroughly canvassed, and 
to obtain the Benefit of the Experience and local Knowledge of the Members of the 
•Council, I submitted for their Consideration, on the 10th instant, the Regulations I had 
caused to be prepared for giving effect to my Minute of the 2-2d of last Month, already 
alluded to, which, being in consonance with the Views entertained by the Council, were 
promulgated through the Government Gazette on the 12th instant. 

I beg further to submit for your Lordship’s Information, that my Reasons for appro- 
priating a Portion of the public Revenue to this Purpose was because I felt convinced that 
the Necessity of the Colony required it. 

The Want of Servants of every Description is greatly felt, more especially domestic 
Servants, whose Demands for Wages are exorbitantly high; the Demand also for Labourers 
is so much greater than can be supplied that many public as well as private Works are 
suspended from Inability to procure them. 

In order to convey to your Lordship some Idea of the Insufficiency of Labour I need 
only mention that, although the Road Commissioners advertise for Labourers at 2s. a 
Day, and the Rations stated in the Margin, with Accommodation, they are unable to 
obtain more than 250 Men throughout the Colony. They would gladly employ more 
than Double that Number immediately, and a much greater Number in the Course of 
Two or Three Months, if they could engage them on those Terms, but there is no 
Prospect of their being able to do so at present. 

Ihe Regulations to which I have requested your Lordship’s Attention have been framed 
upon the Principle of accommodating the Supply of Labour to the actually ascertained 
Necessity for it. I am aware of the Evils which Experience has shown to result from

introducing such Checks and Precautions as seemed to be advisable to prevent Abuse or 
Inconvenience either to the Colonist or the Emigrant. 

I sincerely hope that this Scheme will meet with the Approval of Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. I can assure your Lordship that every Care shall be taken on my Part to prevent 
the Bounty Orders which I may issue under the Regulations entailing an Expense 
exceeding the Sum of 10,000?. on the Colony; and, as the Number of working Hands 
will not exceed One in Three of the whole Number imported, there is not any Probability 
of an Experiment upon this small Scale, even if unsuccessful, causing Injury or Incon- 
venience either to the Colony or the Immigrants. 

Anticipating your Lordship’s Concurrence in the Scheme, I would request you to 
authorize the Colonial Land and Immigration Commissioners to instruct their Agents, 
who are stationed at certain Ports in the United Kingdom, to afford their Advice to any 
Emigrants who may apply to them for Assistance under the Announcement contained in 
the Regulations.

Minute. — Immigration. 

Honourable Gentlemen, Government House, Cape Town, 22d June 1844. 

I lately suggested to you to apply a Portion of the surplus Revenue, which appears’ in 
the Estimate before you, to Immigration, and which I am of opinion should be from the 
United Kingdom. I believe we all agree in the Importance of this Object. I am, therefore, 
desirous of submitting for your Consideration the Views of my Government upon it, that I 
may obtain your Advice and Assistance in concerting a Scheme of Immigration, calculated 
to develope the Resources of this Colony, without hazarding any serious Derano-ement in 
its social Relations. ° 

2. I am of opinion, that care should be taken, in directing Immigration to this Colony, 
that the Number of Immigrants arriving at one Time do not exceed the Means of im- 
mediate Employment, on fair Terms, in the various Branches of Labour and Skill to which 
they have been trained. I am also of opinion, that, unless the Condition of the Immigrant 
be improved in the same Ratio that his Employer is benefited by his Labour, the System 
will be defective. And I am further of opinion, that, unless we import both Character and 
Intelligence with the Labour, the Advantages realized will not be commensurate with the 
Expense incurred. 

3. The System adopted in the Eastern Colonies, of importing Immigrants in lar<m 
Numbers in \ easels taken up by the Government expressly for the Purpose, appears to me 
wholly inapplicable to this Colony. The Principles on which I have proposed, in the 
Second Paragraph of this Minute, to base the Scheme of Immigration, are not so likely 
to be realized by the Government becoming the Importer, as by its affording, under llegu- 
ktions to prevent Abuse, pecuniary Aid to the Employer in procuring the particular 
Description and exact Amount of Labour he may require. I propose, thereforef that the

2. That the Occupation of Land should be made difficult, inslead of easy, in order to 
ensure the Combination of Labour, and to prevent the Dispersion of the Settlers ; also to 
prevent Persons from becoming Proprietors or Cultivators on their own Account who 
properly belong to the Class of Labourers. 

3. That in order to secure the early Cultivation of good Land, or in other Words, to 
secure the Cultivation of Lands in the Order of their natural Advantages, all Land should 
be disposed of at the same Price. 

The South Australian Plan of disposing of Lands was moreover marked with Two pecu- 
liar features, which contributed greatly to make it acceptable to Persons intending to 
emigrate from the Limed Kingdom; one was the System of special Surveys, the other“the 
Disposal of building Allotments in new Towns by means of a Lottery or Raffle, the Tickets 
ot which Lottery were given gratuitously or next to gratuitously, to the Purchasers of a 
certain .Number of Country Acres. 

G Th !i a{ th f 6 A Invemions secured very great Advantages to early Settlers. The 
Second added to the Attractions of the Scheme some of that Excitement which is produced 
m the human Mind by gambling. 

That both acted powerfully in the first Settlement of South Australia cannot be doubted; 
but as it is not proposed to introduce either of them at Port Phillip, it maybe, perhaps 
concluded that they are no longer to form a Part of what is called the South Australian 
bystem. 

(46,-App.) 0 2 Never- 
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Nevertheless, in the Settlement which has recently been formed on the South Australian 
Principle, at Port Nicholson, the same Plan has been pursued; to each Purchaser of 100 
Acres of Land a Lottery Ticket was given, by which he had a good Chance of obtaining a 
Prize of 1,000/.; indeed, it is asserted on good Authority, that many of the Prizes in this 
Lottery have already sold for Sums varying from 100Z. to 1,000/. 

The Invention of special Surveys was certainly well calculated to advance one of the main 
Objects of the System, that of causing the Lands to be occupied in the Order of their natural 
Advantages, for under it any. Person might demand to have a Survey made of 15,000 Acres 
in the best Locality he could select, on binding himself to take no more than 4,000; which 
4,000 he might select as he chose, provided only that he took them in Portions of not less 
than Eighty Acres each. With such a Privilege, a Purchaser of course selected all the good 
Land, and left the bad. 

The System of special Surveys, as at first introduced into South Australia, was not even 
guarded by the Precaution of preventing a Purchaser from selecting a narrow Strip of Land 
along the Bank of a River, and thus possessing himself of a vast Extent of what is called 
“ Water Frontage,” at a Price infinitely below its Value. 

It is well known in New South Wales that whoever has the Water Frontage on any River 
lias the Command of all the Land in the Rear of it, often for many Miles, or of the Lands 
which are familiarly called “ the back Run.” 

Even in the early Days of the Colony, when Grants of Land were made with the greatest 
Profusion, so well was the Value of Water Frontage understood, that the Extent of any 
Grant of Land along the Bank of a River was never allowed to be more than One Fourth 
of the Breadth of it, measured at right Angles to the Course of the River. 

Thus, though the Governor for the Time being had the Power of granting Four Square 
Miles, under certain Conditions and Qualifications, these Four Square Miles (or 2,560 
Acres) could never carry with them more than One Mile of Water Frontage. 

When Land was no longer given away, but sold, this Regulation of the Government 
was considerably relaxed; but even at present in New South Wales no Person can, 
in pastoral Districts, (and the whole Country, with very few Exceptions, is pastoral,) 
obtain a Mile of Water Frontage unless he buy all the Land to the Rear, to the Extent at 
least of a Mile. 

For such a Square Mile, or Section, as it is called, even if he get it at Auction at the 
present minimum Price of 12s. per Acre, he must pay 384/. ; but for good Land of this 
Sort, he would, in all probability, have to pay at Auction at least 500Z. 

In South Australia, where Land is divided into Sections of Eighty Acres each, he 
might get the same Extent of Water Frontage for 160Z., or he might have to pay for it 
320/., according as his special Survey had been measured for him by a friendly or unfriendly

The last Advantage sought to be derived from an uniform Price of Land is, that Persons 
on arriving in the Colony may at once acquire the Land they want, without being exposed 
to Delay, or to Competition at Auction. ° 1 

More may be advanced in favour of the System on this ground than on any other for 
whilst on the other Points it can be proved almost to Demonstration, that the System of 
selling by Auction is the best, it maybe admitted that the supposed Certainty of bemo able 
to settle at once on their own Land on arriving in the Colony lias had some considerable 
Effect in inducing People to emigrate from England. 

The supposed Advantage, when strictly examined, will, however, prove to be altogether 
delusive. So long as the Delusion lasts, it doubtless produces its Effect ; but such Is the 
Case also with other Delusions. 

It is in reality an Attempt to put, by artificial Means, a newly-arrived Emigrant on a 
par with the Settlor who lias gained Experience in the Colony ; and it may® safely be 
asserted that this is what no Measures, however artificially devised, can accomplish

South Wales with ail Order to take immediate Possession of his Land; how is he to pro- 
cecd .

If only small Districts, or a small Number 
of Districts, be open to him, he will infallibly find that all the good Land lias been 
previously taken, and occupied by those who, residing on the Spot and having far better 
Means ot Information of the comparative Value of Land than he can pretend to have, had 
an exceedingly great Advantage over him ; if, on the contrary, a vast Extent of Land be 
opened to him, he will be so puzzled how to choose, and so much afraid of choosing wrono-, 

*. atb ? , n J ab probability waste his Time, as well as bis Resources, before he makes up 
Ins Mind to choose at all. Land indeed he will be able to get, but unless he be perfectly 
indifferent to the Quality of his Land, his Difficulty in determining where to settle himself 
(46.— Arp.) 03 will 
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will be still almost as great as ever. This has been completely exemplified in New South 
Wales. A Person arriving in New South Wales with an Order for Land from the Com- 
missioners in England, will be in precisely the same Condition that a Person formerly was 
who (during the Time of gratuitous Grants) arrived with an Order for Land from the 
Secretary of State ; also in the same Situation that Military and Naval Settlers were in up 
to the End of the Year 1838, Permission having been granted them to select Land at 5s. 
an Acre, precisely on the same Grounds that it is now proposed to give it to Emigrants 
generally at 20s. per Acre, namely, that they might avoid the Delay and Inconvenience of 
waiting for an Auction. So great, however, in either Case was the Delay which usually 
occurred in their making their Choice, that it was found necessary to prescribe a Limit 
within which they were required to choose; and, though the Period of Four Months was 
fixed as the Limit, Applications for an Extension of the Time were very frequent, and 
generally complied with ; whilst amongst Military or Naval Settlers the Practice of late 
became almost universal, of selling their Right of Selection to Persons who had more 
Experience than themselves. As it was with one Class of Men so will it be with the other ; 
it is in the Nature of Things that it should be so, for the Selection of a Spot on which to 
fix for Life is a Matter of too great Importance to be done in a Hurry. 

From one or other of those Difficulties it seems impossible to escape ; if small Districts 
only of the Colony be opened successively to Purchasers at the fixed Price of 17. per Acre, 
all the good Land will be bought up by Speculators on the Spot ; if extensive Districts be 
opened, a new Comer must be so perplexed in making his Selection that he will lose as 
much Time or more than he would do if he had to buy at Auction, where, though he might 
be opposed, he would not be so likely to be misled. If it be sought to meet this Difficulty 
by reserving entire Districts or Parishes for Settlers from the United Kingdom, and by 
not allowing Persons on the Spot to select out of such Parishes or Districts, the Regulation 
would be very easily evaded by the Employment of Agents in England; and it may pro- 
bably be pretty safely assumed that however prudent, politic, wise, or ingenious may be the 
Regulations laid down by the Commissioners in England, the Speculators or Land Sharks 
in New South Wales will be ingenious enough to defeat them. 

It may further here be remarked, that it is by no means desirable for Persons on their 
first Arrival in Australia to become Purchasers of Land. The Settler who has only a few 
Hundreds of Pounds at Command will, in general, find on his Arrival that he was wrong in 
thinking to invest any Portion of his Capital in Land, and his first Endeavour will probably 
be to disembarrass himself of his Land Order, by selling it for what it will fetch. So long 
as Land is rising in the Market he will be able to sell it at a Premium, and if Land Orders 
are to take Precedence according to their Date, the buying of them will become a Source of 
very profitable Speculation. The newly arrived Emigrant may not be able to wait for his 
Land, but the Speculator or Land Shark can wait, and of course he will wait until Land 
that he likes be opened : if, on the contrary, the Priority in Choice be not in any way de- 
pendent on the Priority of Date, then a real Scramble will ensue, in which it is also only 
reasonable to suppose that the experienced Land Shark will have an Advantage over the 
inexperienced and newly arrived Emigrant; in fact, the whole Scheme seems, as it was 
before said, to be conceived in the Delusion that it is possible by any artificial Means, such 
as Regulations of Government, to put the one upon a Par with the other. 

It has hitherto been assumed that the Lands open to Selection at an uniform Price are to 
be limited to such Quantities as may from Time to Time be proclaimed by the Govern- 
ment ; also that no Land is to be opened that is not surveyed. 

If this be the Case, a fresh Source of Pressure from without will be opened to the Govern- 
ment. Persons will not be content to buy Refuse Lands, as they will be called, after the 
best Lots of any District have been culled out; but the opening of new Lands will be con- 
stantly demanded, and the Authority of the Secretary of State will be adduced to prove 
that it is the Intention of Her Majesty’s Government that nobody is to buy inferior Land. 

It may be reasonable to ask, will the local Government be strong or steady enough to 
resist such Demands, and if not, will any 1 surveying Staff that can be sent out from England 
be strong enough to supply the Demand ? If, on the contrary, unsurveyed Lands are °o be 
open to Selection, the chaotic Confusion into which the Colony will be thrown is beyond 
Conception. ' J 

A very large Proportion of the Land which is to form the new District of Port Phillip 
is already in die licensed Occupation of the Squatters of New South Wales, a Class of 
Persons whom it would be wrong to confound with those who bear the same Name in 
America, and who are generally Persons of mean Repute and of small Means, who have 
taken unauthorized Possession of Patches of Land. Amongst the Squatters of New South 
W ales are the wealthiest of the Land, occupying, with the Permission of Government, Thou- 
sands and Tens of Thousands of Acres. Young Men of good Family and Connexions in 
England, Officers of the Army and Navy, Graduates of Oxford and Cambridge, are also in 
no small Number amongst them. 

At the End of 1839, the Cattle depastured beyond the Boundaries was returned as 
tollows, though probably the real Quantity was much greater :

The Number of Acres in Cultivation was also returned as 7,287.

It is true that the Occupiers or Squatters themselves will have an equal Chance with the EortPhilhp. 
rest; but they will have only an equal Chance, and therefore it is that there must be a 
Scramble. It is true also, that the Squatters have at present no secured Possession of their 
Lands, nor even any Right of Pre-emption over them. They are well aware that they have 
not, and they know that such Lands will eventually be taken from them, or that they will 
have to purchase them at an advanced Price. But they have always reckoned on having 
some lime to prepare themselves for such an Event; they have considered that the Govern- 
ment would continue to act upon the same System which has been so long in use, and that 
the Country would be opened successively to Location, one District after another; that even 
when the evil Day came they would have a fair Chance with others at a fair Auction • and 
that no Person could at any Rate get Possession of their Lands, with the Improvements’ they 
had made on them, without paying to the Government the Value of them. But under the 
new bystem (if it be to extend to unsurveyed as well as to surveyed Lands) the unhappy 
bquatter may see his Lands and his Improvements wrested from him by his nearest Neigh- 
bour or by his bitterest Enemy, and himself reduced to Ruin, unless he can in his Turn 
beggar somebody else ; and he will not even have the poor Consolation of knowing that 
the public Revenue is a Gainer by his Loss. The Lands for which he would (if allowed 
lime to do so) willingly give 20 7. per Acre, will be sold for 20s. before he can look around 

The Matter is of too great Importance to be hastily dismissed ; therefore, even at the 
Risk of some Repetition, the Principles on which the new System is founded must be a^ain 
examined. ° 

First There is, it is said, some definable Ratio between Land and Labour, and therefore 
the 1 rice of Land should be regulated by the Price at which Labour can be supplied, in 
such Quantity, that the Proflts derived from Land and Labour may be at a Maximum. 

Ihe Pioposition, as applied to Australia, may be enounced somewhat in the following 
1 erms. In order to obtain a maximum Quantity of Produce from a given Quantity of 
Labour, that Labour must be employed in the Ratio or Proportion of Three Men to 100 
Acres. But these Men must have (or ought at least to have) each a Wife; consequently 
to cultivate 100 Acres of Land in the most advantageous Manner Six Persons must be sent 
from the United Kingdom to Australia. 

, Passa ge of these People will cost 1007., therefore the 100 Acres ought to be sold 

lor 100L; and the Value of Land is consequently at once authoritatively fixed at 17. per 
Acre. This is henceforth to be the sufficient Price ; anything more is too much, anything 
less is too little. J ° 

If the assumed Facts be true, the Conclusion that no Land should be sold for the 
1 urpose of Cultivation at a less Price than 17. per Acre may seem to follow, but why none 
proved ^ S ° ^ *° l more ’ ^ more can obtained for it, does not seem quite so satisfactorily 

It might be convenient to the Three Labourers and their Wives to have a Blacksmith, or 
a Carpenter, or a Tailor in their Neighbourhood ; and any extra Price obtained for the Land 
might be employed in supplying one. But 17. per Acre is said to be the sufficient Price, and 
therefore they must get Tailors or Blacksmiths as they can. 

Without at all questioning the Accuracy of the Ratio of Labour to Land, which requires 
I hree Men to 100 Acres when that Land is to be cultivated, it is quite sufficient to repeat 
that scarcely One Hundredth Part of the Land sold by the Government in Australia is ever 
purchased for the Purpose of being cultivated. 

Australia is essentially a pastoral Country, and must remain such for Ages. 

Allowing, therefore, the above Ratio to hold good in respect to Land purchased for the 
1 urposes of Cultivation, it remains to be inquired what the sufficient Price of pastoral Land 
would be upon the same Principle. 

A Shepherd in New South Wales commonly takes care of from 700 to 1,000 Sheep ; 
but as 600 are considered the proper Number for a Flock, no more than 600 shall be 
assumed as under his Charge. 

.To obtain a maximum Return of Wool and Mutton from the Flock, it is necessary 
that an Extent of Four Acres for each Sheep, or 2,400 Acres for each Flock, should be 
allowed. 

The Shepherd must have (or ought at least to have) a Wife; consequently it will be 
necessary to provide for the Passage of Two Persons from Europe, instead of One. Their 
1 assage will cost 407., which consequently ought to be the Price of the 2,400 Acres of Land ; 
therefore the sufficient Price of Land is 4 d. per Acre ; anything more than 4d. is too much ; 
anything less than 4 d. is too little. 

By introducing different Elements into the Calculation, such as the Probability of either 
the Agriculturists or Shepherds having Children as well as Wives, and by affording in a 
greater or less Degree the Assistance of Carpenters, Blacksmiths, &c., any Sum whatsoever 
might just as well be called the sufficient Price as either 4d. or 20s.

and The Lands at Port Phillip are now bought eagerly at Prices varying from -12s. to 5007. ; 

Port Phillip. and surely it may be asked why, when Persons are found to buy them at such Prices, they 
should all be sold indiscriminately at 20s. 

Had Port Phillip been opened on the South Australian System, a Loss would already 
have been sustained of J 79,0007, out of 331,0007. which has been realized. If the recent 
Order had been put in force without waiting for further Instructions from the Secretary of 
State, a further Loss of 800,0007. and upwards would, according to the Estimate formed by 
the chief Officers of the Government of New South Wales, have been incurred in less 
probably than Three Weeks from the Promulgation of the Order. 

Amongst the numerous Articles of which a new Settler stands in need, there are perhaps 
very few which it would not be more for his Advantage to have at a fixed Price than Land ; 
it is rarely advantageous in any Part of Australia for a newly arrived Emigrant to become 
a Proprietor of Land, unless his Capital be considerable. 

It would be far more advantageous to him to be supplied with Sheep or Oxen at a 
fixed Price, or, on his first Arrival in Sydney, that the Price of his Lodgings should be so 
regulated. 

The Second great Object of the South Australian System is to ensure the Cultivation of 
the Lands in the Order of their natural Advantages; and this is supposed to be secured by 
means of the uniform Price. 

That the uniform Price secures the Appropriation of the best Land first, is pretty evident ; 
that it secures even the Occupation of them is doubtful ; that it secures the Cultivation of 
them is very much more than doubtful. If there be any great Advantage in selling 
all the good Land first, then the System of special Surveys ought not to be abandoned 
It is true that the System requires the Survey of 15,000 Acres, in order to secure 
the Sale of 4,000 ; that it increases the Dispersion of the Agriculturists, and therefore 
renders Combination or Co-operation amongst them difficult; that it lays each small 
Settler under the Necessity of making a Road for himself ; but still it seems to secure the 
Object of selling the best Land first, and therefore it should, according to the new Theory 
be good. ' 

The Third great Principle of the South Australian System is that of checking the 
Dispersion of the Settlers, (and therefore at variance with special Surveys, the Tendency 
of which is to create Dispersion), so as to enable them to combine their Efforts ; and this 
is acknowledged, as far as agricultural Purposes are concerned, to be most desirable- 
but Australia, it must be once more observed, is not an agricultural but a pastoral 
Country, and Dispersion is essential to its Prosperity. Whatever the Inconveniences (and 
without Doubt they are many) which Dispersion brings with it, the Country must be content 
to bear with. 



In order to prevent Dispersion the South Australian System proposes to put a high Price 
upon Land when it is sold, and either to prevent the Occupation of unsold Land (squatting 
or to render such Occupation difficult. ' ’ al 

That Land should be sold at a high Price, or at a much higher Price than it former]? 
n-as, is equally the Argument herein maintained, as it is the Argument of the South 
Australians. In fact the mam Object of this Paper is to ensure a higher Price than can be 
obtained in South Australia, by getting rid of the South Australian Maximum, a fixed 
Price being evidently a Maximum as well as a Minimum.

I have received your Despatch (No. 189) of the 19th December last, notifying the iRthSP ^55*’ 
Measures which you had adopted for giving effect to the Instructions addressed to you 7 ' 

under the Royal Sign Manual for the Division of the Territory of New South Wales into 
Three separate Districts, and for introducing into the Southernmost District the System of 
selling Land at the uniform Price of 1/. an Acre. 

I have also received your Despatch (No. 192) of the 19th of December last, enclosing 
a Memorandum stating your Views on the Subject of the Disposal of Lands in New South 
Wales. 

I perceive that, acting on the Advice of your Council, you had reserved from Sale certain 
Portions of Land pending further Instructions from Her Majesty’s Government, those 
Lands being such as had been previously advertised at a higher upset Price than U per 
Acre, and all Lands still unsold lying within a Distance of Five Miles from either of the 
Towns of Melbourne, Geelong, or Portland. 

Under the Circumstances which you have stated, you appear to have exercised a very 
sound Discretion in suspending the Sale of the Lands in question, and I fully approve of 
your having so done. 

I have read with much Attention and with considerable Interest the Memorandum on 
the Disposal of Lands which accompanied your Despatch No. 192. 

I beg to express my Acknowledgment of the Clearness and Ability with which you have 
stated your Views on that Subject. I shall communicate further with the Land and 
Emigration Commissioners, and will give the Question all that Consideration which its 
Importance demands; you will then receive further Instructions for your Guidance on 
the Subject.

Copy of a Letter from T. F. Elliot Esq. and the Hon. E. E. Villiers to 
J. Stephen Esq. 

Colonial Land and Emigration Office, 9, Park Street, 
Sir, Westminster, ] 7th July 1 841. 

Understanding that the Committee of the House of Commons on South Australia 
would be likely to turn its Attention to some of the general Questions connected with the 
Disposal of Land, we thought it would be the most convenient Course to suspend, until 
the Result of their Inquiries, our Reply to your Letter of the 19th May last, enclosing 
Two Despatches from Sir George Gipps ; the one (No. 189) reporting the Measures which 
he had adopted for dividing New South Wales into Three Districts, and establishing in 
the Southernmost of them the System of selling Land at an uniform Price of 1/. per Acre ; 
the other (No. 192), containing a Memorandum in favour of the Method of Sale by 
Auction. 

The Question between these Two Modes of disposing of Land is obviously, as we had 
occasion to remark in a Report dated the 12th May last, not only one of much Importance 
in itself, but also one upon which there is Room for Difference of Opinion amongst Persons 
possessed of the best Means of judging. On this point we can do little more than repeat 
the Observations made in our Report above referred to. Only a short Time previously 
to the Communication of the present Despatches from the Governor of New South Wales 
we received, in your Letter of the 31st March, a Despatch from the Lieutenant Governor 
of Van Diemen’s Land, in which, grounding his Views on the Experience he and his 
Council had had of the practical Evils attendant upon Auction, he strongly recommended 
a Recourse to the Plan of selling Land at a fixed Price of 20s. per Acre. Experience 
also led Sir Janies Stirling, as appears in his former official Reports on Western Australia, 
to the Conclusion that there were Evils tending to the Discouragement of Purchasers, 
inseparable from an exclusive System of Auction. 

Again, in Canada, where Experience on the Subject is extensive, and has been accu- 
mulating during a long Period, Lord Sydenham has thought it necessary to abolish Auction 
in the Sale of public Lands, and to offer them at a fixed Price ; and in Nova Scotia the 
House of Assembly has recently passed a Resolution, “ That the System of selling public 
Lands at Auction ought to be modified or abolished.” 

On the other hand Sir George Gipps, in the Despatches now before us, founding his 
\ iews on Observation in the Colony of New South Wales, where Sales of Land have of 
late 1 ears been carried to so great an Extent, expresses himself warmly and with much 
Ability in preference of the Method of Auction ; and in this Opinion he seems no more 
than to concur with the general Sentiments of the leading Authorities under his Government. 

The preceding Review will sufficiently show the Difference of Opinion which has existed 
amongst Authorities entitled to the highest Consideration. In recommending, at the 
Outset of our Duties in this Commission, the Adoption of the Plan of a fixed Price, we 
proceeded in great Measure on the universally prevalent Complaints of the Delays and 
Uncertainties, and even Frauds, connected with the System of Auction. These were not 
Evils that only suggested themselves speculatively as likely to adhere to that Mode of 
Sale, but they were a frequent Subject of Representation by actual Settlers and Emigrants • 
and there appeared to be a general Desire that an Attempt should be made to remedy 
them by a Recourse to a fixed Price. Sir George Gipps, however, now expresses his 
Opinion that the same Inconveniences must still be felt under that Method of Sale ; and 
in fact, that they are more or less inseparable from the Condition of newly arrived Settlers!

This View has now been confirmed by the high Authority of the Committee of the 
ouse of Commons on the Affairs of South Australia, and we believe that, if carried into 
execution under salutary Regulations of Detail, it would meet the main Considerations 
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urged with so much Force by the Governor of New South Wales. Instead, therefore, of Appendix U. 

entering more minutely in his Despatches, we shall perhaps better employ the Remainder 

of this Communication in submitting to Lord John Russell such Remarks as have occurred Pa J e I s res P Bcl '"S 
to us, upon that Part of the South Australian Committee’s Report which relates to tile Ne ™^icth°\Va”es 
Subject of Land. and 

The principal Recommendations of the Committee are, Fort Phillip. 

Firstly. Hiat all Lands should be exposed to Auction at an upset Price, but that if not " 
bought, they should be open to absolute Purchase, during the Intervals between the 
periodical public Sales, at the same Price at which they had previously been offered to 
Competition. 

Secondly. That from this Rule should be partially excepted Pasture Lands under 
Licence, which should not be sold, unless by Consent of the Occupier, at any other than 
the public Sales by Auction, nor perhaps then without due Warning to the Occupier. 

Thirdly. That Lands bought in Blocks of not less than 20,000 Acres should also be 
excepted, subject, however, to never being sold at less than the minimum upset Price of 
the Colony. 

Fourthly. That the minimum Price at which Lands might be sold should be raised con- 
siderably above the present Amount of 1 1 . per Acre. 

In the general Principle of the First of the above Recommendations we have already 
shown that we concur. And we subscribe also to the Second, and the Third, merely pro- 
posing to add to the former of the Two some Regulations calculated to render its Opera- 
tion more complete. We shall proceed, therefore, now to state the Suggestions of Detail 
we have to offer in respect to the Execution of these several Recommendations of the 
Committee. 

Firstly. At Page xiv, it is said, “ as fast as each District is surveyed and divided into 
Sections, the Land contained within it should be submitted to public Competition j” we do 
not suppose it to be meant by this, that the whole of a given District, however large, must 
be exposed to Sale in One Day when the Survey is finished, but it may not be superfluous 
to guard against that Misconstruction. It is assumed in the Report, that Lands of any 
special Advantages will attract Competition, and fetch their Value ; but this evidently 
could not be, if the Extent offered to Sale at once exceed altogether the Means of Colonial 
Capitalists. Within Five Miles of the Two Towns of Melbourne and Geelong alone, the 
unsold Lands have been estimated by Three Officers of the New South Wales Governmental 
upwards of a Million of Money. By this must be meant the possible Value at some future 
Period. It could not of course be supposed that if put up to Sale in One Day, this Million 
could have been bid and paid in New South Wales. We conceive, therefore, that it should 
not be understood as imperative on the Governor, to expose to Sale the whole of a new 
District, however large, at the first periodical Sale, but that he should guide himself by 
the Rule of taking care always to have a large Stock on hand, as it were, of Country Lands 
which had been put at Auction, and which therefore would be purchaseable without 
public Competition. 

Secondly. We would submit that Land within the Sites of large Towns should be excepted 
from the general Rule of falling under a fixed Price, and should never admit of being sold 
otherwise than by Auction. 

Thirdly. Seeing from Sir George Gipps’s Despatch, No. 189, of the 19 th December 1840, 
the very high Value which Land situated within Five Miles of large Towns will bear, and 
considering that these are of a Kind which it would be obviously unreasonable that every 
New-comer should expect to be able to obtain at the usual Price of ordinary rural Lots ; we 
are inclined to think it would be the simplest and best Rule, that, in Cases which the Governor 
in his Discretion should consider fitting, such Lands should be distinguished under the 
Name of Suburban Allotments, or some other appropriate Designation, and, like the Town 
Lands, should not be sold in any other Manner than by Auction. The Governor would 
have no Difficulty in providing for a plain Definition of the Lands to fall within this Rule ; 
as, for example, Lands within a Radius of Five Miles from the Site, or intended Site, of the 
Market Place, or of the Church. 

The upset Price for this and the Class of Lands noticed in the preceding Paragraph 
should be named in each Case according to the Discretion of the Governor. 

Fourthly. If Town and Suburban Allotments were thus excepted only Country Lands 
would remain, over which it would be reasonable and fair, that in the Manner designed by 
the Report, a Price representing the average Value should for the most part prevail, as a 
virtually fixed Price. The Report judiciously recommends (Page xiv.) that in all Cases 
(46. — App.) P 2 the 
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the Governor should have a wide discretionary Power; but as a general Rule, we conceive

New South Wales Fifthly. We suppose it to be meant by the present Report, but would suggest that it 
and mi S ht be well to express it more decidedly, that the upset Price at which Land" has failed 

to sell will not become fixed for ever, but that the Price may be raised at any subsequent 
Date, provided it be not done on the Occasion of any actual Offer, and so a«r a in at any 
future Period until eventually sold. ° ^ 

. S,xt %- U P on tlle Subject of Persons holding Pasture Licences, we think that some con- 
siderable Additions of Detail may be necessary in order to carry out the Spirit of the Com- 
mittee’s Views. 

The Wool-growers of Australia, depasturing their Flocks on Licence, are a Body of vital 
Importance, whose Pursuits should be exposed to no needless Interruptions and Uncertainties. 
Tbeir Licences, we believe, are annual, and they ought to be secured for a corresponding 
Period ; or if in any Cases the Licences are not at present annual, it would appear desirable 
that they should be made so hereafter. We would suggest then, first, that Lauds under 
Licence should never admit of being sold except at the Expiration of the Year; secondly 
if applied for, they should he put up at the first periodical Sales of the Year, but upon 
Condition that Time had been given for a Month’s previous Notice from the Government 
to the Occupier, and also that, if sold, a definite Period should be allowed afterwards (pro 
vided a proportionate Part of the yearly Charge on account of Licence, &c. be paid) for 
the Occupier to find a new Ron and remove his Flocks. The Governor could best decide 
what should be named as the general Period, bnt we should suppose not less than One 
Month nor more than Three. Thirdly, it might happen, that without the Lands being 
applied for, the Government might wish to add them to their Stock of Lands standing at a 
fixed Trice. Tins Case might he met either by declining to renew the Licence or bv 
setting up the licensed Land to Auction as above, and if not sold then, by considering that 
it should be open to all Parties to purchase it at the upset Price at the Expiration of any 
future Year, subject to the same Rules as above upon previous Notice, and a subsequent 
Period of Grace; and with the further Condition, in this Case, though not applicable to 
Auction, that the Occupier should have a Right of Pre-emption. The Conditions thus 
suggested may seem more numerous than could be wished, but we do not feel that anv 
fewer would be consistent, either with Fairness to Individuals, who pay an annual Rent to 
Government, or with Justice to the best Interests of these great pastoral Colonies 

Seventhly. The Case of Lands, of which the Price may have been raised hv l,u i- 
but the Deposit forfeited afterwards, will require ,o be provided for.

itself to effect this Object, we must observe that the Extent to which the Price can be raised 
has Limits, beyond which no Authority will avail. Just as the Smuggler places a Limit 
beyond which the Doties of Customs cannot be increased, so the Squatter would defeat an 
indefinite Increase of the Price of Land; for, as soon as the Consideration demanded by 
Government for granting a Title became extravagant, Persons would prefer the Course of 
taking Land without a Title, and bearing the Risk. 

It appears to us, that as to the possible Effect of alow Price in withdrawing Persons from 
labouring for hire in the Colony, there may be some Misapprehension as to the State of 
1-acte. In North America, where Lots were of small Size, and their Value was to be 
realized by Force of human Labour only, it is not questioned that too great a Facility 
of acquiring Land withdrew large Numbers from the Class of Labourers. But in the Aus- 
tralian Colonies, where Land requires to be in large Quantities, for the principal Use to 
Winch it is turned, and where also the Profit to be derived from it depends not upon mere 
human Toil, but upon the Acquisition and rearing of Stock, requiring a considerable further 
Uutlay of Capital, it may well be doubted whether the same Effect is to be apprehended. 

We certainly do not remember to have seen it mentioned in any official Accounts from these 
Co tonics, that Land has been acquired by Persons in the Condition and with the Means of 
Labourers, and Sir George Gipps, in the Memorandum which forms one of the Papers now 
under consideration, mentions, that it is “rarely advantageous in any Part of Australia for 
“ a newly-arrived Emigrant to become a Proprietor of Land, unless his Capital is consider- 
able.” This would seem to imply that the Temptation held out by Land to People of 
small Means is not very considerable. The Truth perhaps is, that various other Causes 
besides the Price of Land, must govern the usual Rate of Wages. It is, we believe, gene- 
rally understood, that where the Capital which can be profitably used in employing Labour 
is very large, in proportion to the Number of Labourers that can be obtained, Wao-es will 
be high; and this will continue equally true, whatever might be the existing Land** Regu- 
lations. We fear, therefore, that if we were to undertake progressively to increase the Price 
of Land until Labour should be abundant, and Employment as much divided as in old 
Countries, we might possibly extinguish the Land Sales before we should have reduced 
Wages; that we might seriously diminish the Resources for producing the great Staple of 
the Australian Settlements, and perhaps have engendered an extensive System of unautho- 
rized squatting. We feel the Force of this Apprehension this more, when we advert to the 
Opinion of the Committee, that after once a minimum Price has been declared, it ought not 
to admit of being lowered, except by an Act of the British Parliament. 

Ihe foregoing are the Reasons upon which we would submit that there are hardly 
sufficient Data in this Country for immediately raising the minimum Price of Lands in 
the Australian Colonies, and that instead of acting at once upon the Recommendation of 
the Committee to that Effect, it might be more prudent to require a Report on the Subject 
from the several Governors of the Settlements to which the Measure would apply. 

We have now submitted such Remarks as have been suggested to us by the important 
Despatches referred to us from Sir George Gipps on the Manner of disposing of Land, 
and by the Report of the South Australian Committee, so far as it relates to the same 
Subject. We have described the Measures which will meet, we hope, to a great Extent 
the main End of the Considerations urged in the former; and with regard to the latter* 
we have pointed out the Regulations which appear to us expedient for carrying out the 
Spirit of most of the Committee’s Recommendations, while we have explained the Reasons 
for which we apprehend that the Execution of one of them had better be suspended until 
further Information. It will only remain for us now to await Lord John Russell’s In- 
structions upon such Alterations as may be determined on in the Manner of disposing of 
Lauds in the Australian Colonies. °

My dear Sir, Off Partridge Island. 

It is with pleasur I write you these few lines to inform you of our safe arrival here 
after a moderate passage of 34 days. I am sure you will be quite glad, when I tell you, 
I have only lost two passengers, An Old women aged sixty who died from general debility, 
I had about sixty fever cases, but I managed to check them all with the exception of ten, 
which became extreme cases, and out of the ten I only lost one man, There were three 
births on board of which two are dead, the other is doing well, There were a great many 
other complaints, which is to be expected where there are so many people, 20th The 
doctor came on board and Sent on Shore thirty-three passengers, three fever cases the 
others convalesunt, 1 hree of the crew one fever two convalesunt Myself officers and the 
rest of crew are all pretty well, as are also Mr. Yetts and Mrs. Purden. Saturday 21st This 
is a beautiful day all hands Employed scraping washing and cleaning the Ship, passengers 
washing and cleaning their Clothes, at 11 a. m. the doctor came on board and looked at 
every one individually and counted the number in all 503 The number by the list 487 
which makes 16 Stowaways, he sent on shore only 3 convalescent. Sunday 22st, This is 
another fine day, all the passengers clean & nice looking, at 3 P. M. Sent on Shore 33 
passengers, You must not think for a moment, My Dear Sir that all those landed are sick, 
no, The cause is this, If the mother is sick the whole family must go along with her, & 
if a brother or comrade, then of course there brothers and comrades must go also not 
more than a third of those landed are sick, No 69 in all, I am sorry to say that between 
Saturday Afternoon and Monday Morning five infants died, rather a singular circum- 
stance, considering we did not loose one on the voyage till we came here, One man died 
on the island this morning Monday 23 tU A Splendid morning, all the passengers clean 
and tidy and packing up there little traps for the shore, Poor things I am sorry to see 
some of them, landing without friends or money on a foreign shore, but God is able to 
provide for them all. Agreeable to your request I- will serve out all the left provisions, 
when they are landed, And to those who seem most needful I will give a little money, 
say from 2s. to 2s. 6d. each and I know under the circumstances you will not find fault 
with me. At ten a. m. the docter came on board and after pronouncing the Ship clean

Copy of a Despatch from Lieutenant Governor Sir W. M. G. Colebrooke 
to Lord Stanley. 

Mv Lord Fredericton, N.B., 29th August 1845. 

J ’ (Received 1 5th September 1845.) 

I have the Honour to inform your Lordship that I have received a Memorial from an 
Association formed in London for promoting the Construction of a Railway from Halifax 
to Quebec and Montreal through this Province, in which, as a Provisional Board, they 
lequest the Assistance of this Government in obtaining from the Provincial Legislature an 
Act for their Incorporation as a Company, and to secure to them certain Facilities and 
Advantages in carrying into effect the proposed Work. 

They have also intimated that they have entered into Communication with Her Majesty’s 
Government in regard to the projected Undertaking, considering, that, if carried out, it 
will supersede the Construction of the contemplated Military Road through the Provinces. 

Having conferred with the Executive Council, and with several influential Persons on 
the Subject here and at St. John’s, there appears to be a very general Disposition to 
co-operate with the Association, the early Attainment of whose Views will be much facili- 
tated by a Declaration of their Intention to adopt a Line of Communication from Halifax 
to a convenient Port in the Bay of Fundy,and thence across the Bay to the Cities of 
St. John and Fredericton, by which the Communication between the United States and 
England would be carried through Nova Scotia. 

By the next Mail I hope to he able to forward a Report from the Chamber of Com- 
merce of St. John upon the Subject, and also the Particulars of a Plan which has for some 
Time been in contemplation for carrying a Railroad from St John to the Great Falls, by 
which the large Traffic between those Places would be facilitated, and which is now 
impeded by Obstructions in the River, the Removal of which would involve <rreat 
Expense. ° 

I readily subscribe to the Opinion of the Association that the Substitution of a Railway 
for the proposed military Road would afford a more prompt and efficient Medium of Com- 
munication between the Provinces, and I would accordingly recommend that the utmost 
Encouragement should be held out to the Undertaking by Her Majesty’s Government as 
a Means, with other Advantages, of providing more effectively for the Defence of the 
Provinces with a smaller Amount of Force.

As the River Saint John is navigable for Steam Vessels from die City of Saint John to 
die City o Ficdencto", and on which there are now Steamers plying nightly and daily, the 
Object of tins Company is to commence the Railway at Fredericton, and to extend it to the 
Grand Falls, and afterwards to connect it by a Line direct to Saint John. 

It ought here to be observed, that if the contemplated Halifax and Quebec Railway should

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Saint John, by a Line from Halifax direct to some convenient and safe Harbour on the Bay 
of Fundy, accessible to Steamers at all Seasons of the Year, thence by Steam Boat to the 
City of Saint John, a Distance of about Thirty-five Miles ; and the Line from Quebec could 
again come in connexion with this Company’s Line at the Grand Falls. 

The Distance from the City of Fredericton to the Grand Falls, by the Post Road is 136 
Miles, but the Line by which the Railway will probably run must shorten the Distance 
several Miles ; taking then the Distance at 130 Miles, and the Situation of the Country 
through which it will pass, and the average Cost of Railways per Mile in the United States, 
it is estimated that 5OO,O0OZ. Currency of this Province, or 400,OOOZ. Sterling, will be the 
outside Cost of the Railway, including Cars and Engines, from the City of Fredericton to 
the Grand Falls ; and the Distance from Fredericton to the City of Saint John, by the 
Line that the Railway will probably run, would be about Sixty Miles; and taking into 
Consideration the probable Expense of Branch Railways, and also of Steam Vessels which 
the Company may find it advantageous to put on different Parts of the River as well as 
Lakes, it is estimated that the Capital of 1,500,000Z. will be more than sufficient to accom- 
plish the whole, and there can be no Doubt in the Mind of any reflecting Person of its 
yielding a profitable Return to the Stockholders. But in order to prevent the Possibility 
of Loss to the Company, the Province will grant to the Company a Bonus of from 10,000/. 
to 15,000/. per Year for Five Years from the Time the Railway is got into operation from 
Fredericton to the Grand Falls, which Sum was contemplated by the Legislature to be 
appropriated annually towards the Improvement of the Navigation of the River Saint John 
between Fredericton and the Grand Falls, which would be rendered uncalled for, if the 
Railway be established, and the Province will also give to the Company full Permission to 
carry the Railway through and over ungranted Lands gratis, and all Timber and Materials 
that from such Crown Lands can be procured from the Work, as well as Grants in Blocks 
of ungranted Lands that the Company may require at the several Stations of the Railway. 
Moreover, individual Landowners will without Doubt cheerfully give the Land required for 
the Railway, for the sake of having it pass through and increase the Value of their Property ; 
and as the Railway will be carried through a Country surrounded with valuable Timber 
suitable for the Purposes of the Work, it may be accomplished at a far less Expense than in 
England, and even than in the United States. The Fuel also required for working the 
Engines can be supplied at a very trifling Cost along the Line, at the different Stations that 
may be appointed by the Company. 

The Population of the Country through which this Railway will pass, and of that above 
the Grand Falls of British Subjects, who are chiefly engaged in Merchandize, Lumbering, 
and Agriculture, exceeds Forty thousand. The Population also of the American Territory 
there carrying on Lumbering to a vast Extent, who have no Means of getting their Timber 
to Market save by the River Saint John, will then, by this Railway, be able to obtain their 
Supplies from the Port of Saint John at a far more moderate Cost than from any other 
Source; which clearly shows the great Importance of the Project. 

The great Object of this Company is to get the Railway completed between the City of 
Fredericton and the Grand Falls as soon as possible, and that the Work should com- 
mence as early in the ensuing Spring as Circumstances will admit, not doubting that the 
Legislature of the Province will, at its next Meeting in January, grant all the Facilities in 
support of the Company before set forth. 

A Bill for incorporating the Company, embracing all the foregoing Objects, will be laid 
before the Legislature for Enactment at its Meeting in January next, and will, no doubt, 
pass without Opposition. The Bill will give Power to the Company to commence Operations 
as soon as 300,000Z. of the Stock is taken up, and to make such Bye Laws and Regulations 
as may be deemed necessary for the good Government of the Company. 

A fair Calculation of the annual Profits to be derived by the Company from this Railway 
will be seen by the Schedule hereunto annexed, and which will be increased to a great 
Extent annually, after the Railway is once got into Operation. 

In the Province of New Brunswick a large Proportion of the Stock will be taken up by 
Capitalists, convinced as they are that it will prove a most advantageous Investment of their 
Money.

Copy of a Despatch from Lieutenant Governor Sir W. M. G. Colebrooke to Lord Stanley. 

My Lord Fredericton, N.B., 13th November 1845. 

tS J ’ (Received 1st December 1845.) 

Referring to my Despatches, No. 82. of the 29th of August and No. 88. of the 
6th September, on the Subject of the Plans projected in England and in' this Province 
for the Establishment of Railway Communications, I have now the Honour to enclose 
a Report of the Chamber of Commerce at St. John, and having taken Occasion since 
receiving that Report, and during a recent Visit to that Place, to confer with a Number of 
influential Gentlemen who have formed themselves into a provincial Committee for more 
effectual Co-operation with the Promoters of the Undertaking in England, I entered with 
them into a full Consideration of establishing the more direct and expeditious Line of 
Communication through the Provinces, and which would rather facilitate than retard the 
ccomplishment of the Lines in which the local Communities might be interested. 

(46—App.) r 3 From 
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From the Correspondence which has already passed on the Subject of a Military Road 
through the Provinces, your Lordship is aware that it has been considered of Importance 
that the Communication between the Provinces should be secured by retiring it from the 
American Frontier, as defined by the Treaty of Washington, and that after a careful 
Examination of the Country by Colonel Holloway and the Officers employed under him a 
Line has been traced out from Quebec along the St. Lawrence to the Ilivi^re de Loup, 
and from thence passing between the Lake Tamiscouata and the Restigouche to the Grand 
Falls of the St. John, and thence without crossing that River to Boiestown on the Mira- 
michi, and to the Bend of the Petticodiac River on the Bay of Fundy. 

From the Reports of Colonel Holloway and his Officers it appears that in traversing the 
Highlands the most difficult Grades do not exceed One in Fifteen, and that these may be 
reduced by oblique and prolonged Circuits, that the bridging of the Streams will be 
attended with but little Difficulty, as the main Rivers, St.John and Miramichi, are avoided, 
and that the. projected Road would traverse a fertile and uncleared Country, presenting 
abundant Materials of Wood and Stone for the Construction of the Road, the average Ex- 
pense of which has been estimated for a Railway at 2,500Z. per Mile, for a macadamized Road 
2,000/. per Mile, and for a Plank Road 450Z. per Mile, the last subject to Repaivs in Five 
Years, and Renewal in Ten Years. The Rate of travelling on the last has been estimated at 
Seven to Eight Miles an Hour in Summer, and Five to Six in Spring and Autumn. Having 
lately accompanied Captain Owen in Her Majesty’s Steam Ship Columbia to the Port of 
Petticodiac, at the Head of the Bay of Fundy, and understanding from him that he had 
given his Attention to the comparative Merits of various Routes for Steamers across the 
Atlantic, and having at my Request drawn up some Observations, in which he has pointed 
out the Advantage of the Port of Canso or Wilmot in Nova Scotia, I have since my 
Return to Fredericton, with the Assistance of Mr. Wilkinson and Mr. Grant, Two expe- 
porM a P*" rfl ^®^” rienced Surveyors, compiled a Map, which I now enclose, to your Lordship, in which the 
Line of the Military Road from Quebec to the Petticodiac River is carried on to the 
Port in question, and the various Branches that would connect it with St.John’s, Halifax, 
and Fredericton. As the Position of the several Places included in the Map have been 
ascertained by the Observations of Captain Bayfield, Captain Owen, and other Authorities, 
the direct Distances may be assumed as correct, and it only remains that I should briefly 
point out to your Lordship the Advantage of the Line in question. 

* The Harbour of Canso, which was much frequented as a Fishing Station by the 
early Voyagers, is situated at the Entrance of a Strait of that Name leading to the 
St. Lawrence, and conveniently situated for Communication with Canada, Prince 
Edward’s Island, and Newfoundland to the North, and Halifax and other Ports to the 
South. It is described as “ an excellent Harbour, accessible at all Seasons of the Year;” 
being at the North-eastern Extremity of the American Continent it is nearer to Europe 
than any other Port, the direct Distance to the most westerly Ports of Ireland being 
about 2,000 Miles, a Distance that may be run in Seven Days ; and as the Voyage across 
the Atlantic may be accomplished in One Day less than to Halifax, it may be calculated 
that if a Railroad should be carried from that Port to Quebec by the Route through the 
Provinces which I have indicated, the Communication with that Place from England might 
be accomplished in the same Time now required to reach Halifax, and that by Branch 
Railroads to Halifax, St. John, and Fredericton, those Places may be respectively reached 
in about Four, Eight, and Ten Hours from Canso. The Line of Country from Canso 
to the Bend of Petticodiac is represented to be level, and well adapted for a Railroad, and 
the Mountains at the Head of the Boy of Fundy which intersect the Road from Halifax 
would be avoided. A Railway from Canso would pass within a few Miles of the Coal 
Mines of Pictou, and the other Ports in the Gulf of St. Lawrence (Shediac and Bay 
Verte), which it was proposed to unite with the Bay oF Fundy by a Canal. By continuing 
the Branch Road from Halifax to Digby or other convenient Port in the Bay of Fundy, 
the Communication by the Steamers in the Bay to Boston and Portland (as well as to 
St. John) would render Nova Scotia the Medium of the Intercourse between Great Britain 
and the Northern States of the Union ; for, as the Navigation from Canseau via Halifax 
to Boston would occupy nearly Half the Time required for the Voyage across the Atlantic, 
the Communication by Railroad to Digby would not only render the Intercourse with 
Europe more frequent, but in reality prove more expeditious. 

In the Observations of Captain Owen which are enclosed, your Lordship will observe, 
that in 1837 it was suggested to him that the Mails for the United States should be con-

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veyed to the Bay of Fundy from a Northern Port of Nova Scotia; and contemplating the Appendix Y. 
Advantage to which he adverts from the accelerated Rate of travelling by Railroad, it is p 
probable that the opening of a direct Line of Communication through the British on proposed 
Provinces, with Branches to St. John and Fredericton, would lead to a future Connexion Halifax and Quebec 
with the Boston and Portland Line, which, in the Prospect of rendering the United States Railway, 
the Medium of Communication with the Canadas, has been suspended in favour of the 
Line from Portland to Montreal. 

From the Importance of establishing a direct Line of Railway to Quebec for military 
and general Purposes, I conclude that Her Majesty’s Government would be prepared to 
encourage and support any Undertaking which was likely to be successful in accomplishing 
this Object 

If the Construction of 500 Miles of macadamized Road would cost, at 2,000?. a Mile, 
a Million Sterling, a Charge which Her Majesty’s Government might otherwise have to 
incur, a Grant of 20,000?. a Year, being the Interest of Half a Million at Four per Cent., 
for a Term of Years, would probably hold out effective Encouragement to any Association 
engaging in it with adequate Capital. A Concession of the Land and Materials (Wood 
and Stone) for Construction of a Railroad, as granted in the last Session for the Military 
Road through this Province, would probably be accorded by all the Provincial Legis- 
latures, and as the Land traversed by the Railroad is still for the most part unsettled and 
unreclaimed, a material Source of Expense would be avoided. 

In regard to commercial Advantages to be expected from the Undertaking, there can 
be no Doubt that the Intercourse with Halifax, Saint John, and Fredericton would hold 
out sufficient Encouragement to establish a Connexion of the Main Line with those Places, 
and that it would constitute a Part of any general Plan, and besides the Outlet afforded 
to Canada by the Bay of Fundy, that Province, by means of a direct Communication with 
an open Port in the Atlantic, would be able to export Produce to Europe during the 
Winter, and to receive Supplies of Coals. 

It is to be regretted that the Atlantic Steamers have not hitherto afforded Accommo- 
dation for Passengers of the labouring Classes who emigrate to this Continent. Hitherto 
they have proceeded by Sailing Ships bound to Quebec and Saint John, and the Impor- 
tance to them in the Spring of arriving early at their Places of Settlement, whereby the 
Season might be saved for Agricultural Operations, added to the Opportunity which would 
thus be afforded of being able at all Seasons to transport Troops expeditiously between ■ 
this Continent and Europe, would render this Part of the Plan deserving of special 
Encouragement. I enclose to your Lordship the Copy of a Report which has been made 
to me by Mr. Perley the Emigrant Agent at Saint John in relation to this Subject, and the 
Resolutions which have been passed by the Mayor and Common Council of Saint John. 

Should any Association be formed by Capitalists in England for the Prosecution of 
such an Undertaking, with the Support of Her Majesty’s Government, it would be advi- 
sable that Application should be made to the several Provincial Legislatures for the free 
Grant of Crown Lands along the projected Lines, and the Privilege of taking Wood and 
Stone from the unreclaimed Lands adjoining, as provided by the Laws of this Province 



for all great Roads. 

The great Reduction of the Expense of the Work would probably lead to the Employ- 
ment of Wood in the Construction of Railroads, and which would be further recommended 
by the Use of Payne’s or Burnett’s Process in preserving it from Fire. By the former 
the Wood is understood to be fossillised and thereby rendered indestructible. 

As Captain Owen has had no Opportunity of examining the Harbours on the North- 
eastern Coast of Nova Scotia, and as he has suggested another, as appearing from the 
Charts to be in some respects preferable to Canso, some further Inquiry will be 
desirable, with a view to ascertain which may be the most accessible during the Winter, 
and the least incommoded with Drift Ice. The Harbours in the Bay of Fundy are more 
or less subject to this from the Prevalence of the high Tides; and although these do not 
extend to the Eastern Shore of Nova Scotia, the same Inconvenience may prevail for a 
short Time during the breaking up of the Ice in the Gulf of Saint Lawrence. 

From the Resolutions of the Corporation of Saint John, it will be apparent to your 
Lordship that there is likely to be a Disposition to co-operate with the other Provinces in 
support of whatever general Plan may obtain the Approval of Her Majesty’s Government.

Report of the Chamber of Commerce of Saint John, New Brunswick, on the contemplated 
Railroad through the North American Colonies to Quebec. 

The Attention of the Chamber of Commerce of the City of Saint John having been 
called by his Excellency the Lieutenant Governor to the Subject of a Railroad contem- 
plated through the North American Colonies to Quebec, they beg leave respectfully to 
submit the following Report: 

That in a young Country like this, before a great Undertaking similar to the one con- 
templated can be brought to a successful Termination, it is absolutely necessary to obtain 
the Co-operation of Capitalists in England, which can only be effected by making it appear 
evident that they will receive a fair Remuneration for the Amount of Capital they may 
invest, and in order to do this it is necessary that the Railroad should pass through the 
most populous Parts of the Country, connecting all the large Towns, and, in addition to 
this, should comprise that Tract of Country through which the greatest Quantity of Mer- 
chandize is transmitted. 

Taking Halifax as the starting Point, Two Lines of Road prominently suggest them- 
selves, the one by Truro, Bend of Petticodiac, and from thence in as near a straight Line 
as the Nature of the Ground will admit, to the Great Falls of the Saint John River, and 
thence by the shortest and most convenient Route to Quebec. 

The other Line, from Halifax to Bridgetown, or to a Point between Annapolis and 
Bridgetown, where most convenient to cross the River, thence down the Granville Side to 
Indian Point, inside the Eastern Head of Digby Strait, accessible to Steamers at all 
Seasons of the Year ; thence by Steam-boat to Saint John, and thence up the Valley of the 
Saint John, through Fredericton and Woodstock, to the Grand Falls, and from thence, as 
in the former Line, by the shortest and most convenient Route to Quebec. 

In remarking upon the different Merits of these Two Lines, they believe that as to 
Distance they will be found very nearly alike ; but the first has the Advantage of avoiding 
the Bay of Fund}', which, they believe, is the only Advantage this Line possesses ; passing, 
as it does, from nearly where it enters this Province, through an entirely Wilderness 
Country, in which there is and can be no Traffic, the Business of the Railroad would be 
confined to carrying the Mails and what Troops might pass along the Line, and the Con- 
veyance of Passengers to and from the Mail Steamers. On these Grounds, therefore, they 
believe that the Earnings would not pay Plalf the Expenses that would be incurred in 
working this Line, making no Allowance for Interest of Capital invested. 

Widely different from this would be the other Line; entering the Province at the 
thriving commercial City of Saint John, with its commodious Harbour, accessible at all 
Seasons of the Year, — which City, at the last Census, contained a Population of 25,000 
Inhabitants, and at die Port of which, during the past Year, 1,501 Vessels, registering 
237,132 Tons, entered at the Custom House, and during the same Period the Imports 
amounted to 816,742/. Sterling® ; and on the 31st of December last the Tonnage owned in 
the Port amounted to 404 Vessels, registering 68,493 Tons ; — from this Point, proceeding 
along the Valley of the Saint John to Fredericton, the Seat of Government, situated at the 
Head of Tide Navigation, and distant Sixty-five Miles by Land and Eighty-four Miles by 
the River. Three Steam Boats and a large Number of Sloops and other River Craft are 
constantly plying between these Two Places ; but, as the Navigation is open for only little 
over Six Months in the Year, and as the Roads are nearly impassable for a Month at the 
setting in, and for about the same Time at the breaking up of the Winter, Plenty of 
Employment would be found for the Railroad on this Part of the Line. From Fredericton 
to the Grand Falls, distant 136 Miles, the River is rapid and interspersed with Bars, and 
can only be navigated by Flats towed by Horses — a Method which is very tedious, 
dangerous, and expensive, the Cost of conveying for this Distance being 3 Z. 10s. 
per Ton. 

When it is considered that nearly all the Lumber shipped at the Port of Saint John 
passes down the Saint John, a River which, for the Number and Size of its Tributaries, 
the Extent of the Country through which it passes, for the Volume of Water it discharges 
into the Ocean, and for the Richness of the alluvial Deposits on its Banks, is unrivalled °by 
any other River on this Side the Hudson ; and when it is likewise considered that nearly 
all the Supplies and Merchandize necessary for the Manufacture of this Lumber lias to be 
conveyed for a long Distance up a rapid and difficult Stream, and being Ice-bound for Six 
Months in the Winter, and unnavigable from the Lowness of the Water during Part of the 
Summer, we cannot at all doubt the Success and Remuneration to be derived from a Rail- 
road established on such a Line. The whole Distance from Halifax to Quebec, by this 
Line, will be found nearly as follows:— From Halifax to Indian Point, Granville, 100 
Miles; from Indian Point to Saint John by Steam Boat, Thirty-nine Miles; from Saint 
John to Fredericton, Sixty-five Miles; from Fredericton to the Grand Falls, 136 Miles; 
and from thence to Quebec, 220 Miles,— making the whole Distance 560 Miles ; which’ 
allowing Three Hours for the Passage of the Steam Boat to Saint John from Indian

The Chamber of Commerce are not prepared to state what engineering Difficulties might Correspondence 
have to be encountered on this Line ; this can only be ascertained alter a Survey made on proposed 
by properly qualified Engineers; but at present they are aware of none that would cause Halifax andQuebee 
a very heavy Outlay. The Face of the Country is generally level or undulatory, rarely Railway. 

rising to what would be termed a Hill in Great Britain, so that few deep Cuttings or lieavv ' 

Embankments would be required. Abundance of Timber required for the Construction 
of the Railway would be found throughout nearly the whole Line; and should it be found 
expedient to construct the Railway wholly of Wood, kyanized to prevent Decay, and to be 
worked with Locomotives with Guide-wheels, similar to those used lately on some Lines in 
England, and about to be extensively introduced into Ireland, the Cost would be reduced 
fully One Half. Another very obvious Advantage in working the Railroad would be 
derived from the very low Rate at which Wood would be obtained for Fuel. 

To open and support this Line would no doubt require large Assistance from the 
Imperial as well as from the Colonial Governments of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and 
Canada, and this, considering the Greatness of the Boon that would be conferred, would 
no doubt be cheerfully and liberally granted. The Chamber of Commerce would therefore 
beg Leave briefly to advert to the Advantages which would be derived by each on the 
opening of the Railroad. 

To the Imperial Government it would supersede the Necessity of opening and making 
the great Military Road between Halifax and Quebec, at present contemplated by them ; 
and supposing the Distance by this Road, between the Two extreme Points, to be 500 
Miles, it would require Twenty-five Days for Troops to march through, allowing them to 
perform Twenty Miles each Dayj and the Road, for the greater Part, passing through a 
Wilderness Country, they would require to carry their Provisions with them, and likewise 
to encamp out at Night, which, in our inclement Winters, would be next to impossible; 
the Twenty-five Days would be reduced to nearly the same Number of Hours. The Mails 
likewise would be transmitted in less than One Quarter of the Time that would be required 
by this Road. 

The Chamber of Commerce are not aware what the Expense of opening and making this 
Military Road might be ; but they think it not too much to suppose that the Imperial 
Government would be willing to pay to the Railroad Proprietors a Sum of Money annually, 
equal to the Interest of the Money that would be required for making this Road, and, in 
addition to this, tbe Amount they now pay for the Transmission of the Mails, and likewise 
a reasonable Allowance for each Soldier passing by the Railroad. They would thus have 
their Work performed for the same Amount it would otherwise cost, and in a much shorter 
Period of Time, and, as far as Troops are concerned, consequently at a much less Expense; 
they would likewise be relieved from the Necessity of transmitting the Mails through a 
Foreign Country. To Nova Scotia likewise the Formation of this Railroad would be of 
the utmost Importance ; it would open up a large Tract of Country at present but thinly 
settled, would establish Halifax as the permanent Port for the Arrival and Departure of 
the Mail Steamers, and more than ever render it the Military Depot of the North American 
Colonies. For these Advantages the Government of Nova Scotia would no doubt be willing 
to contribute liberally'. 

The greatest Advantage that would be derived by New Brunswick would be on that 
Part of the Line between Fredericton and the Grand Falls, — the River, as before stated, 
being of extremely difficult Navigation between these Two Places. It is estimated by 
those best competent to judge, that the Sum of 100,000/. would go but a small Way in 
improving the Navigation of this Part of the River, still having the Disadvantage of being 
Icc-bound for One Half of the Year ; it is therefore not unreasonable to suppose that New 
Brunswick would be willing to contribute this Sum to the Stockholders, payable in such 
yearly Instalments as might be agreed upon. 

To Canada likewise it would be of great Importance, affording it the Advantage of a 
Port open to the Atlantic during the Winter Months, thus enabling the Inhabitants to ship 
off their Flour and other Products, and to receive Supplies of West India Produce and 
other Merchandize, at a Season of the Year when their own Rivers and Harbours are 
bound up in Frost and Snow. Another Advantage they would derive, in case of any Dis- 
turbance with their restless Neighbours, would be the Facility and Despatch by which the 
British Government would be enabled to place any Number of Troops in Canada that the 
Emergencies of the Case might require ; the late Improvements in Steam Navigation and 
the Advantages of this Railroad would make it possible to have them comfortably lodged 
in Barracks at Quebec in Fourteen Days from their Embarkation at Portsmouth or Cork, 
and this without undergoing any Fatigue that would incapacitate them from entering upon 
active Service on their Arrival. For these Advantages Canada would no doubt contribute 
liberally. 

Another Benefit, which would be equally participated in by all, would be the Encourage- 
ment it would offer for Emigration, by the Number of Labourers and Mechanics that 
would be required for the Construction of the Railroad, which, by opening up many 
desirable and fertile Parts of the Country, would not only induce them to settle after the 
Completion of the Work, but open up a Country suitable for Emigration generally, and 
divert the Attention of British Subjects to a British Colony, instead, as of late Years, to a

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Appendix Y. Foreign Country. This, they consider, would not be the least of the Benefits conferred by 
this Undertaking.

They estimate the annual Quantity of Merchandize annually passing between these Two 

Places at upwards of 8,000 Tons ;f the Freight at present paid is 3/. 10s. per Ton, which 
would make 28,000/., to which might be added 10,000/. for Passengers , % making in all 
38,000/. ; reducing the Rate of Freight and Passage Money would increase the Traffic and 
Travel in a greater Proportion, and taking into Consideration the large Quantities of Flour 
that would pass from Canada to New Brunswick, they think it not over sanguine to say, 
that in One Year from the opening the Revenue from this Part of the Line would exceed 
50,000/. 

Under this Impression they would respectfully but earnestly beg to impress upon his 
Excellency and the Legislature the great Importance to this Province of the Esta- 
blishment of this Part of the Line, which could be connected at either End as soon as 
deemed expedient. 

The Chamber of Commerce beg respectfully to submit the foregoing Remarks as they 
occur to them for the Information of his Excellency.

Extract of Observations from Captain Owen, R.N., to Sir William Colebrooke, on the 

Communications between Great Britain and her North American Colonies by Steam. 

Your Excellency has been pleased to request of me a Recollection and Summary of 
a Letter which in 1837 I addressed to your Predecessor in this Government. 

I can only observe that it was written before the Steam Packets were established between 
Great Britain and Halifax, that I have no Copy of that Paper, which 1 naturally presumed 
would, as an official Document, be filed in the Office of the Provincial Secretary. Of its 
precise Terms I have now but an imperfect Recollection, but its first Object was to 
demonstrate that the direct and therefore the shortest Route to Boston, New York, &c. 
from Great Britain or Ireland, passed directly over Cape Race in Newfoundland, and 
thence directly before the Doors of every Port of the South-east Coast of Nova Scotia, 
direct to Boston, and along the American Shore to Boston, New York, &c. &c. This 
Truth I took leave to demonstrate by showing that on an artificial terrestial Globe, a 
Thread or its own brazen Meridian being laid over the Globe between the Points in 
question would point out the shortest Route and all the intervening Points. 

On this Truth I predicated the Proposition that we ought to establish our Correspondence 
directly with Great Britain, and not to use or depend upon the politically objectionable 
. and circuitous Route by any Part of the United States, &c. In this View I took leave to 
propose that a Western Port of Ireland should be chosen as the focal Point of British 
North American Steam Communication on the Eastern Side of the Atlantic, as being the 
most proximate, and that Cape Race (or a safe Port as near it as the Locality would 
permit) should be made the focal Point of general Communication on the Western Side of 
the Atlantic ; the Distance from Valentia on the West Coast of Ireland to Cape Race in 
Newfoundland not exceeding 1,600 Geographic Miles, or 1,800 Statute Miles, in direct 
Distance, might be effected by good Steamers in Five and a Half Days, 8tc. 

I proposed that at Cape Race (or the chosen Port) Branch Steam Vessels should be 
prepared to start on immediate Notice ; first, direct to Quebec in Summer, and to as 
near a Point as available in Winter, dropping her Post Bags for Cape Breton, Prince 
Edward’s Island, and other Points in her Way, but without stopping; as she would in that 
Route pass the Gut of Canso, she would drop the Nova Scotia Mail thereabouts, and that 
for New Brunswick at Shediac, &c., &c. Second, another Branch Steamer to Halifax and 
St. John’s, &e. Third, another Branch Steamer to Boston and New York, and that this 
Route would save 200 or 300 Miles of Distance over the usual Route to those American 
Ports; and that by these Means an Eight or Ten-daily Communication might be 
established between the remotest Points mentioned and England. 

That Paper also, embraced some local Considerations relative to the Improvement of 
Lights for Lighthouses, Fog Signals, &c. Thus, Sir William, I have, as you desired,

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recollected very compendiously the Contents of that Paper, so far at least as it has any Appendix Y. 

Relation to the other Subject you have been pleased to propose to me, embracing the 

Facilities which may be effected by Railroads in combination with Steam by Sea. Correspondence 

The Principles on which I have formed my present Opinion are simple, viz. : Halifax andQuebec 

1st. The Rate of Locomotion by Steam at Sea may for Comparison be assumed at Railway. 

Thirteen Geographical Miles per Hour, or 300 Miles per Day, or Fifteen Statute Miles 

per Hour ; on shore, by Railroad, at least at double that, or 600 Geographical Miles, 
or 700 Statute Miles per Day, or Thirty Statute Miles per Hour, therefore the more 
of Land or Rail Carriage that can be substituted for Sea Carriage, without seriously 
deviating from the direct Line, the less will be the Time required ; and in this first 
View I would not embrace any of the Circumstances of Expediency, either as to first 
Expense (which by Hypothesis we assume may be at our Command) or as to the relative 
commercial Importance of certain Points which might render it important to sacrifice 
something of Expedition to bring them into our Lines of Communication, on the Principle 
assumed, viz. that the Line of Communication most favourable with a view to Expe- 
dition only should be the shortest Sea Route. A single Glance at the Map or Globe 
pointed distinctly to Cape Canso as the most proximate Spot on this Continent to the 
British Isles, and that Spot is less than 2,000 from the West Coast of Ireland, or Six 
Days and Two Thirds by Sea Steam under favourable Circumstances. 

In like Manner it was perceived that the direct Distance thence (Cape Canso) to Quebec 
was 420 Geographical Miles or less than 485 Statute Miles, and allowing One Tenth more 
for necessary Deviations from the direct Line, would make the practicable Distance about 
540 Miles, which by Rail would not require Twenty-two Hours ; and assuming that the 
Communication from London to the Western focal Point in Ireland could be effected (on 
the same Principle of reducing the Sea Route to its Minimum) in Twenty-six Hours, we 
should bring Quebec within Eight and Two Thirds Days Post and Military Distance of 
London itself, and therefore I drew on the said Diagram proposed Lines of Rail through 
all the most important Points that lie between Cape Canso and Quebec. 

The first Line being made to pass Southward of the Inlets of the Sea on the Shores of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence might be carried on a Level nearly to the Bend of Petticodiac, 
by a Route not exceeding 170 Miles Geographical, or about 190 Statute Miles, and within 
by a practical Route about 360 or 370 Miles from Quebec. The accompanying epitome 
Diagram will show the Particulars more clearly. 

The Track from Canso to the Bend of Petticodiac would also, if carried direct, pass near 
or through the Coal Mines of New Glasgow, and thus the perpetual Supply of Coals be 
secured, as well as a direct Communication between Pietou and Prince Edward’s Island by 
Steam with the Line of Rail immediate. 

The Port of Canso is very large and safe, and if my historical Recollections serve me, 
was in the early Times of the French before 1760 commonly used as a Winter Rendezvous, 
and the Situation seems to justify the Opinion that no Ice can there accumulate not 
drift Ice inconvenience it. 

I have said the Ports of Canso, because there are several at that Point of Nova Scotia, 
and an Inspection of the Chart would lead us at once to select Port Glasgow or Raspberry 
Island for the focal Point where the Sea and Land Routes might conjoin, because those 
Parts have bold Shores, and no outlying Dangers of Rocks or Shoals, and have their 
Approaches conveniently marked by available Soundings, so that the Navigation might 
there be rendered easy, commodious, and safe, which are Circumstances of no inconsiderable 
Importance, as the Terminus of the Rail from Quebec must necessarily be the Depot both 
of the Exports and Imports for all Canada during a great Part of the Year, and therefore 
must also be the Rendezvous of many Merchant Vessels. 

Having on the Principles adopted conceived that the Line from Canso to Quebec 
combined all the Advantages required, it remained to consider other proposed Lines of 
Railroad meant to attain the same Object, the first of which proposed to make Halifax the 
focal Point or Terminus of the Sea and Land Routes. The Bend of Petticodiac being a 
necessary Point in the Communication between Halifax and Quebec, it also was a 
Point common to both proposed Tracks, and this Point from Halifax was distant 
150 Statute Miles; viz. Forty Statute Miles less of Railroad. But to attain Halifax 
instead of Canso would require from Fifteen to Twenty-four Hours of Sea Route more 
than to Canso, and Halifax being moreover a dangerous and difficult Point to make from 
Sea in foggy and thick Weather,— but considering it as demanding only Eighteen Hours 
more of Sea Route than Canso, to reduce the Land Route to Quebec Forty Miles at the 
utmost, and probably (considering the intervening Difficulties) the practicable Diminution 
of Distance would not amount to Twenty Miles in the whole Distance to the Bend. At 
the utmost, therefore, the Rail-post setting out from Canso and Halifax to Quebec at the 
same instant, Halifax beats Canso by One Hour and Twenty Minutes (or lh. 20m.) But 
from Canso it would set out Eighteen Hours earlier, therefore the Distance from London 
to Quebec by Canso being as stated reduced to Eight Days and Two Thirds, the Route 
from Halifax might effect the same in Nine and a Half Days and something more (Forty 
Minutes), therefore so far as Expedition only is the Object, we should sacrifice One Twelfth 
of the whole Time, if Halifax were chosen as the Focus instead of Canso. 

(46.— App.) S 2 But 
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But Halifax is a Naval and Military Station, the Seat of Government, and, besides, a 
Place of commercial Importance, and therefore it is said it ought to be preferred as the 
focal Point The Answer is simple; the more important the Spot the more important it 
is to ensure Expedition, and a Branch of Sixty Miles from the Canso Line will attain 
Darthmouth in Halifax Harbour, and the whole Distance from Canso to Halifax (150 Miles) 
would only require Five Hours by Land, or from Eighteen to Twenty-four Hours by Sea, 
so that Halifax would get English Letters at least Thirteen Hours, through Canso, earlier 
than direct by Packet. 

In this Comparison of Routes for Expedition and Facilities of Transport for Military 
Purposes and for Post Communication, there can be no Doubt that Canso, as a Route, is 
at least preferable to Halifax as Twelve to Eleven, and moreover that it would itself be 
benefited by adopting the Route by Canso. 

I have not heard any other Points on the Coast of Nova Scotia suggested as the focal 
Point or Junction of the Sea and Land Routes, than these Two of Canso and Halifax. 

Of the Route from Canso to the Bend of Petticodiac, it not only would pass through or 
very near the working Site of the Coal Mines at New Glasgow as stated, but it skirts all 
the North Shore of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick as far as Shediac, with all the 
concomitant Advantages, but Canso is also brought almost in contact with the other Mines 
of Cape Breton. 

1 should consider this Line of Route as the Back-bone of Rail Communications in 
these Provinces, or as their main Artery, from which Branches may emanate, as the 
Convenience of Commerce or Intercourse might require. 

But before we divert our Attention to the Branches, it may be as well to pass in review 
Two Points on the Coast of New Brunswick suggested as expedient focal Points; 
1st. St. John; 2d. Warwig, or St. Andrews. 

In favour of St. John, it is suggested its commercial Importance, which, if it is a Route 
less expeditious, cannot reasonably influence the great Question. 

From London or Ireland to St. John by Sea will require Two Days more of Sea Route 
at least, and the Land Route thence must fall into the Grand Canso Route, either at the 
Bend of Petticodiac or at or near the Grand Falls. 

If by the Bend, its Distance by a Rail would be Eiglity-six Miles straight, or 104 Miles 
less than from Canso, or by Rail Motion Three Hours and a Half, so that by this 
Route we should lose Forty-eight Hours, and gain only Three Hours and a Half in 
Expedition, and Quebec from London by this Route through St. John would be Ten Days 
and a Half. 

But there are Three other Routes from St. John, one by Fredericton and Boiestown which 
would bring us on the great Track from Canso; second, by Fredericton and Woodstock 
to Grand Falls ; and third, by Warwig to Woodstock and Grand Falls : 

By the first, St, John to Grand Falls - - 16S Miles. 

Second, „ - - - 168 „ 

Third, „ ... - 184 „ 

From Canso to Grand Falls is 311 Miles; Difference is 143 Miles; so that in the Rail 
Distance from St. John’s we may gain near Five Hours over Canso, but must lose 
Forty-eight Hours. 

The other focal Point suggested for New Brunswick is Warwig, which by Sea Route 
would require at least Forty-four Hours more than Canso, but the Distance from Warwig 
to Grand Falls would be 132 Miles, or Four Hours and One Third; the Loss in 
Expedition would there be about Forty Hours more than Canso, besides the very great 
Inconvenience of the Northern Parts of both Provinces. But Warwig has some manifest 
Advantages; it saves 180 Miles of Rail more than Canso, and an excellent focal Point for 
the Communications with the United States, Boston, Portland, Bangor, &c. &c., so. that a 
Rail of Communication from the Bend through St. John to Warwig and St. Stephen or 
Calais of 150 Miles, would bring us within 280 Miles of Boston, and Boston within 580 of 
Rail from Canso, and within 620 Miles of Quebec ; that is, Boston would get the London 
Post nearly as soon as Quebec, and would save Two Days in Expedition over the present 
Arrangement by Halifax; viz. it would then be within Nine Days and a Half of London. 

There is yet one other Line of Communication rather popular, and perhaps with some 
Reason ; viz. to continue Halifax as the focal Point, to carry a Rail to Bridgetown on the 
Annapolis, and thence to the Coast at Granville, in all 100 Miles, whence the Water Com- 
munication to St. John is only Thirty-six Miles or Three Hours, which -would bring the 
Communication between Halifax and St. John within Seven Hours. This Suggestion has 
bpen forced on the People of St. John by the Circumstance of the present very disgraceful 
State of the Post Communication between those Places; for example, on this Day on 
which I write, the Steam Packet from England has been at Halifax ever since Saturday 
last, and it is now Wednesday Night ; nor can the Letters be delivered at St. John before 
Thursday Noon probably, and I have more than once known Seven Days to elapse between 
the Arrival of the Packet at Halifax and the Delivery of Letters at St. John, which, as 
arising from either the Ignorance, Wilfulness, or Apathy of any public Department, is 
most vicious and disgraceful and must bring the Government itself into Contempt for its 
manifest Imbecility as regards this important Department. If this Line from Halifax, 

even 
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even under present Arrangements, were established, a Sea Communication to Campobello, Appendix Y. 

Eastport, St. Andrew’s, Warwig, and Calais, requiring from Six or Eight Hours by Sea, 

would bring those Points within Ten and Twelve Hours of Halifax, and Boston by this Correspondence 
Route within One Day of Halifax, and Portland and Bangor so much nearer. Boston is u proposed 
now Two Days later than Halifax ; Portland would save a Day and a Half ; and Bangor, a1 ' uebee 

Calais, St. Andrew’s, and Eastport would save Three Days in Communication with London, 1 vva ^‘ 

and Half as many Weeks over present Arrangement. 

I trust I have been quite elaborate enough on the different Routes under Consideration 
in this Essay ; an Examination of the Diagram will make all the Points touched upon more 
evident 

On the comparative Advantages of a Port at Canso over any within the Bay of Fundy 
I have said nothing, but its Advance eastward renders this evident at sight; for the Passage 
to England it may, under any Circumstances, be considered full Four Days in advance of 
St. John ; and at the Commencement of a South-west Wind, a Vessel from Canso might 
be Half or Two Thirds on the Way to England before a Vessel from St. John could get 
clear out to Sea; and Canso is full One Day in advance of Halifax also; and St. John itself, 
as a Tide Harbour only, has many Disadvantages to contend with which should not 
be quite overlooked.

Government Emigration Office, 

Sir, St. John, N.B., 10th November 1845. 

Since forwarding my last Quarterly Return of Emigration, I have received various 
Documents addressed to me officially by Pei-sons in England, relative to the Formation of 
a Railway from Halifax to Quebec through New Brunswick, and proposing the Colonization 
and Settlement of the Line of Country traversed in connexion therewith. As the Proposal 
expressly refers to Immigration on a large Scale, I have felt it my Duty to bring the 
Subject under his Excellency’s Consideration, and at the same Time respectfully to offer 
some Remarks upon the Matter, as connected with the Duties of this Office. 

It may be considered a settled Principle in England, that whether for facilitating 
Commerce or improving Land, Railways are the best Instrument that can be used. If 
such be the Case in England, abounding as it does in Wealth, in a high State of Cultivation, 
with the best and most numerous Means of Inter-communication, and teeming with 
Population, what would be the Effect of Railways in a young Country like New 
Brunswick, as yet poor and struggling into existence, with but few and imperfect Roads, 
and with a Population which barelv reaches One Soul to every Hundred Acres of its 
Extent. 

If the Difficulties attendant upon the Settlement of a new Country be taken into 
Consideration there can be no Doubt that much has been effected in New Brunswick, 
within the brief Period which has elapsed since its first Settlement by British Subjects ; 
yet all that has been done is but comparatively trifling when considered with reference to 
the Extent of Country, yet ungranted and uncultivated, and the abundant Resources it 
possesses. As a Field for the Pursuits of Agriculture, the Prosecution of commercial 
Enterprize, and the Formation of flourishing Settlements this Colony offers powerful 
Inducements. It is blessed with a rich and productive Soil; it abounds with Trees of the 
greatest Utility and Value, and it is watered by innumerable Rivers and Streams. It 
rejoices in Skies that are bright and cheerful, and a Climate salubrious in the extreme, 
congenial to the Growth not only of the Necessaries but many of the Luxuries of Life ; 
above all, it has the Happiness to enjoy British Institutions and Forms of Government 
modelled upon their Prototypes in the Mother Country, which secure British Laws and 
British Freedom to all its Inhabitants.

With these numerous Advantages, if may be asked, why New Brunswick has not made 
greater Strides in the Progress of Improvement, and why its Population is yet so scanty. 
The Reply is, that the Want of Roads and efficient Means of Communication keeps the 
great Body of the Country yet in a State of unbroken Wilderness, isolates it from the 
neighbouring Colony of Canada, deprives it of commercial Avenues, and renders the Pro- 
gress of Settlement and Improvement so very slow in comparison with what might reason- 
ably be expected from the Bounties which Nature has lavished upon it. 

In considering this Subject it is important to state the Extent of Wilderness in New- 
Brunswick, and the Progress of its Population, and to which I beg to submit the following 
Statistics. 

The Area of this Province is estimated, in round Numbers, at Seventeen Millions of 
Acres. Of these Five Millions are said to be granted, Two Millions are deducted for 
Water and Waste, and the remaining Ten Millions, all fit for Settlement and Cultivation,

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are yet in a State of Wilderness, ungranted, and at the Disposal of the Government, 
ungranted Lands are thus distributed :

Prior to the Year 1818, partial Emigration from the United Kingdom had occasionally 
taken place to this Colony, but after that Period it began to flow in a regular and steady 
Stream. From 1824 to 1834 the Emigrants to New Brunswick amounted to 48,000, yet 
the Increase of Population between those Periods was only 45,000. From 1834 to 1840 
the Increase of Population was 36,000, a Number far short of the Immigrants who arrived 
in the Province during the same Period. It is clear, therefore, that New Brunswick is not 
greatly indebted to Immigration for the Increase of its Population during the last Twenty 
Years, which may be principally attributed to the natural Multiplication of its Inhabitants. 
The Immigration of the present Season has somewhat exceeded 6,000 Souls, about One 
Half of whom have departed for the United States, attracted by the greater Demand for 
Labour, and by the Cheapness and Rapidity of travelling by Steamers and Railways which 
enable Emigrants to reach the Western Country, where fertile Lands can be procured on 
easy Terms, and where every Facility exists for transmitting Produce to the Atlantic 
Seaports and a ready Market. 

4t cannot but be Matter of Regret that so many of Her Majesty’s Subjects who cross 
the Atlantic and arrive annually in this Colony cannot be settled on vacant Crown Lands, 
but should pass through this fine Province, and become, more through Necessity than 
Choice, the Subjects of a Foreign Government. 

I have repeatedly had the Honour to state, in my Reports on Immigration, that the 
Remedy for this untoward State of Things would be the Commencement of some great, 
public or private Work in New Brunswick, and none would seem to be better adapted for 
the desired End than the Establishment of the proposed Line of Railway through the 
Heart of this Country. 

It will not escape his Excellency’s Observation, that of the ungranted Lands in this 
Colony there is not more than One Tenth West of the River St. John’s, and that the 
remaining Nine Tenths are to the Eastward of that River. The Formation of a Line of 
Railway through this vast Tract of Wilderness would afford abundant Employment for a 
long Period to an immense Number of Emigrant Labourers, who would thus become 
acquainted with the Work of the Country, and be trained up to the necessary Dexterity 
and Skill essential to the Success of Settlers in the Forest. By means of Cross-roads and 
Branches, assisted by the Infinity of Lakes, Rivers, and Streams, every Part of the Pro- 
vince would be readily accessible, and the Farmer in the remotest District would possess 
the Means of reaching Market with Ease and Certainty. No Objection would exist as at 
present against taking up Land in the Interior of the Country, where the Soil is excellent, 
on account of its Solitude, the Difficulty of reaching it, or the almost Impossibility of 
bringing its Products to a Market. 

The numberless Advantages which would be afforded by a Railway through New Bruns- 
wick, connecting it with the neighbouring Colonies of Canada and Nova Scotia, would for 
many Years render it capable of absorbing annually Thousands and Tens of Thousands of 
Immigrants from the United Kingdom, who would find a happy Home in a British Colony, 
where they would maintain their Allegiance to their Sovereign, and by Prudence and 
Industry attain to Comfort and Independence as Freeholders and Lords of the Soil. 
Every Accession of Population, whether composed of indigent or wealthy Individuals, pro- 
vided it consisted of able-bodied Men, would be highly desirable in a Country where Land 
is abundant, and Inhabitants comparatively few. 

It does not fall within the Line of my Duty to animadvert upon the Effects which the 
proposed Line of Railway would have upon the mercantile Interests of New Brunswick 
by facilitating commercial Intercourse and opening up new Sources of Trade, by 

developing 
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developing the Mineral Wealth and great natural Resources of the Country. But I may, 
however, be permitted, in conclusion, to observe, that a Railway to unite the Colonies of 
Canada, New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia into One common Bond of Union, by drawing 
together their remotest Extremities, uniting their Energies, and consolidating their 
Strength, cannot be viewed otherwise than as a great national Object. The slow Progress 
of Settlement and tardy Increase of Population would thereby be accelerated with « Rail- 
road Speed,” and greater Progress in those respects would be made in Ten Years under 
the Influence of Railways than, under the present Order of Things, will probably take place 
during the next Century. 

The Advantages offered to these Colonies by Railway Communication are so varied, so 
numerous, and so overwhelming as scarcely to be within the Grasp of the most comprehen- 
sive Mind, but would inevitably lead to Results alike glorious to British North America 
and the great Empire of which it forms a favoured Portion.

May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of Saint John, in Common 
Council assembled, respectfully approach your Excellency to represent that we have had 
under our most serious Consideration various Resolutions passed at a public Meeting held 
in the City of Quebec on the 23d ultimo, relative to the Establishment of a Line of Rail- 
way from that City to Halifax through the Province of New Brunswick, and have been 
deeply impressed with the vast Importance of the Measure,' calculated as it is to bind more 
closely these Provinces to the parent State, to extend the Trade of the Empire, and to 
insure the Settlement of boundless Tracts of Wilderness Lands in each of the Colonies by 
a hardy, industrious, and loyal Population from the United Kingdom. 

Entertaining these Opinions, and prompted by the Duty which they owe to their 
beloved Sovereign, and to their Constituents, the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of 
the City of Saint John, representing the chief mercantile City in New Brunswick, respect- 
fully pray, that your Excellency will be pleased to bring the Subject of the proposed 
Railway under the favourable Consideration of Her Majesty’s Government, and also adopt 
such other Measures as to your Excellency may seem best calculated to secure the joint 
Sanction and Co-operation of Lord Metcalfe and Lord Falkland, and the Legislatures of 
these Colonies, at their first respective Meetings. 

The Sum required will be so large, and the Undertaking involves so many Interests in 
the several Provinces, that its Commencement may be delayed for Years if it is left entirely 
to the uncertain Action of Individuals or Joint Stock Companies, instead of being, as its 
high Importance demands, under the Sanction and Direction, and, to a large Extent 
probably, under the Support of public Bodies. 

The Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of the City of Saint John feel the more 
emboldened to ask this Favour from your Excellency, knowing that you have always 
evinced the warmest Interest in the Measure, considering it one not merely calculated to 
promote the Welfare of New Brunswick or the City of Saint John, but embracing that of 
every Section of British North America, and, consequently, to a large Extent that of the 
British Empire.

My Lord, (Received l‘6th February 1846.) 

Referring to my Despatch No. 105., dated the 11th of December last, I now enclose to 
your Lordship the Copy of a Letter which I have since received from Lord Cathcart on 
the Subject of the projected Railway between Quebec and Halifax.

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From Information which I have recently received, it appears to me of the utmost 
Importance to the Interests and Security of these Provinces that the Undertaking should 
receive prompt and direct Support from Her Majesty’s Government, and, in order to secure 
Unity of Action in the Provincial Legislatures, that an Act of Parliament should be passed 
for the Purpose to which the provincial Enactments required should be auxiliary. By 
this Means the most direct and convenient Line through this Province may be carried 
out, after competent Survey of the Country, either by Her Majesty’s Government or by 
such Capitalists or Companies as it may engage with for the Purpose, leaving to the 
Provinces to establish the Branches which may be locally advantageous to them. 

The Settlement of the contiguous Wilderness Lands by an Emigrant Population joined 
by many enterprising Colonists would be one immediate Consequence of the Undertaking, 
as the Employment afforded, as well as the Facilities of Intercourse, would hold out the 
greatest Encouragement, especially at the Railway Stations.

Sir Government House, Montreal, 24th December 1845 

I have the Honour to acknowledge the Receipt of your Excellency’s Letter of the 
11th instant, together with the Documents accompanying it, relating to the projected 
Railway Communication between the Saint Lawrence and the Atlantic, which I shall bring 
under the Notice of the Executive Council of this Province, with a view to ascertain what 
Executive or Legislative Measures may be considered expedient on the Part of Canada in 
furtherance of this very important Object. 

In the meantime I do not hesitate to express my own general Concurrence in your 
Sentiments as far as they relate to the Advantages of the proposed Railway in a military 
point of view, and to the Facilities that might be afforded by the Provisions of the Acts 
passed by the Legislature of New Brunswick to facilitate the Formation of the Military 
Road that it had'been determined to construct between Halifax and Quebec, if the same 
Line were adopted from the latter Place to the Bend. 

There appears to be considerable Difference of Opinion in respect to the most eligible 
Route beyond the Bend. With the Information I at present possess I do not see sufficient 
Reason for fixing the Terminus at Canso in preference to Halifax, which in my Opinion 
possesses many Advantages to induce its Selection. 

The final Decision as to the particular Line of direct Communication is, however, a 
Subject for future Consideration, and does not in any Manner affect the main Question 
of uniting the Waters of the Saint Lawrence with the Atlantic by a Railway through the 
Provinces of Canada, New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia, which is an Object of the highest 
national Importance, and will I am confident meet with the general Concurrence and 
Support of all the Provincial Legislatures and of every real Well-wisher to the true 
Interests of this Country.

Fredericton, N.B., 28th April 1846. 

Sir, (Received 15th May 1846.) 

Having received your Despatches, noted in the Margin, on the Subject of Railways 
while the Provincial Assembly was in Session, to whom I communicated at their Request 
the Correspondence which had passed, I awaited the Result of their Proceedings before I 
should resume the Consideration of the various Projects which had been brought under 
Consideration. 

With my Despatch, No. 29, of the 24th instant, I have forwarded Two Acts which have 
been passed ; the one to incorporate a Railway Company, and the other to encourage the 
Construction by it of a Railway from Saint John, through Fredericton and Woodstock, to 
the Great Falls. 

I have 
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I have now the Honour to forward to you Copies of a Series of Resolutions passed by Appendix Y. 

the House of Assembly, pledging their Support in general Terms to the Undertaking of 

a Railway to connect the Provinces, and expressing a Hope that it may receive Encourage- Correspondence 
ment and Assistance from Her Majesty’s Government as a national Work of great Halifax andQuebec 
Importance. 

Recurring to my former Correspondence, and particularly to the Information commu- 
nicated in my Despatch, No. 100, of the 13th November 1845, I have seen no Reason to 
alter my Opinion of the Advantages likely to attend the Adoption of the direct Route 
from the Atlantic to Quebec from Canso or some other Northern Port of Nova Scotia. 

They may be briefly enumerated as follows : 

1st. That the Sea Voyage across the Atlantic to a commodious Port would thus be 
shortened. 

2d. That Facilities would thus be given to the Transport of Emigrants by Steamers in 
a Fifth or Sixth of the Time often occupied in sailing Vessels against Westerly Winds, 
thereby losing a valuable Part of the short Season. 

3d. Facilities in transporting Labourers to commence and carry on the Work. 

4th. A Command of Coal from Cape Breton and Pictou. 

5th. Accessibility to the Gulf of Saint Lawrence at Canso, Pictou, and Shediac, and the 
Bay of Fundy at the Bend of Petticodiac. 

6th. A level Country through the Northern Parts of Nova Scotia, leaving to the Left 
the Cobequid Mountains which intersect that Province. 

7th. A favourable Line of Country from the Bend of Petticodiac to the Great Falls, and 
thence to the Saint Lawrence, as ascertained by the Surveys of the Royal Engineer 
Department in 1843-4, made expressly with a view to ascertain the Practicability of a 
Military Road or a Railroad, sufficiently remote from the American Frontier without being 
too circuitous. 

8th. The Practicability of obtaining Land without Purchase, and the Materials of Wood 
and Stone for Construction of the Railway, which, on the simple and efficient Plan 
adopted in the United States, might, according to the Estimates, be constructed at a 
moderate Expense. 

9tli. The Opportunity of forming connecting Lines with Halifax and with the Ports of 
the Bay of Fundy, especially with Annapolis or Digby and Saint John, rendering the 
British Provinces the Channel of Railway Intercourse with the Northern American 
Continent. 

From the enclosed Map, in which the Directions of the several projected Lines are traced, 
you will obtain as correct a general View of them as can be acquired until the Country 
has been surveyed by competent Engineers and its Features accurately delineated. The 
Survey in 1843 and 1844 of the Line from Quebec to the Great Falls and thence to the 
Petticodiac, is the only one which has hitherto been made, and some Parts of that Line, 
especially at the Heights of Land dividing the Province from Canada, would require to 
be more particularly examined. The Completion of this Survey from the Petticodiac 
Bend to Canso, and also to Saint John’s and Saint Andrew’s in this Province, and from 
Canso to Halifax and Digby in Nova Scotia, would be very desirable. 

I have reserved for separate Notice the projected Routes from Saint John’s to the Great 
Falls via Fredericton and Woodstock and the Grand Falls, and from Saint Andrew’s to 
Quebec. There can be no Doubt of the great natural Advantage derived from the Ports 
in the Bay of Fundy being open throughout the Year, the high Tides preventing the 
Formation of the Ice, and as these Tides are highest towards the Head of the Bay, they 
are proportionately more open near the Head from the continual breaking up of the Ice 
in the severest Winters. From this great natural Advantage the Produce of Canada and 
New Brunswick may he transported to Saint John’s and Saint Andrew’s either by Rail- 
roads or the River, and thence exported to every Quarter of the World, while the Saint 
Lawrence is closed for a considerable Part of the Year. 

How far the Northern Ports of Nova Scotia might be found sufficiently open in Winter 
for a Part of the Produce of Canada and New Brunswick to be carried for Export from 
thence to Europe, would be a proper Subject of Inquiry, on account of the Delays of the 
Navigation from the Bay of Fundy round Nova Scotia being thereby avoided, which to 
Sailin'* Vessels would be of especial Importance, but no Doubt can be entertained that a 
large Portion of this Trade would End its Way to Saint John’s and Saint Andrew’s; and

Halifaxand Quebec The Survey executed by Major Yule in 1836 from Saint Andrew’s to Quebec was 
Railway. projected with a View of connecting those Places in a direct Line, and as it traverses a 
Part of the Territory claimed by the Americans a Dispute thence arose which led to the 
joint Occupation of it, and eventually the Transfer of the intermediate Territory by the 
Treaty of Washington, hence the Renewal of that Project was rendered impracticable. 

The projected Line from Saint Andrew’s to Woodstock and the Great Falls would in point 
of fact thread the Frontier Line in a Manner that would render it extremely inconvenient for 
the Transit of Troops and Stores in Time of War. It may be true that by the Occupation of 
the Bay of Fundy by a competent Naval Force, the Americans would be obliged to defend 
their Sea Board, and abstain from any offensive Operations along that Line, but it would 
still be an Object to select a less exposed Line, and I cannot concur in opinion that the 
Line traced by the Royal Engineers in 1843 would be equally exposed, seeing that there 
would be a strong Military Post at the Grand Falls of the Saint John’s, from whence on both 
Sides it would recede. There is no Military Post at Woodstock, nor do I understand that 
it would be a Part of any Plan of Defence to construct one. In alluding to these Points 
it is not my Intention, in objecting to the Line for Militai*y Communication, to allege that 
commercial Advantages would not be adequate to justify the Undertaking, and that in 
Time of Peace it might be generally available ; and the same Observations would apply to 
the Railway from Saint John’s ; but the Line traced by the Military Surveyors under the 
Direction of Colonel Holloway has decisive Advantages in a military view, and may there- 
fore be considered to claim that Support from Her Majesty’s Government which is less 
needed in ituations where the commercial Advantages in themselves hold out effective 
Inducement to Capitalists. 

The Establishment of a direct and continuous Line of Railway would unquestionably be 
of primary Importance in connecting the Provinces with the United Kingdom ; and, whether 
the Terminus should be fixed at Canso or other Eastern Port of this Continent, the open- 
ing of such a Communication by Steam Conveyance would incalculably strengthen their 
Connexion with the Mother Country, by facilitating the Intercourse between them. 

I am, therefore, of opinion that it would be advisable to complete the Surveys which have 
been partially executed, and to institute Inquiries as to the Advantages from the several 
Ports and Places adjacent to the projected Line, especially Cape Breton, Pictou, Shediac, 
in the Gulf of Saint Lawrence, which it has been proposed to connect by cross Railways with 
the Bay of Fundy. The Occasion might be taken also to explore the other Lines which 
would eventually lead to a Connexion by Branches with the American Railways at Portland 
and Bangor..

Whereas the Project of a Railroad to be laid from some Port on the Southern Shore of 
Nova Scotia to Quebec has been the Subject of earnest Consideration during the past 
Year, and as no Doubt can be entertained that the successful Accomplishment of such an 
Enterprise would prove highly beneficial to the Inhabitants of Her Majesty s North 
American Colonies, and be attended with important Advantages of a national as well as 
of a provincial Nature, it becomes proper to ascertain whether so great an Enterprise can 
be achieved at a reasonable Expense, and with a just Prospect of commensurate Retuin.

Copy of a Despatch from Lieutenant Governor Sir W. M. G. Colebrooke 
to Earl Grey. 

Fredericton, N.B., 29th September 1846. 

My Lord, (Received 15th Oct. 1846.) 

With reference to my Despatch, No. 71, of the 13th July, and to your Lordships 
Despatch, No. 14, of the 18th August, I do myself the Honour to enclose to your 
Lordship Copies of Two Reports which have been made to me by Captain Owen, and of 
a Letter addressed by him to Sir John Harvey, detailing the Result of his Examination in 
concert with Captain Pipon of the Royal Engineers of the Atlantic Ports of Nova Scotia 
with reference to the projected Undertaking of carrying a Trunk Railway through these 
Provinces to Quebec. 

In making this Communication to Her Majesty’s Government at the present Time, 
and while an Exploration of the Country with a view to this important Work is still in 
progress, I beg leave to explain that the ultimate Success of it may, perhaps, in a great 
Measure, depend on the timely Attention of Her Majesty’s Government to some Ques- 
tions of local and general Interest, and the Adoption of Precautions that the latter may 
not be allowed to conflict with the former. When the Proposal was first made in this 
Province, a Meeting was held in the City of St. John, and the strongest Objections 
were urged against the Adoption of any Line which would not have its Terminus at that 
Port ; and in the ensuing Session an Act was passed pledging liberal Support in favour 
of a Line from thence to the Great Falls in connexion with a Line from Quebec to that 
Place. The Rivalry subsisting between Halifax and St. John was the primary Source of 
this Demonstration, which extended itself also to the Port of St Andrews on the St. Croix ; 
but when it was understood that Captain Owen had originated some Views for the Selec- 
tion of a Port on the North-eastern Coast of Nova Scotia, this Jealousy appeared gradually 
to subside, and I have been gratified to find that, in proportion as an Opinion has 
gained Ground that Her Majesty’s Government, disregarding merely local Interests, would 
be disposed to decide in favour of such Line as would ensure the most expeditious Transit 
of Passengers and Goods by Sea and Land, a Disposition has prevailed liberally to support 
such Line as Her Majesty’s Government might consider to be most favourable to general 
Interests, in the ultimate View of connecting the Sea Ports of the Province by Branches 
with the Trunk Railway. 

Considering the Importance of St. John and Halifax, it is not surprising that the Inha- 
bitants of those Cities should have sought some especial Advantage in so great an Under- 
taking, the first from its extended Commerce and Resources, and the latter as a Naval 
Depot, and from having hitherto been the Medium of a profitable Intercourse by Steamers 
with the United Kingdom ; but it is not to be overlooked that the Principle of carrying 
the Railways to the Extremes of the Land, and thereby shortening as much as possible the 
Distance by Sea, is one which must ultimately recommend itself, regardless of the local 
Interests of particular Places, and especially in an Undertaking in which the Interests of 
the Capitalists embarking in it must primarily be considered. 

From Captain Owen’s Report it appears that he has given a decided Preference to 
Whitehaven as a Port for the Terminus of the Trunk Railway, and although it has still 
to be determined what Line through the Provinces may be approved by tlie Officers 
engaged in the present Exploration, it would, I conceive, be a proper Precaution if 
Instructions were to be given that as soon as the Line has been selected which the Commis- 
sioners may be prepared to recommend, the Grant of any Crown Lands adjacent to it, and 
at the Atlantic and St. Lawrence Termini, should be reserved; by which Means the 
premature Grant of those Lands to Individuals speculating on their improved Value from 
the Execution of a Work of this Magnitude would be avoided, and which, if not anticipated, 
might impede the Undertaking by compelling either a Departure from the Line or the 
Repurchase of such Lands at advanced Rates. 

Captain Pipon and Lieutenant Henderson, assisted by Mr. Grant of the Surveyor 
General’s Department, are at present engaged in exploring the Forests; but I am 
not aware whether they will be able to complete their Observations before the Close of 
the Season.

By your Excellency’s Suggestion, and since that by Authority of the Lords of the on proposed 
Admiralty, I proceeded with the «* Columbia” on the First of last Month to make a nautical Halifax andQuebec 
Reconnaissance of the Shores and Ports of the Promontory of Cape Canso, to ascertain the Railway. 

most proper Point or Port therein for the Junction of Sea and Land Communication 

between Great Britain and British North America, with reference to a former Report of Enel. 1. in No. 6. 
mine (in November last) on this Subject to your Excellency. 

In the first instance we did not stop to examine Country Harbour concerning that Point, 

1st, as too remote from the North-east Extremity of Nova Scotia, or the nearest Point on 
this Continent to Great Britain and Ireland, and, second, that its external Dangers, with the 
Distance of Pilotage Water, were irremediable’Obstacles to its unobstructed Approach in Fogs, 
however safe and convenient the Port might be in other respects. The Columbia entered 
and reconnoitered Torbay, and found similar Objections to its Adoption. On Sunday, 

2d August, she entered Whitehaven by the Western Channel, and as it appeared at first 
view to offer all that could be required, I directed Lieutenant Shortland to survey the 
Approaches, and report to me his Opinion on those and the Port itself (which Report I 
enclose for your Excellency’s Information). We found this Haven to be a splendid and 
convenient Port, as capacious as Halifax Harbour between George’s Island and Bedford 
Basin, and as safe and commodious, and its Approaches safe, and under any Circumstances 
easily attainable from the open Sea, and within the extreme Points in perfect Shelter and 
Security, not being more than a Mile of Pilotage Water; but the Shaft or Channel to the 
Haven itself, although well-sheltered and safe, yet is very narrow in some Places for a 
Distance from One to Two Miles according to the Channel by which entered. 

Mr. Shortland’s Plan shows all the Dangers we could discover. 

The Haven finishes to the North at Pleasant River, also very convenient, and navigable 
for Two Miles by Vessels of any Burden, and for small Craft Two Miles further still to its 
Head, which Northern Extremity is only Four Miles from the high Road from Guysboro’ 
and the Port of Canso. 



Whitehaven Island, the outer Point to Seaward of the Haven, is One hundred and forty 
Feet high, and may be considered as the North-east Extremity of Nova Scotia, and the 
nearest available Point of this Continent to the British Islands, although itself isolated. 
The Acadian (French) Settlement of Molasses Harbour is separated to the Westward by 
a very narrow Isthmus of mere Beach from the Western Part of the Haven ; besides which 
there are not now more than Eight or Ten Establishments around Whitehaven. 

We found here the tc United Kingdom,” a very large Merchant Ship of upwards of 1,000 
Tons, which for some Reason (no doubt) was run upon the Gull Ledges at the Entrance 
of this Haven in foggy but fine Weather, and got off again with little or no evident Injury, 
and sold here for Three or Four hundred Pounds. 

I mention this Fact because it demonstrates that Ships may be wrecked near the 
Entrances to Whitehaven without affecting its Character as a safely accessible Port; thus 
we learnt that the Shores and Ledges in the Vicinity of Whitehaven have been found 
convenient at various Times to wreck Ships upon, but such Catastrophes seem to have 
arisen principally from its not being much visited and not populous, and thus opposing 
Obstacles to the Investigation of the true Cause of Wreck. Nevertheless, well arranged 
Lighthouses and Fog Signals will be as necessary to this Port as to others that are much 
frequented. 

Under all Circumstances and at all Times a Lighthouse on Whitehaven Island will be 
extremely well situated for all this Coast, and might be seen Seven Leagues. For the Port 
of Whitehaven One Harbour Light on Beacon Ledge would serve for all Three of the 
principal Entrances, and Fog Signals might be so arranged as to lead a Vessel safely 
through any of them in Fogs. 

Our Inquiries relative to Ice in Winter were very satisfactory. Pleasant River is gene- 
rally frozen all down to the Haven in January and February, and in severe Winters the 
Haven has been known to be entirely frozen over, but only once known to have happened 
to the Southward of Fisherman’s Island, and the Nature of the Coast and Entrances pre- 
cludes the Possibility of packed or drift Ice accumulating, so that the Ingress and Egress 



is always free and open. 

It is not more or less subject to Fogs than the whole of this South-eastern Coast of Nova 
Scotia, which is all seriously inconvenienced by this Impediment to comfortable Navigation ; 
and the Soundings, with Attention, may always give sufficient Indication of Approach, and 
the rocky Ledges of the Coast form an almost continued steep Barrier ot Land. 

It will not be necessary in this Report to explain the Arrangements that may be required 
to facilitate the safe Entrance of this Port from Sea in Fogs; it is sufficient to say that it 
will admit the Use of definite Signals to secure at all Times a safe and easy Entrance. 

I forwarded to your Excellency a Trace of Lieutenant Shortland’s Survey of the mam 
Shaft of Communication from the Sea to the Haven, showing the Three principal Passages 
within the Anchorage, which is all safe and commodious ; there are, for the Convenience of 
small Craft, Four or Five other small Passages from the Sea, on whose critical Examination 



we gave no Time.

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Appendix Y, The Northern Shores of the Haven are everywhere safely approachable and capable of 
maintaining good Wharves, &c. 

C onpropMed Ce Having satisfied myself of the Eligibility of Whitehaven, we proceeded on the 6tli August 
IlalifaxandQuebec coasting and recon noitering towards Cranberry Island Lighthouse of Cape Canso, Five 
Railway. Leagues from Whitehaven Island. We passed Rasberry Island and Harbour, Whale 

, Island, and Big Diver Harbour and Bay, Little Diver or White Point, St. Andrew’s 

Island or Cape Canso proper, and entered Canso Harbour, of old the Winter 
Rendezvous of the French Navy ; in these Seas found most of these misnamed on the 
Charts, and nowhere any Spot, Bay, or Point that could at all compete with Whitehaven, 
the Approaches to all being difficult and dangerous in Fogs or. by Nights. 

The Port of Canso is very small, and is undergoing serious Changes for want of Care. 
The Spot called Burying Island is in great part washed away, and soon will all of it be 
so if not protected. 

The Approach to it is intricate and confined ; and finding moreover that in every Spring 
the Port of Canso, and indeed all the Bay of Chedabucto are seriously obstructed by Drift 
Ice out of the St. Lawrence, we merely measured the Distance from the Lighthouse to the 
outer Basses, and obtained proper Marks for the Dangers in the direct Route, and then left 
Canso by the little Gut for Guysboro’, where Captain Pipon, the Commissioner, had made 
an Appointment to meet me, and who, seeing us from Heights, came on board from Fox 
Island as we were passing, and we passed on to Guysboro’ on the 8th August, an appropriate 
Point for the Junction of the Sea Route with a Railroad or Land Communication on any 
Point of the Shores of Chedabucto Bay, and the Approach from Sea is simple, safe, and 
easy, but it is so incommoded every Spring with Drift Ice as to render it useless at that 
Season for the Purpose in question. 

I awaited the Arrival of the Post, when not hearing or having any Communication from 
your Excellency to inform me where I should wait on you, 1 determined to return to 
Halifax, and to pass through all the Sea Points with Captain Pipon on board, to enable him 
to see with his own Eyes every one of them that could be brought in question, therefore we 
quitted Guysboro’ on the 11th, early, stopped at the Port of Canso, where Captain Pipon 
landed, to reconnoitre for some Hours, when he re-embarked. We left Canso and 
coasted the outer Dangers to Whitehaven, which we entered by the Eastern Channel. 
Captain Pipon, from Two Hills, reconnoitered, and we remained in the Haven until next 
Morning the 12th August, when we quitted Whitehaven by the Western Channel, coasted 
Torbay, and proceeded along Shore to Country Harbour, the Channel into which is long, 
intricate, and in some Places shallow, therefore not at all recommendable ; nor is the 
Western or open Sea Approach unobjectionable, on account of its numerous outlying 
Dangers for nearly Three Leagues, and the Place itself appeared to me too far removed 
from the North-east Extremity of Nova Scotia as beforesaid. In the Afternoon we landed 
Captain Pipon Seven Miles up the beautiful and navigable River of Country Harbour, 
and proceeded to Halifax in the Columbia. We put into Marie et Josef in a Fog on the 
13th, and on the 14th coasted the outer Dangers, with very foggy Weather, and arrived at 
Halifax at Nine p. m. on the 14th. Your Excellency’s Letter of the 3d informed me that 
you were probably awaiting my Arrival at Bay Verte, therefore we departed again on the 
15th, and early on the 18th arrived at Bay Verte, where I received your Excellency’s 
Communication desiring me to examine other Points on which 1 will report specifically in 
another Paper.

Columbia, Halifax, N.S., 27th August 18<1G, 

In pursuance of your Orders, I have made a rough Sketch of the inner Part of the 
Entrance of Whitehaven, which, with the accompanying Remarks, I beg to submit for your 
Consideration. 

In fine clear Weather, and by Daylight, the Approach to Whitehaven is easy, the Shores 
being bold, and no outlying Dangers, if we except Two Rocks, nearly a Mile distant from 
the Shores of White Island, one to the S.W. and die odier to the S.E.; these generally 
break, and so show themselves. White Island forms the turning Point of the Shore of 
Nova Scotia, as it deflects towards the Northward to Canso. ' The White Rocks, and its 
Elevation of 140 Feet, make it stand out prominently, and easily distinguish it. 

There are several Channels into Whitehaven ; these can be used by Steamers of any 
Size. The Middle, which is between White Island and the Ledges to its Westward, 
appears the best, is about 250 Fathoms broad in its narrowest Part, and carries bold Water on 
both Sides, and is besides the shortest and most direct, not exceeding Half a Mile in length. 
However, as the Directions of the Channels differ, and all radiate nearly from the same 
Point, a Sailing Vessel can use that more favourable with respect to the Winds. The 
Western is also a very good Channel, and is preferable for Vessels going or coming from 
that Direction. ° ° 

The 
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Ihe Soundings without this Harbour are near the Shore very irregular, especially in the Appendix Y. 

Approach to the Eastern Channel, which is also injured for Vessels of large Draught of 

Water by a Rocky Patch with Thirteen or Fourteen Feet Water ; it is situated near the Correspondence 
Entrance, and rather more than One Third across Channel from the small Island (Grassv P ro P osed 
Patch) off White Island. Halifax and Quebec 

_ When inside the Harbour Care must be taken, as there are several Shoal Rocky Rf ulway. 
Patches which render the Navigation difficult to Strangers, and require to be well deter- 
mined and buoyed should the Harbour be used for commercial Purposes. There is an 
Abundance of safe Anchorage with good holding Ground, Black muddy Bottom, land- 
locked, and perfectly smooth. 

In foggy Weather this Harbour is difficult of Approach, especially to a Stranger, as the 
Soundings in shore are very irregular, and I have not been able to learn any good Indi- 
cations of its Vicinity to be gathered from the Lead, so as to render its Approach by that 
means certain, and Torbay, its immediate Neighbourhood to the Westward, is a dangerous 
Place to get into. 

From the Fishermen and small Coasters I understand the Currents round the Point are 
uncertain, and generally depend upon the Wind, though the prevailing Current is to the 
Westward. 

I experienced the Current in a Boat, when I visited the outer Break ; it was then setting 
to the Westward, at the Rate of One and a Half Miles per Hour at least. I also perceived 
Vessels in the Offing setting rapidly in the same Direction. The Breeze was from the 
Eastward and light, though it had previously blown hard from the same Point. 

We also in our Passage from Halifax from Canso, during a Fog, with the Wind from 
the S.W., experienced an Easterly Current, but the Land once made the Harbour is easily 
attained, especially by a Steamer. 

A judicious Arrangement of Fog Signals and Lighthouses, with Buoys on the principal 

Dangers, and a good Survey with the Sea Soundings well laid down, would make the 

Approach in the Night or during Fogs attended with small Danger to a careful Seaman.

In the Admiralty Plan of this Place the general Features and Soundings appear correct, 
if we except some of the minor Dangers, which are not noticed ; but the Scale is discrepant.

I find by your Excellency’s Communication of 17th instant, that my Report of the 11th 
instant on the Promontory of Canso, and the Points it offers available for a Junction of 
Sea and Land Routes between Great Britain and her Colonies in North America, had not 
then been received. 

Since that was written I have been suffering from Fever, which has incapacitated me for 
Labour of any kind. But your Letter of 17th occasioned me to refer to my Report of the 
11th (principally showing Whitehaven to be a Port in every way calculated for the Purpose 
designed), which has shown me that possibly there may have been some Points neither so 
fully nor satisfactorily explained therein as might be considered desirable, and, principally, 
the deservedly high Character of Halifax as a safe and convenient Port has been not unfre- 
quently adverted to by Persons not very conversant with the Details of minute Navigation 
(although with Influence enough to cause their Dicta or Prejudices to have more Weight 
than they merit), implying that Halifax being so safe and secure a Port it would not be 
prudent to establish another Port, and which could not fail to be detrimental to its local 
Interests (viz. of Halifax), and could not, in their assumed Suppositions, be either so safe 
or so convenient. The comparative Advantages of Halifax and Whitehaven must be, in 
the first place, decided by their respective geographical Positions, which is proved to be so 
much to the Advantage of Whitehaven (in the only view here taken of them) that the Com- 
munications between Great Britain and Halifax (itself) would be accelerated at least Twelve 
Hours under any Circumstances, and under some Circumstances possibly by twice or even 
thrice that Difference of Time. 

This Fact must be decisive, in the mere geographical Comparison. In the second 
place, comparing the Two Points nautically, Llalifax is a good, capacious, fine, safe Har- 
bour ; so is Whitehaven, and in nothing that I know inferior to Halifax. In clear Weather, 
by Nio-ht or by Day, both are equally available, and equally safe and easy of Approach ; so 
that tlie only Circumstance still open to Comparison is in the too common Case, that at the 
Time when Entrance is sought into them respectively all the Points and the Ship herself 
may be enveloped in a dense Fog, and possibly her own Jib-boom End not visible, the

Navigators, it is dangerous. In proof of which it is a Well-Known rant unto Ships of\ 
and others are sometimes detained outside tile Harbour from Half a Day to I 111 ee Day s 
before they can effect a sore and safe Entrance, and serious Delay to the Packets frequently 
occurs- besides the known Fact, that one of these (the Britannia) once narrowly escaped 
Wreck, with serious Damage, among the Dangers of Lambro' at the Entrance of Hal 
near Six Leagues from the Port, and which must always be passed before that can be 
attained: and no longer ago than the Middle oflast July the same Vessel overshot the 
Entrance to Halifax, and very narrowly escaped Wreck and serious Damage among Uocks 
and Ledges, Thirty Miles beyond it, about Leddore. 

Both Places must be subject to the Casualties and Accidents arising from Mismanage- 
ment: but the Field of occult Movements (in Fogs) and the Sphere of Uncertainty in the 
Navigation, is full Ten Times greater at Halifax than Whitehaven. At the latter I could 
pledge myself to direct Vessels as surely and certainly to any Spot within itt Precincts in 
Fo 4 as by a human Voice in a Boat ahead of and guiding them. Nevertheless, Halifax 
itself is by no means incapable of such Arrangements for foggy Weather: although no such 
Attempt hitherto can be said to have been made, and they would there also he required on 
a much more extensive Scale than at Whitehaven.

Your Excellency was pleased to refer to me on the Subject of the Ports in the Promon- 
tory of Canso, but as the Information I was then (last Wednesday) able to give your 
Excellency was verbal, therefore evanescent, I have presumed it may be more acceptable m 
an authentic and tangible Form. 

Mv Attention was directed by his Excellency Sir William Colebrooke to the Necessity of 
making such a nautical Reconnaissance of the Coasts of the Promontory of Canso as might 
assurers that there was at that Point a safe Port easy of Access and incommoded by Ice at 
any Season, and in short such a Port as might with Advantage be used as the Junction of Sea 
and Land Communication between Great Britain and her Colonies in North America, &c. 
As I had never before visited any of the Ports at that Extremity of Nova Scotia, I examined 
(by actual Visitation) Country Harbour, Torbay, Whitehaven, and the Ports of Canso 
and Guysboro’, and reconnoitered all the intermediate Shores. There are serious nautical 
Objections to the Adoption of any of the Points mentioned which are unnecessary 
to detail in this Communication, except only Whitehaven, of which the Admiralty Charts 
give very good Plans. Lieutenant Shortland, Commander of the Columbia, surveyed the 
Approaches to Whitehaven, and we gave Three Days to its Examination. 

Whitehaven is not only most conveniently situated, being the nearest approachable Point 
of the Continent of North America to England or Ireland (in Lat. 45° 10' N., Long. 61° 10' W.), 
but is a splendid and most commodious Port, whose immediate Entrance and its Harbour 
are never obstructed or incommoded by drift or packed Ice. It lias very great Facilities 
of Approach, and has only Two outlying Dangers or small Rocks between the Port and 
the open Sea, and these only about Half a Mile from the Shore ; and in short its nautical 
Facilities of Attainment greatly exceed those of Halifax or any other Point on the Const 
that I have seen. The upper Parts of its fine and beautiful Harbour (like Bedford Basin 
and Halifax Harbour) in some Winters freeze over in part, but never so as to obstruct its 
external Communications, its Approach, or its perfect Safety ; and its Configuration, as 
regards the proximate Coasts, prevents the Accumulation of drift or packed Ice either to 
obstruct or incommode it. 

Its Shores offer no Impediments to Railroad Termini wherever convenient, and the 
Vicinity is (in my Judgment) perfectly practicable for Rail Communications ; and if the 
new Road from Dartmouth to Guysboro’ were continued, it would bring Whitehaven 
within 120 Miles of practical Road Distance, and (as I have understood) on a Level so 
unobstructed as to unite to that direct Line of Railroad to Halifax, from Whitehaven, 
should it be adopted as the Sea Terminus, and this Distance in Rail Time requiring less 
than Four Hours, saving a Voyage of Sixteen Hours under favourable Circumstances, anti 
considering the Inconveniences at present existing to the nautical Commodiousness of the 
Port of Halifax, in Tiirjes of Fog the Advantages of the shorter Communication must be 
indefinitely manifest. 

Thus, Sir John, I have certified to your Excellency this one important Fact, that at the 
nearest available Point of North America to England or Ireland there is a splendid Port 

(Whitehaven) 
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(Whitehaven) most conveniently placed and endowed in every way inviting to its Use, as 
the Junction of the Sea and Rail Communication between Great Britain and these 
Colonies.

Fredericton, N.B., 12th October 1847. 

My Lord, (Received 29th October 1847.) 

Understanding from Major Robinson and Captain Henderson that they had ascertained 
the Practicability of opening a Line for the Construction of a Railway from Halifax to 
Quebec traversing the Eastern and Northern Districts of this Province, it is my Intention, 
at a Meeting of the Executive Council appointed for To-morrow, to provide for the 
necessary Reserve of Land along the proposed Line. I anticipate that whenever it may be 
decided by Her Majesty’s Government to undertake the proposed Work there will be no 
Difficulty in obtaining the Concurrence of the Provincial Legislature to a free Grant of 
the Lands required which may be at the Disposal of the Crown ; and where the Lands 
are the Property of Individuals, that the Assembly will guarantee the Possession without 
Charge, as in the Act passed in 1 845, to facilitate the Construction of a Military Road 
by Her Majesty’s Government (8th Victoria, Cap. xlvii.), Copy of which is herewith 
enclosed.

Copy of a Despatch from Viscount Falkland to Lord Stanley. Lord Stanley, 

Government House, Halifax, 19th August 1845. 19th August 1815. 

My Lord, (Received 12 th Sept. 1845.) — 

I have received a Memorial (a Copy of which I enclose) from a Body styling themselves 
the Promoters and Provisional Board of the Halifax, Quebec, and Montreal Railway 
Company, requesting that I will, early next Session, sanction the Introduction into the 
Provincial Legislature of Nova Scotia of a Bill for their Incorporation, and for securing to 
them certain exclusive Facilities and Advantages therein detailed. 

The above Memorial was accompanied by a Letter from Mr. W. Bridge, Secretary to 
the Company, begging that, in addition to giving my own personal Attention to the 
Objects of the Memorial, I would notify its Receipt to your Lordship, and recommend the 
Prayer of the Memorialists. 

I have answered this Communication by a Letter stating that, although I was fully aware 
of the immense Advantages likely to accrue to Nova Scotia from the carrying into Effect of 
the contemplated Railroad, it would be irregular in me to act on the Prayer of the 
Memorial without having obtained your Lordship’s Sanction, and that I could not 
correspond officially with the Company until such Sanction had been received. 

Your Lordship’s Approval is more especially necessary in this Instance, because the 
Object of the Memorial is to obtain the Aid of the Local Government to pass a Provincial 
Law, not only for the Incorporation of the Company, but for the Appropriation of large 
Tracts of Land to their Use. 

It seems to me that the Object of the Company, as regards its Incorporation, would be 
better attained under Imperial Authority, by a Charter or otherwise, than under any local 
(46 .— App.) u Act ’ 
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Act, which must of necessity be limited in its Operation to Nova Scotia; though I am 
anxious that it should be understood that the Prospect of the Benefits to be derived from 
the Construction of the proposed Work is such that I have no Reason to doubt that, pro- 
vided your Lordship’s Permission be obtained, the Local Legislature will be eager to afford 
every Facility and Assistance to its Proprietors. 

According to the Royal Instructions, the previous Consent of the Crown will be necessary 
before complying with the Wishes of the Company as regards the granting of the Portions 
of Land for which they have applied.

That a public Company is now in course of being set on foot in London for the 
Puipose of constructing a Line of Railway which shall connect the Provinces of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, and Canada by a direct Line of Steam Communication, com- 
mencing at Halifax and proceeding to Quebec and Montreal, with Power progressively to 
extend the same Westward to the Pacific Ocean, form Branches, and purchase and improve 
Lands upon the Line. 

That it is most confidently expected, by the Promoters of this great national Under- 
taking, that it will receive the cordial Support of all Her Majesty’s Subjects on either 
Side of the Atlantic who are in any way interested in the Trade, Commerce, and 
Intercourse subsisting between Great Britain and the British North American 
Colonies. 

That Mr. M ‘Gregor of the Board of Trade, in his valuable Work on British America, 
published in 1832, mentions that the late Mr. M ‘Taggart, an Engineer employed on 
the Canals of Canada, and therefore little liable to the Reproach of countenancing visionary 
Speculations, was of opinion that Steamboats would go up the St. Lawrence from 
Quebec to Lake Superior ere Three Years from that Time; that they may pass through 
the Notch of the Rocky Mountains, and be locked down the Columbia to the Pacific 
Ocean, and that the Town of Nootka on the Sound of that Name, from mere Advantages ox 
Situation, is likely to become as large as London, as the Trade between it and the 
Oriental World would become wonderfully great in a short Space of Time ; and that when 
the Steam Packet Line is established between Quebec and London, as it soon would 
be, we may come and go between China and Great Britain in about Two Months. 

That when Mr. M'Taggart made these Observations he did not foresee that the Applica- 
tion of Steam to Purposes of Intercourse on Railways would come into such rapid and 
universal Use ; but his Opinions are cited as being entitled to much Weight from 
his practical Knowledge of the Regions lying to the Westward of the great American 
Lakes. 

That the following Paragraph, bearing upon the same Subject, has recently appeared in 
the Newspapers of the United States ; viz.

“ Commerce, and the United States would have the Advantage of importing direct 
cc Chinese and Indian Goods, receiving all Information from the Celestial Empire 
“ Twenty to Twenty-four Days earlier than either England, France, or Holland. Our 
“ Lakes . would become the. Mediterranean Sea, and the weekly Intercourse between the 
« Atlantic and the Great Ocean would give to our Merchants the Key of the Trade of the 
« World. Mr. Whitney asks from Government no other Assistance but the Grant of 
« Sixty Miles of Country along the whole Line of the Railway, and engages himself on 
“ the other hand in his own Name, as well as for his Heirs, to forward in all Futurity, 

« without any Remuneration, all United States Letters, Ammunition of War, Soldiers, 

C£ Seamen, and in fact every thing relating to the Central Government.” 

That the Opinions of Mr. M‘Taggavt, and the Statements embodied in the above 
Paragraph from the United States Newspapers, lead the Promoters of the Halifax, 

Quebec, and Montreal Railway Company to believe that a Line of Steam Packet and 
Railway Communication may be effected between Great Britain and China across British 
North America. 

That considering the vast commercial and political Importance of such a Line, that it 
would supersede the Necessity for the projected Military Road along the Boundary Line 
in New Brunswick, afford a vast Opening for the safe and profitable Investment of British 
Capital, and, above all things, furnish progressively immense Facilities for the systematic 
Plantation and Settlement of the whole Frontier Territory of British North America from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, the Promoters venture to hope that they will procure for the 
Undertaking the especial Patronage and Encouragement of the Provincial Governments of 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and Canada. 

That with this view the Promoters venture to hope that the Governor and Council of 
Nova Scotia will early next Session sanction the Introduction of a Bill for the Incorpora- 
tion of the Company, and securing to its Promoters and Shareholders the following 
exclusive Facilities and Advantages ; viz. 

1st. A free Grant for ever of all the unlocated Land in the Province of Nova Scotia over 
which the Line shall pass, together with Permission to use such Timber and other Mate- 
rials along the Course of the Railway as shall be required for the Construction of the 
Works. 

2d. A pre-emptive Right to the Promoters and Shareholders to become the Purchasers 
at each Station on the Line of Blocks of Land not less in extent than 20,000 Acres each, 
at a minimum Price per Acre, the Purchase Money to be paid in Ten equal yearly Instal- 
ments, of which the first shall only become payable at the End of Six Months from the 
opening of such Portions of the Line as shall be connected with the Stations to which 
the said Blocks are attached. 

Finally, your Memorialists having submitted to the Prime Minister certain Proposi- 
tions upon this Subject, they further presume to hope that the Governor and Council of 
Nova Scotia will be pleased to recommend the Undertalcing to the Attention and Support 
of the Home Government, and otherwise give to the Promoters and Shareholders such 
Assistance and Countenance as may be necessary to obtain for the Company the Confi- 
dence and Co-operation of the British Public and all others locally interested.

A Resolution of the House of Assembly, of which I have the Honour to enclose a 
Copy, having made it my Duty to correspond with the Governor General on the Subject, 
I have the Honour to invite your Lordship’s Attention to the Letter addressed by me to 
Lord Elgin (Copy enclosed), and to acquaint your Lordship that the Canadian Government 
has agreed to the Principle suggested in my Letter, by assuming the Payment of 5,250/. of 
the Residue of the Expenses of the exploratory Survey of the proposed Line of Railroad 
between this Place and Quebec, after deducting the Proportion defrayed by the Province of 
New Brunswick, thus leaving to Nova Scotia the Payment of the Sum of 2,900/., being 
little more than the Proportion contemplated in the Resolution.

are advantageously affected by the Application of the opposite Principle, the Legislature of 
New Brunswick has lost no Time in voting One Third of the total Amount of the Expenses 
incurred, knowing that if the Mileage Rate were to be adopted, a far more considerable 
Amount would fall to the Share of New Brunswick; the Proportions of the total Distance 
between Halifax and Quebec being —

For myself, I confess that I am averse to any Question being raised on a Matter so 
comparatively trifling, especially when a Principle of Division has been suggested from so 
bio-h a Quarter, and looking to the unequal Effect which that of Mileage would have by 
imposing upon New Brunswick so large a Share of the whole of the preliminary Expenses 
of an Undertaking, of which, if carried into effect, perhaps a larger Amount of commercial 
Benefit is likely to be derived by Canada and Nova Scotia (as the Termini) than by the 
mere transit of the Trunk through New Brunswick, of which the enhanced Value of her 
wild Lands might constitute the chief Advantage. 

Under these Circumstances I am induced to submit to your Lordship how far the Justice 
of the Case might not be met by accepting One Third as the Quota of New Brunswick, and 
(looking to the relative Revenues of the other Two Colonies) dividing the remaining 
Amount rateably (according to the Mileage Principle) between Canada and Nova Scotia. 
This Arrangement would moreover be in accordance with the original Pledge given by the 
Assembly of Nova Scotia “ that it would defray the Expense of the Exploration within the 
Limits of the Province ”

of the British Possessions on this Continent in the event of a War.

The Memorial of the City of Toronto and Lake Huron Railroad Company, 



Respectfully showeth, 

That this Company is incorporated by Acts of the Provincial Legislature for the 
Purpose of constructing a Railroad to connect the Navigation of Lake Ontario with that 
of Lake Huron, thereby avoiding the Danger of Lake Erie ; and which Road, while 
diverting a large Portion of the immense Traffic now passing through that Lake from 
American to British Hands, will at the same Time open a Way into the Heart of a vast 
agricultural Country, and develop the Resources of Half a Million of Acres of Land at 
present nearly unproductive. 

That such a Work must not only be an immense Benefit to the Province generally, but 
also of great Importance to the Government; besides affording a rapid Means for the Con- 
veyance of the Mails, it will also provide an easy and rapid Means of Transportation for 
Troops and Military .Stores ; and by its Termination on Lake Huron place the Command 
of that Lake in the Hands of the British Government, thereby facilitating the Defence of 
the otherwise unprotected Western Frontier of British America. It will also form a most 
important Link in the Chain of Communication between the Western Part of the Province 
and the Seat of Government. And if extended to the City of Montreal, for which 
Legislative Enactments have provided, it will become of still greater Importance as Part 
of That great national Work by which it is now proposed to connect the Province of Canada 
with New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. 

That in a mercantile point of view such an Undertaking is of equal Importance, par- 
ticularly in a Country where at certain Seasons of the Year the Roads are impassible, and 
at a Time when the Changes in the commercial Policy of Great Britain, throwing open the 
Corn Trade (the Staple of Western Canada) to Countries more favourably situated, will 
have the Effect of materially injuring the Commerce of this Colony, or of forcing it into 
the Hands of the American Merchant and Shipowner, unless increased Facilities of 



Transportation are afforded through the Canadian Provinces. 

That from the Scarcity of Money consequent on the Drain caused by the high Price of 
Provisions, it is rendered more than usually difficult to obtain from thence the Means of 
carry inc on any distant Enterprise, whilst at the same Time the Distress at present 
existing in the Mother Country, and still more the Apprehension that such Distress may 
continue, must cause a large Amount of Emigration, the great Mass of which will be 
composed of Persons in destitute Circumstances, in Numbers far above what the ordinary 
Demand for Labour can supply ; such Emigration will naturally flow to Western Canada, 
where it becomes the paramount Duty of those who have the Power to make such 
Provision for their Employment as the Exigencies of the Times seem to require. 

That no System of Settlement has been found so successful as that winch lias enabled the 
indigent Emigrant to find steady Employment on his immediate Arrival in the Neighbour- 
hood of his intended Location, or at those Times during the Summer Season, when he can 
leave his Land to provide the Means of procuring Food for the coming Winter. This will 
be best effected in the present Case by such Works as will give Employment to Labourers, 
to which Class the Mass of the coming Emigrants may be expected to belong, and such 
Emplovment the Construction of the proposed Railroad will afford to them in a Manner 
more beneficial than it is possible to obtain by any other Means, for this Road, passing 
through Guelph from Toronto, the Point first sought by Emigrants, while giving the 
required Employment, conducts them to the Neighbourhood of those Waste Lands (the only 
Government Lands available for the Purpose) which offer the greatest Advantages to 
Settlers, and which will acquire by the Completion of the Road all the Advantage ot the 
most favoured Parts of the older Settlements.^

of War should be entered into upon equitable Terms by the Government with this 
Company for a certain Time ; and that Government should give further Assistance, 
either by the advancing of Money by way of Loan to the Company or by Debentures. 

And following up that Letter, your Petitioners now respectfully pray that Countenance 
and Support may be accorded by the Government for the Purposes of this Undertaking 
in such Manner as, under the Circumstances of the Case and the peculiar Position of 
Affa irs, may be deemed most advisable here and in England. 

That the Provincial Government considers this Undertaking one likely to become highly 
beneficial to die Country is proved by the favourable Acts relating to the Company 
which have received the Royal Assent. And your Petitioners beg to submit the 
acompanying “General Statement of Railroad Interests,” drawn up for a different 
Purpose, in order to show not only the Views of this Board, but also that an ample 
and certain Prospect of Remuneration is held out to the Shareholders affording full 
Security for the Repayment of any Money advanced in furtherance of the Work. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

General Statement of, and Remarks upon, the Railroad Interests of 
Western Canada. 

That a judiciously chosen Line of Railroad from East to West across the Canadian 
Peninsula must be a profitable Investment has been shown in the Prospectus of this 
Company, dated Toronto, 4th August 1845. The Amount of Traffic passing round it 
may be gathered from the Number of Steam and Sailing Vessels plying not only from 
Buffalo, but from Montreal, Ogdensburgh, Kingston, Oswego, and Toronto ; conveying 
the surplus Population of Europe and the New England States of America, together with 
their Manufactures, and the Teas, Sugars, Spices, Tobacco, and other Productions of the 
warmer Climates, through these Waters to the Countries bordering on the Upper Lakes. 
The Tract of Country thus supplied extends from the New British Settlement of Owen’s 
Sound on the East, and the Mining and Fishing Establishments on Lake Superior on the 
North, to the American States bordering on Lake Michigan and its Tributaries, even to 
the Waters of the Mississippi, on the West and South; and its Population, which in 1840 
was 762,500, now amounts to about 1,569,600. The Productions of these fertile Regions, 
which include the richest mineral Districts of Northern America, are conveyed through 
the same lioute by the returning Vessels, forming a Stream of Traffic, the Commerce of 
which is estimated at above 25,000,0001. Sterling; and employs above 100 Steam and 
500 Sailing Vessels, and above 6,000 Men. — (Appendix 1.) By far the larger Portion of 
this Traffic is now carried through the St. Clair past Detroit into Lake Huron — 
. (Appendix 2.), and would necessarily be thrown upon a Railroad carried across the 
Peninsula, by the Tediousness of the Welland Canal, the Uncertainty and Dangers 
attending the Navigation of Lake Erie — (Appendix 3.), and the Difficulties of the St. Clair, 
over the Shallows of which the larger Vessels can only pass during Daylight, being 
obliged to lighten their Cargoes, except when the Waters arc unusually high. The con- 
tinued Increase of this Traffic is insured by the immense Extent and Fertility of the 
Country to be supplied by it. 

In the Prospectus mentioned above, and published nearly a Year and a Half ago, this 
Board gave a decided Opinion in favour of Sarnia, on the Southern Extremity of Lake 
Huron, as the best Western Terminus. Since then, material Changes respecting both 
Foreign and Domestic Traffic have taken place, and the Question of a Union with the 

Great 
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Great Western Railroad Company in Canada has arisen, for the easy Accomplishment of Appendix Y. 

which the Act which has just received the Royal Assent provides. It therefore becomes 

necessavy to reconsider this Opinion. Correspondence 

The Foreign Traffic, which is now carried bv the one Route through Lake Erie, consists on P ro P osed 
nevertheless of Two distinct Branches; the Objects and Interests of which are perfectly Halifax andQuebee 
distinct.^ The one points to the Connexion of the Eastern American Railroad, terminating Railway, 
at Buffalo, with the Western one commencing at Detroit ; and necessarily seeking a more 
Southern Route. The other points to the Connexion of the Navigation of Lake Ontario 
with that of Lake Huron, requiring a more Northern Route, with good Harbours at either 
Termination. 

Of these Two Objects, the Connexion of Lakes Ontario and Huron is not only the most 
important now, but, with all its vast Increase, the Trade runs no probable Risk of being 
ever diverted to other Channels. But with respect to the Connexion of the Two American 
Railroad? no such Increase can be expected, since the more Southern Part of the Trade 
now passing through Buffalo will necessarily be more and more diverted from Detroit, as 
the Improvements nowin progress are completed. A Terminus at Windsor has for its 
Object solely the Connexion of these Two Lines. To include the other and more important 
Object, the Western Terminus must be North of the St. Clair, the Choice lying between 
Sarnia and Goderich. 

Goderich possesses a tolerably good Harbour, particularly for Steamers and Propellers; 
is situated higher up than Sarnia on Lake Huron, and at a shorter Distance from Toronto, 
and for all Purposes of Summer Trade is most valuable. But it has the Disadvantage of 
being situated on the Lee Shore of the Lake, and all Foreign Traffic must cease for above 
Five Months of the Year. 

Sarnia is situated at the Commencement of Lake Huron, so that every Vessel entering 
that Lake must pass through its Harbour; and in consequence of the Difficulty of the 
Navigation of the St. Clair, it possesses many Advantages similar to those of Buffalo on 
Lake Erie. Its Harbour is both exceedingly good and easy of Access, the Lake is always 
open to it, and it lies under the Weather Shore of Lake Huron ; Advantages as a Port for 
the Lake Trade which more than compensate for the longer Navigation and its greater 
Distance from Toronto. — (Appendix 4.) At the same Time the Object of establishing a 
Communication with the Detroit Railroad is not relinquished, as a Road from that Place to 
Port Huron, immediately opposite, may be considered the certain Consequence of one 
made to Sarnia, a Charter for which was obtained from the Michigan Legislature 
last Year. 

The present Want of Roads on the American Side to this Point (Port Huron, opposite 
Sarnia) has been urged as an Objection to Sarnia as a Terminus, as if it proved not only 
a Want of Business but of Settlement there. This is no more the Case in that Part of the 
Country than in any other Part of Western America.— (Appendix 5.) Indeed the History 
of the “ Central Railroad ” (that West from Detroit) proves the Importance of the Tract 
of Country of which Port Huron would naturally become the Outlet. When Railroads 
were first commenced in the State of Michigan, they were undertaken by the State 
Government ; and Three Lines running parallel to one another were brought forward, and 
intended to be carried on at the same Time. These were, the Southern Line from Monro, 
on the Western Extremity of Lake Erie, to the Bottom of Lake Michigan, which has been 
completed as far as Hillsdale, a Distance of Sixty-eight Miles; the “Central,” from 
Detroit to St. Joseph on Lake Michigan opposite to Chicago, which has been completed 
about 130 Miles; and the “ Northern,” from Port Huron to Grand Haven, the only good 
Harbour on Lake Michigan opposite to Milwaukie on the Western Shore. 

The “ Central” Line, commencing at the Seat of Government, was of course considered 
the most important and was begun first. A successful political Intrigue enabled those 
interested in the Southern Line to commence that Work before the Northern one; and State 
Difficulties in Money Matters soon after interfered to stop it altogether. Still, however, the 
Line was considered of sufficient Importance to induce the State in the Session of 1845 to 
grant a Sum of Money for the Purpose of constructing a “turnpiked” or graded Road, 
and building the necessary Bridges along the Line. A Railroad to Sarnia would neces 
sarily secure all the Business to be derived from the immense Tract of which Port Huron 
must then become the Outlet, a Country of far greater Extent and Importance than that 
through which the “ Central” Railroad passes. 

We have now to inquire into the local or way Traffic likely to be obtained, and by what 
Route the most Profit to be derived from it can be combined with that arising from the 
Foreign Business. 

In considering the local Advantages of any Line of Railroad through so new a Country, 
it is much more necessary to look forward to the probable Changes which Time and 
Circumstances may effect than to dwell upon what has already been done. In the whole 
Tract under Consideration there is no Town West of Toronto where Business is so esta- 
blished as to prevent its relative Importance being entirely changed within a few Years, 
neither is there any Road or artificial Means of Communication sufficiently effective to 
interfere with a well-chosen Railroad. The Navigation of Lake Erie, even should its 
Harbours be ever so much improved, can never compete with a Railroad in the important 
Article of the Export of Grain. The Harvest ending in August, it is impossible for the 
Farmers to get their Wheat to Market, in any Amount, for Shipment on this Lake until 
( 46 .— App.) X the 
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the Middle of October, after which Time the Navigation becomes so unsafe that the Kate 
of Insurance is trebled ; and after the 1st November some Companies refuse altogether to 
insure. Thus, the greater Part of the Western Wheat of One Harvest does not find its 
Wav down the St. Lawrence till the following Year, to the great Detriment of the Farmers, 
who were the Means of seasonable Export afforded, would probably, each successive Year, 
for some Years to come, double the Amount of their Produce. . 

From Toronto Two Routes present themselves leading to Sarnia, which has been already 
nointed out as the best Western Terminus. The Northern, which is also the shorter Line 
by Twenty-nine Miles, through Guelph and Stratford, traversing, in proportion to its 
Extent, a more fertile though less populous Country, and having the Advantage of being 
able to communicate with both London and Goderich by comparatively short Branches, 
beinn- the Line originally recommended by this Board for the Purpose of connecting the 
Navigation of Lake Ontario with that of Lake Huron, and shown by the preliminary 
Survey to be most favourable. (Mr. M‘Donald’s Report, dated 5th August 1845.) .1 lie 

Southern passing through Hamilton and an older settled Country, including the Towns 
of Brantford, Woodstock, and London, and being, so far, the Line of the Great Western 



Of this latter Line the Distance from Toronto to Hamilton is Forty-five Miles. Lying 
alono- the Shoves of Lake Ontario, its Traffic must necessarily be confined to the Convey- 
ance 0 of Passengers, for which the Steamers will prove formidable Competitors during the 
Summer Months; the Receipts therefore can be but small. From Hamilton Westward the 
local Profits of the Line will depend on such Business as that Town may be enabled to 
establish, liable, however, to be materially lessened the Moment a Road is constructed 
from Toronto to Guelph, an Undertaking of too profitable a Nature to be long delayed. 

The Foreign Traffic from Hamilton to the Westward will, if the Line be carried to 
Sarnia, consist of the same Description as that calculated on for the Northern Line, with 
the Disadvantage of commencing at a very inferior Harbour and less important Town than 
Toronto. Should the Line be continued from London to Windsor, as proposed by the 
Great Western Comnany, that Pavt of its Foreign Traffic which arises from Lake Ontario 
would he much interfered with by the Line from Port Huron to Detroit, which would 
open the same Trade to Toronto ; while that Part arising from a Connexion with Buffalo 
(and which can only be obtained by a long and otherwise unproductive Branch from 
Hamilton) must be materially diminished on the Completion of the Railroad now construct- 
inn- from New York to Dunkirk on Lake Erie, and be completely diverted should the one 
proposed from Fort Erie to Windsor ever take place. 

The Road from Toronto to Guelph, 43i Miles, would pass, with the Exception of a few 
Miles in the hilly Parts of Esquesing and Nassagaweya, through one of the most fertile 
and thriving Parts of Canada — if not the most so ; the Line to Guelph, were it even to 
cease there, 'must prove most profitable. Traffic of every Description, whether for Export- 
ation or the Supply of Toronto, from the immense and uncommonly fine Tract of which 
Guelph is the Centre, as well as the intermediate Country, must pour down it. In a 
Circle round Guelph, embracing a Population of above 22,000 Inhabitants, exclusive of 
Galt and Dumfries on the South, there are Eighteen rising Villages or small Towns, 
besides a Number of Milling Establishments. — (Appendix 6.) Besides the more valuable 
Descriptions of Produce, the Supply of Wood alone to this City it is estimated would yield 
a yearly Sum of 15,000/. And from the higher Ground, where Pine Timber abounds, 
sawn Lumber may be most profitably sent to the Albany and New York Markets, for 
which Trade there are a Number of Saw Mills West of Toronto exclusively employed, and 
which is already a Business of great Importance. 

From around Guelph and from thence On to Stratford, through a Country of unsur- 
passed if not unequalled Fertility in proportion to its Extent, Provisions, whether Grain, 
Flour, or Meat, would he sent in Quantities beyond any present Calculation, with this 
further Advantage to this Line, that the Traffic cannot he diverted to any other Route. 
To this Section of the Province, the Population of which increased from 1,629 in the 
Month of December 1840 to 7,887 in August 1S46, — (Appendix 7.), and the adjoining 
Huron Tract, the greater Number of Emigrants direct their Steps, forming by their 
Numbers (the Amount of which is shown by the Canada Company’s Returns) the largest 
Item of local Traffic of Western Canada. 

From Stratford the Road may be carried either direct to Sarnia, or by the Village of 
St. Mary in the Township of Blanchard through the more settled Parts of Adelaide and 
"Warwick to Sarnia. If this Route is adopted, a Branch of Nineteen Miles from St. Mary 
will connect the Line with the Town of London. From Stratford also, a Branch to 
Goderich, Forty-five Miles, will- receive the local Traffic of the older settled Parts of the 
Huron Tract and the fine Country North of it. It will also make available the great 
"Water Power of Goderich for the Manufacture of Western Wheat for the Eastern Markets, 
as well as give greater Facilities to the Summer Trade of Lake Huron. 

These are the Views which were adopted by this Board Eighteen Months ago. It may 
he well to consider how far their Correctness has been borne out by the various Occur- 
rences, more or less affecting the Trade in question, which have taken place during this 
Period. 

The Free Trade Measures of England now coming into practical Operation, and the 
bonded System of the United States, have a general Effect, either by stimulating the Trade 

or 
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or throwing it into new Channels. The opening a direct Line of Road from New York 
must necessarily change the Direction of the existing Trade on the South ; and the Com- 
men cement of Mining Speculations on Lake Superior have opened up new Interests on 
the North. 

The Free Trade Policy of England has not only given a great Impetus to the Provision 
Trade generally, but has opened it to the American Trader equally with the Canadian. 
This must drive the Quebec and Montreal Merchants especially to seek not only a cheap 
but the most rapid Means of Transit for the Produce of Western Canada, as well as of the 
Western States, to the Saint Lawrence. Every reasonable Facility that the British Govern- 
ment can give may be confidently reckoned upon below, particularly as regards the safer 
Navigation of the Gulf in the late autumnal Months. The Railroads must do the rest 
above. By affording an early Means of Transit the Harbour of Toronto will prove invalu- 
able, as it is from that Port that the first Shipments can be made in Spring and the last in 
Autumn. Could the Produce of last Harvest have been gotten to Toronto, instead of 
having to pass through the Welland Canal or from the Port of Hamilton, a far larger 
Amount would have been sent down the St. Lawrence last Autumn. All these Circum- 
stances must concur in stimulating Traffic, and throwing it more and more on the Northern 
Route.

Again, with respect to the Bonded System of the United States, by which unbroken 
Packages are passed through Duty-free; One Effect of this Measure has already been to 
throw the entire Grocery Trade of Canada and the North-western States into the Hands of 
the Merchants of New York ; from whence all East and West India Produce, as well as the 
Tobacco and other Products of the Southern States, must be necessarily forwarded by Two 
Routes, the Hudson River and Erie Canal or Railroad, communicating with Ontario, and 
the Railroad already mentioned from New York to Dunkirk on Lake Erie. 

Another Effect of this Measure has also been to transfer the wholesale Business of that 
Part of the Trade connected with the Country round Toronto and West of it from the 
Hands of the Montreal Merchants to those of the Merchants of Toronto. — (Appendix 8.) 
In this Change the Hamilton Merchants have also, to a certain degree, participated ; but 
should the contemplated Road be accomplished there will be this decided Difference,' that 
whereas the Toronto Merchant will have no Competitor either North of him or along" the 
whole Line of his Railway, the Hamilton Merchant will have to contend not only with" the 
Toronto Railroad on the North but with the Buffalo and Dunkirk Merchants on the South, 
who, receiving their Goods by the cheapest and shortest Routes, will compete for the Supply 
of all Places connected with Lake Erie, including not only London and Woodstock but 
even Brantford, the nearest Town to Hamilton, connected as it is with Lake Erie by its 
Canal. J 



With respect to the mining Operations which have been commenced on Lake Superior 
and the upper Waters of Lake Huron, the mineral Wealth of this Region has been proved 
to be very great, and the public Attention has been so far drawn towards it as to secure 
their being carried on, thus increasing the Importance, and therefore the Profit, of the 
more Northern Line of Railroad. 

Having thus set forth the general Nature of the Railroad Traffic and Interests of Western 
Canada, and the peculiar Nature and Interests of the Line proposed by this Company, it 
now becomes necessary to consider how far or in what Manner a Union with the Great 
Western Company may be beneficial, and if a Union is found to be necessary, on what Plan 
it may be based. 

As far as regards the true Interests of this Company, the foregoing Statement clearly 
shows that a Union, however it might benefit the Great Western Company, is of but little 
Importance to this one; and any Departure from the Line first recommended by this 
Board must be deprecated. Still, however, as the London Board, representing the largest 
Interest in the United Company, will have, under the Terms of the Union, to decide on 
the whole Question, should it, either from taking another View of the Subject, arrive at a 
different Conclusion, or from finding that the British Capitalists, under the Dread of the 
Evils arising from the Existence of Two rival Lines, refuse to subscribe the required 
Amount of Stock, decide differently, then this Board, rather than endanger the speedy 
Commencement of the Undertaking, will acquiesce in any Arrangement that may be made, 
and to the utmost of its Power carry it through, with reference alone to the general 
Interests of the Company. 

The Views of this Board respecting the Western Terminus are confirmed by the Opinion 
of the Board of Directors of the Great Western Company, expressed in their Resolution 
dated Hamilton, 6th January 1847, — “ That One Trunk Line of Railway connecting the 
Waters of Ontario with those of Huron, would confer the greatest Benefit on the Province, 
and the largest Advantage on the Stockholders.” There can, therefore, be no Difficulty in 
settling the Western Terminus of the united Company. It will be probably far otherwise, 
however, with respect to the first Stage out of Toronto. 

The Road from Toronto to Guelph has been shown to be the most profitable Part of the 
whole Line, but the Construction of such a Road will have the Effect of depriving Hamilton 
of a large Amount of its most profitable Business, and must therefore be viewed with 
Jealousy by a Board composed entirely of People of that Place. But what have they to 
offer to induce this Company to sacrifice its best Interests to those of a single Town?

Situated at the Head 

Correspondence 0 f t ] ie Navigation of Lake Ontario, it is apparently the Outlet of a larger and more populous 

on proposed Tract of Country than any other Port West of Montreal. More than Eighteen Years ago 

H alifax an d Quebec j t was a p lace of r ; sing Importance, and had the Advantage of the Desjardins Canal to 
Railway. Dundas . since then the Country West and North of it has risen more rapidly than 

any other Part of Canada. Hamilton has also the Advantage of the following planked 

or macadamised Roads made by Government : 

From Hamilton to Dover, on Lake Erie, Thirty-nine Miles. 

Hamilton to Brantford, Twenty-two Miles and a Half. 

Brantford to Woodstock, Twenty-seven Miles. 

Woodstock to London, Thirty-two Miles and a Half. 

Hamilton to Galt, Twenty-five Miles. 

Yet its Population now only amounts to little more than 7,000 Inhabitants. 

Toronto is the Outlet of a Tract of Country less extensive and populous, and in a large 
Portion of it more lately settled. Macadamized or planked Roads extend no more than 
Nineteen Miles to the West, the same to the North, and Sixteen to the East ; to which may 
he added a planked Road lately made, extending Eight Miles to the North-west, made as a 
private Speculation, at the Risk and Expense of a private Company, the Profits of which, 
the Board is rejoiced to find, prove very great. But the Population of Toronto was last 
Year above 20,000 Inhabitants, the Increase alone in Seven Years being more than the 
entire Population of Hamilton. It may be said that Toronto had, for many Years, the 
Advantage of being the Seat of Government; but the Seat of Government has been 
removed Six Y ears, and the material Increase in the mercantile Wealth of the City has taken 
place since then. 

Hamilton, then, although it has risen to be a Place of considerable Extent, has not risen 
so rapidly as it must have done had it really possessed the Advantages which its Situation 
would seem to indicate, and Circumstances are at this Moment arising round it, which still 
further threaten its future relative Importance. It has been said that if a Railroad were 
carried through Hamilton to Toronto, it would have the Effect of conveying the Traffic 
from the former to the latter Place; to grant this would be to affirm that the Harbour of 
Hamilton is utterly worthless. In truth, carrying the Line from Toronto through Hamilton 
would have the Effect of benefiting the latter Town alone, at the Expense of the Railroad 
Company, as in that Case no Part of the Traffic/towi the magnificent agricultural Country 
round Guelph would touch on the Railroad at all, East or West of Hamilton, but would be 
carried through Galt and Flamborougli West to Dundas, and from thence by the Desjardins 
Canal, which it is now determined shall be made a Ship Canal, past Hamilton, through 
Burlington Bay, until some wiser and more enterprising Parties constructed a Railroad 
from that District to the better Harbour of Toronto. — (Appendix 9.) At this Moment, 
the Gore District Council is negotiating with the Wellington District Council for the 
Construction of a macadamized or Plank Road from Guelph to Hamilton. 

Following the Great Western Line Westward, from Hamilton, it does not appear to 
offer any Advantage over a Road carried Westward from Guelph. 

For these Reasons, this Board should resist any Departure from the Line to Guelph, in 
its Negotiations with the Great Western Company. As, however, it is desirable to avoid 
Rivalry, this Board is prepared to recommend a Junction or Union based upon such a 
Plan as without sacrificing the Interests of either Railroad Company will retain the more 
valuable Portions of each, and which may probably be done by selecting Woodstock as the 
Place of Junction. 

The Toronto main Line would then be, from Toronto to Guelph Forty-three Miles 
and a Half, and from Guelph to Woodstock, direct, Thirty-nine. Miles. The Great 
Western Line would be, from Hamilton to Brantford Twenty-three Miles and a Half; from 
Brantford to Woodstock Twenty-three Miles, or as there appears to be great Difficulty in 
crossing the Grand River at Brantford, the Great Western Line will probably be carried 
from that Place to Paris, Six Miles, and from thence to the Junction at Woodstock, 
Twenty-one Miles. The United Line to be carried from Woodstock to London, Thirty- 
two Miles and a Half, and from London to Sarnia, Sixty-one Miles, each Company 
reserving to itself its own Branches. Those of the Great Western would be from Hamilton 
to Fort Erie, and from London to Windsor, should that Company see fit to make them. 
The first Branch from the Toronto Line would be from Guelph to Stratford, Thirty-nine 
Miles and a Half, and from thence to Goderich, Forty-five Miles. Or, by a trifling 
Divergence from the direct Line between Guelph and Woodstock, so as to cross the South- 
east Part of the Township of Wilmot, which would place the Road on a much more level 
Line, a Point may be gained, from whence the Branch to Stratford would be only 
Twenty-five Miles.

Or, should it be considered more advisable to carry the United Line from London to 
Windsor, the Toronto Company would have the Power of running a Branch to Sarnia. The 
Act now gives this Company almost unlimited Time, Twenty Years, to complete its Branches. 

Or, a complete Union of the Two Companies may be arranged, for the Purpose of 
carrying out or modifying the above Plan, as may be considered most advisable, completing 
the most profitable Portions first; and carrying out or modifying the Remainder, as 
Circumstances may hereafter point out.

“ Port Sarnia, 9tli January 1846. 

“ I know of no Spot so eligible for Winter crossing between Canada and the United 
“ States from Kingston to Goderich, as that of Port Sarnia. I have resided here since 
“ 1 832, and up to the present Moment I have only seen the crossing of Boats impeded by 
f! Ice on Two Occasions; with these Two Exceptions, I have never seen the Day or 
c * Weather that Boats could not pass and repass with Teams, Carnages, &c., and whenever 
“ sllc h Interruption takes place the Ice must be so packed and solid, as to afford good and 
“ sa fe crossing for Teams. We have a Horse Ferry Boat which has not been stopped an 
“ Hour this Season up to this Moment, while at Windsor it has been very much impeded. 
“ As a naval Man I call the Rapids of the St. Clair a Misnomer, as it is more of a Race, 
“ not having Rocks or Breakers, there being Seven Fathoms Water all through it, 
“ consequently no Danger whatever in the Navigation of it even for Boats. 

“ r Tort Sarnia is easy of Access at all Times as there is a good Lighthouse, so that 
" vessels in the darkest Night can safely make the Harbour, which is proved by the largest 
“ American Steamers as well as sailing Vessels always running for it in tempestuous 
“ Northerly Winds ; it is the only accessible Harbour for Hundreds of Miles. 

“ ~ T believe Ten Dollars is the Price usually charged for towing up the Rapids where 
“ a Vessel is anxious to get first to Market. 

“ regard to the regular and constant Communication between Canada and the 
“ United States being at Detroit, and not at Sarnia, it certainly has hitherto been so, 
' simply because there was not even so much as a Cattle Track from London to Sarnia, 
but as there is now a good Road this is now a shorter Route to Detroit than through 
Chatham and Windsor ; and the Proof is, that the Run of Emigrants to the Western 
otates is already as great through Sarnia as it is through Chatham and Windsor.”

Distance, Fifty-six Miles. In Winter a daily Line of Stages runs ; Fare -#2.50. In Summer 
a daily Line of Two Steamers ; Distance by Water, Sixty-nine Miles ; Fare -#1.75. 

4th. “ Is there a Town at Port Huron ?'*■ — It is a thriving Town containing above 
1,200 Inhabitants, from which, with the Three Towns of Clyde, Lexington, and Beach- 
ville, all close by, being comprised in my District as Collector, were exported in the Year 
1844 Produce to the Value of above 85,000

County St. Clair. — 935 Square Miles; good farming Land, has Eighteen Mills, Five 
Tanneries, and other Manufactories.

In the Opinion of your Memorialists this Company can employ 10,000 labouring Men a ‘ " ay ' 

upon the Construction of the Road; and for the Purpose of providing Relief to the fullest 
Extent, your Memorialists would humbly suggest that the intended Labourers should be 
selected out of those who have small Families, by which Means an Emigration for this 
Company alone might be created to the Extent of 50,000 Persons. If the same Scale were 
applied to the other Railway Companies, your Memorialists are of opinion that the Emigra- 
tion may be increased to the Extent of at least 250,000. Your Memorialists, therefore, 
humbly beg Leave to suggest to Your Majesty the Propriety of Your Majesty’s Imperial 
Government granting such Loan to each of the said Companies as would insure the 
Employment of Emigrants to the above Extent, such Loans to be at a low Rate of Interest, 
and their Repayment secured upon the Line of each Company, and upon Condition that a 
Part of such Loan to each of the said Companies to the Extent of One Eighth Part thereof 
be applied towards defraying the Cost of transporting the Emigrants and their Families to 
this Country. And in order more fully to carry out and secure to the Emigrant and this 
Country the Benefits to be derived from the proposed Plan, your Memorialists beo- Leave 
to suggest that each Company should be required to purchase from the local Government 
a sufficient Quantity of the Waste Lands of the Crown, and lay the same off into suitable

By this additional Means 
your Memorialists humbly believe that all Temptation on the Part of the Emigrant to 
leave this Country at the End of his Employment would be entirely removed; °as, from 
the Time of his Arrival he would be certain of constant Employment, a comfortable 
Subsistence for himself and Family, and eventually become the independent Owner of a 
Farm, himself the Consumer of British Manufactures, and a Producer of surplus agricul- 
tural Products, while the Works upon which he will have been employed will afford a 
cheap and constant Transit for both. Before engaging in the necessary Hardships pecu- 
liar to a new Comer, in clearing up the Forest, he will have been sufficiently long in the 
Country to become acquainted with the Modes of Labour necessary in his new Home, with 
the Habits of the People of the Country, and the Peculiarities of the Climate. The 
Colonies will receive and retain an invaluable Accession of a hardy and industrious Popu- 
lation well fitted to clear up and make productive the wild Lands of the Country. The 
Colonies will have secured a vast System of Railway necessary to their rapid Growth and 
permanent Prosperity, and Your Majesty’s Imperial Government will have converted a 
large Number of its Subjects who now subsist upon its Bounty and upon the charitable 
Contributions of that Portion of Your Majesty’s Subjects who are blessed with greater 
Abundance, into a happy and prosperous People. 

Your Memorialists humbly beg Leave to represent to Your Majesty that they are ready 
to give Employment to the Number of 10,000 labouring Men upon the foregoing System,

I have the Honour to forward herewith for Consideration, and for the Orders of Her 
Majesty s Principal Secretary of State for the Colonies, an Estimate of the probable Amount 
of Expenditure which will be incurred in the Continuance of the Railway Exploration 
Suivey through the Provinces of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick to Quebec duriim the 
Qiiarter endmg the 30th September 1847, amounting to the Sum of 2,139Z. 

Ihe Estimate has been made to provide for Four distinct exploring Parties, 
of RaUway ^ ^ t0 ^ Three leadin S Difficulties in the Course °of the proposed Line 

1st. In Lower Canada, the Highlands South of and extending along the River 
St. Lawrence, at no great Distance from it. b 

2d. In New Brunswick, u broad Belt of Highlands extending across the Country in a 
Direction from Mars Hill to the Bay of Chaleurs. 

3d. In Nova Scotia, the Cobequid Hills, on the North Shore of the Basin of Mines, and 
extending Eastward across the Direction of the Line. 



Two of the exploring Parties it is proposed to employ in Lower Canada, in that Section 
ot the Province which lies between the River St. Lawrence and the Restigouche Rivers, 
and between the Matapediac River to the Eastward, and the Trois Pistolles River, and 
1 emiscouata Lake to the Westward. 

This Portion of Country is but little known. The first of these Two Parties will com- 
mence on the St. Lawrence Side, and their Object will be to find the lowest Summit Level; 
and the easiest Passage through the Highlands, then proceed Southward down some of the 
leading Valleys and Streams running into the Restigouche River, 

The other Canadian Party will explore from Campbelton, at the Mouth of the Resti- 
gouche River, near which was the Termination of one of the Lines of last Year, directing 
their Course up the Valley of the Matapediac, and thence by the most favourable Line 
which may offer to the Shores of the St. Lawrence. 

As far as our Knowledge at present extends, this Line, which will take a Course through 
the Eastern Portion of the Province of New Brunswick and round the Head of the Bay 
of Chaleurs, promises to be the most practicable one, if not the only one that can be made 
to pass East of the Grand Falls. 

The Third Party will be employed in New Brunswick, and their Object will be to explore 
a Line through the Chain of Mountains which exists as before, mentioned, passing through 
,?!L m “ possible, and across the Valley of the Tobique River, following a Course somewhat 
different from that of last Year. 

On attaining the Summit on the North Side of the Tobique they will continue in a 
Northerly Direction towards the Restigouche River. 

The Fourth Party will be employed in Nova Scotia, exploring the Cobequid Hills, 
which offer the only serious Obstacle in that Province. 

In case an easier Line than that examined last Year cannot be found, they will ascertain 
if they cannot be surmounted by prolonging the Line more to the North, and making a 
Detour round them. This Party will afterwards examine the Country lying in the Course 
for a Railway leading from the Harbour of Whitehaven, which is the Port now recommended 
by Captain Owen, R.N., for the Terminus on the Atlantic. 

To^ enable us to accomplish these Objects, the only Addition which will be required to 
the Force of last Year, and is provided for in the Estimate, is for another First-class 
Surveyor, who, it is expected, can be engaged in this Province. 

It is impossible yet to say what the Result of these several Explorations will be. 

The whole Country appears to be one vast Wilderness of Forest, through which the 
Moment the River Courses are left, it is necessary to cut, at a heavy Expense of Time and 
Labour, every Bit of the Road for the onward Passage of the exploring Party. Whilst to 
keep the Men supplied with Provisions is a constant Source of Anxiety and of Difficulty. 

It is hoped, however, that by the End of this Season sufficient Knowledge of the 
Country and its Engineering Difficulties will be obtained, upon which to form a Judg- 
ment as to the best general and practicable Directions for the proposed Line of Railway 
to take. 

The Snow in the Woods being nearly melted away, and the Freshets of the Rivers 
beginning to subside, the Parties will proceed in a Day or Two to their respective 
Destinations. 

I beg Leave to enclose a general Statement showing the Receipts and Expenditure on 
account of the Exploration Survey to 31st March 1847. The total Expenditure by it 
appears to be 5,060Z. 15s. 7 d., and the Receipts 4,900Z. ; of this 4,900/. only 3,600/. has 
been received under the authorized Sanction of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. 

The remaining 1,300/. was obtained from the Military Chest by the Orders of and upon 
the Responsibility of his Excellency Sir John Harvey, commanding the Forces, upon the 
Application of Lieutenant Henderson to that Effect.

Copy of a Letter from Captain William Robinson to the Inspector General of 
Fortifications. 

Sir, Riviere du Loup, Canada, 30tb Aug. 1847. 

I have the Honour to forward a Report and Estimate of the probable Expenditure that 
will be incurred on account of the Ptailway Exploration Survey during the ensuing Quarter 
from the 1st of October to the 31st of December 1847, and to request that the Amount 
thereof, viz., 1,56UZ., may be directed to be issued by the Commissariat Officer at Halifax 
from the Military Chest. 

The exploring Parties, Four in Number, took the Field early in June last, and have 
been actively employed ever since in continuing the Exploration of the Lines commenced 
last Season. And I am happy to have it in my Power to state that the Practicability of 
one good and favourable Line from Halifax to Quebec has now been ascertained. 

This Line is the Eastern Line described in Captain Henderson’s preliminary Report, 
dated l9t May 1847.

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From Halifax, after passing Truro on to the Bends of the Petitcodiac, it takes a North- 
westerly Course through New Brunswick, crossing the Richibucto and Miramichi Rivers, 
above the Flow of the Tide. It then continues Northerly through the Valley of the 
North-west Branch of the Miramichi to Bathurst, thence along the Coast of the Bay of 
Chaleurs to near Dalhousie, and by Campbeltown to the Mouth of the Metapediac River, 
up the Valley of the Metapediac to the Lake ; it then crosses to the River Metis, which it 
will follow for a few Miles, and then take a Valley leading to the Westward, and will run 
afterwards parallel nearly with the St. Lawrence at a few Miles distant from it. 

The Ground for very nearly the whole Way from the Metis to within a few Miles of 
Quebec is very favourable for a Line of Railway. This Line, however, has the Disad- 
vantage of being about Thirty Miles longer than by the more direct Route of Boiestown 
and the Grand Falls. 

The exploring Parties will continue their Efforts to discover a direct Line, and it is con- 
fidently hoped that by the End of this Season the Practicability or Impracticability of it or 
any other Line will be determined, and enable me to make a full and ample Report on the 
whole Question. 

The Party in Nova Scotia should by this Time have commenced an Examination of the 
Country in the direct Line leading from the Harbour of Whitehaven to the Bend of the 
Petitcodiac.

Preliminary Report on the Exploration Survey of different Lines of Railway proposed 
from Halifax or other Eastern Port in Nova Scotia to Quebec. 

The first general Direction for a Line of Trunk Communication between Quebec and 
some Eastern Port in Nova Scotia by Railway which is mentioned in the Instructions 
dated 11th June 1846, given for our Guidance on the Exploratory Survey, commences 
at Halifax, crosses the Province of Nova Scotia to a Port in the Bay of Fundy, thence 
by Steamer to Saint John, and then by Fredericton and along by the Valley of the Saint 
John River to the Grand Falls, then by the East Side of Lake Temiscouata to the Mouth 
of the Riviere du Loup, and thence by the Right Bank of the River Saint Lawrence to 
Quebec. 

The general Objections to this Line are evident in having a Branch of the Sea to be crossed 
I'orty Miles wide, and in keeping for a long Distance close to the American Frontier.

The first of these Objections may be considered as one almost insuperable to a Line of 
Trunk Communication between the Sea and Canada, especially considering the Delay that 
must occur in, and the Impediments that exist to the Navigation of the Bay of Fundy at 
certain Seasons of the Year from Fogs, Ice, and Snow Storms. The Second Objection is 
also a very great one; and, under the Circumstances, we directed but little Attention to 
this Line beyond a rapid Reconnoissance from Halifax to Windsor, and thence to Anna- 
polis and Digby. The Summit Level on the Route traversed by the Post Road between 
Halifax and Windsor is 12-| Miles East of the latter, on a Ridge called the Ardoise Hills. 
The Rise from the Eastward is long, and it is conceived may be overcome without heavy 
Grades, but towards Windsor the Descent is so rapid that it will require considerable 
Exploration to define any Line that would have reasonable Grades ; it attains an Eleva- 
tion of about 650 Feet, and the present Road falls upwards of 500 Feet in less then Four 
Miles. Between Windsor and Horton is another Ridge, which attains an Elevation of 
about 360 Feet, which will create some Difficulty; after which the Valley of Cornwallis 
River extends the whole Way to Digby Gut, and offers no Impediments beyond the 
Probabilities of its being necessary to purchase Land for Railway Purposes, much of this 
rich and fertile Valley being of considerable Value. 

It is also to be remarked that a Company has been partially organised for the Purpose 
of constructing a Railway from Saint John to the Grand Falls, and though at present in 
abeyance it seems probable that private Enterprise will open up this Section of the Pro- 
vince of New Brunswick; and it is evidently the Object of the Trunk Line to benefit as 
much as possible the Mass of the Provinces. 

The next general Direction proposed is from Halifax to the Bend of the Petticodiac, 
thus turning the Head of the Bay of Fundy, from thence as straight across to the Grand 
Falls as is consistent with the best mechanical Selection of the Line, and from thence as 
before described to the Saint Lawrence. 

Our Exploration in this Direction has been carried from Halifax in Nova Scotia to the 
Wagon Portage at the Head of the Waters of the Ristigouche River, the present Boundary 
between Canada and New Brunswick, a Distance of about 360 Miles. 

In taking a Line of Railway from Halifax Harbour towards New Brunswick, the first 
Question that arises is, whether the Convenience or Advantages of having the Railroad 
Terminus brought into the City of Halifax would compensate for the Difficulties and 
increased Expense such a Line would involve over one having its Terminus at Dartmouth 
on the opposite Shore of the Harbour. The Two Lines would meet at the North End of 
Lake William, Nine Miles from Dartmouth and Fourteen from Halifax ; and in addition 
to the Increase of Five or more Miles in taking a Line of Railway round Bedford Basin, 
it would have to run nearly parallel to the present Road; and, to avoid the sharp Turns so 
as to make suitable Curves, it would be necessary to throw up an Embankment or make a 
Viaduct across Two if not Three of the Creeks, which, as the Water is very deep, would 
be a serious Item in the Expenditure, and Merchandize would be as well shipped from 
Dartmouth, and Passengers would only have to cross over to the City. 

Starting from Dartmouth the Line would follow the Direction of the Chain of Lakes, 
oy the joining of which the Subenacadia Canal was intended to have opened a Communi- 
cation between Halifax and the Bay of Fundy. The present Road to New Brunswick 
follows the Eastern Shores of the Lakes, and as it occupies in many Places the only avail- 
able Space between the Waters and the Hills, which in many Spots come abruptly down, 
it will be best to carry the Line on the West Side of the Lakes as far as the Head of Lake 
Thomas. It will require much levelling, as the Ground is rocky and uneven ; but there 
is no great Elevation to be passed. The Land on either Side of Lake Fletcher is very 
high, and considerable Difficulty would be here encountered, but the West Side is imprac- 
ticable, at all events near the Lake. From Fletcher’s Lake, following nearly the Direction 
of the present Road, no great Difficulty is experienced until arriving near Schultz’s 
Tavern, where the Hills come out close to the Lake Shore. It will be a Question here 
whether the easier Line would be keeping the Level of the Lakes and building into it, 
being very shallow along this Shore, or keeping a higher and shorter Line and taking it 
above Schultz’s House. There is no Doubt but that either Way a practicable Line may 
be obtained, but both rather difficult, and must be well examined before any thing 
is done. 

After passing Three or Four Miles beyond this, there is no Difficulty until reaching 
near Black Point where the Ground on either Side of the Shubenacadie River is hilly and 
rough. After reaching Wardsworth, Two or Three Miles from Grey’s River, there appears 
no Difficulty until we approach the Stewiacke River, where some Exploration will be neces- 
sary to decide on, but the best Line to reach the Brookfield Valley, which would carry it 
down to Truro without any Difficulty. The Line would probably pass East of Truro, as 
the bridging of the Cobequid Bay below it would be expensive. The general Character of 
the Country, from Dartmouth until we reach the Shubenacadie River, is barren and rocky, 
covered with a Growth of small Pine ; after reaching that River it improves in Quality. 
The Valley in which Truro is situated, as well as the whole nearly of the North Coast of 
the Cobequid Bay, is rich and productive, being old Red Sandstone Formation. After 
turning the Head of the Cobequid Bay at Truro, a Range of Hills varying from 600 to 
1,100 Feet Height, lie directly in the Course of a Line going towards New Brunswick.

River, as shown on the Plan, will determine the Possibility of finding a practicable Line 
leaving a Chance of finding a better to the subsequent and more extensive Exploration of 
the more mountainous Districts, through which Passes are sometimes unexpectedly 
discovered. By this Line an uniform Grade of Thirty Feet per Mile for Twenty-five 
Miles down the. Valley of the Gulquac, making 750 Feet Fall, may be obtained to the 
Tobique, and thence up the Burnt Land Brook, a Grade of Forty Feet per Mile for 
Ten Miles, making 400 Feet Rise, will gain the Table Lands on the North Side of 
the Valley. It will be seen that no practicable Line has been actually ascertained from 
our own Surveys, having shown the best Line for a Military Road to be impracticable • 
and from all the Information our Exploration has given us, as well as that which would be 
obtained from the few Indians wdio have hunted in that Country ; it is pretty certain 
tnat if there is a practicable Crossing of the Tobique Valley in this Direction it will be 
found in that above described and laid down on the Plan; from the Necessity, however, 
of crossing the Tobique River at a level as high as the Ground will admit of, its 
Bridging will be very expensive, and cost probably not less than 15,000/. Currency. 
The Table Lands lying at the North and West of the Highlands at the Head of the 
Three Brooks have the Appearance of a widely extended Plain, but on Examination is 
found to be cut up wherever there are Watercourses by deep Ravines from 100 to 
300 Feet deep, and which are likely to create great Expense in Bridges and Viaducts. 
A large Portion, however, of this Section of the Country is composed of valuable 
Hardwood Land, and in case of a Railway passing through it, it would open up a 
fine agricultural District; and it may be that future Exploration may find a Line 
which shall avoid at least the Ravines of the Tributaries of the large Streams. The 
Section is continued to the Wagon Portage, between the Grand River, a Tributary of 
the Saint John, and the Ristigouche River; the last Fifteen Miles are over an undulating 
Country, but which offers no serious Obstacles. 

Between this and the Saint Lawrence River is a vast Tract of broken Wilderness 
Country, through which runs the Height of Land which separates the Tributaries of the 
Saint John from those of the Ristigouche. We shall have, probably, much Difficulty in 
ascertaining a practicable Line through this, which, however, remains to be explored 
during the ensuing Season. 

With respect to the Second general Direction mentioned in our Instructions ; viz. “from 
“ the Bend of the Petticodiac, and keeping to the Northward by Newcastle and the Bay 
“ des Chaleurs or near them, and thence to the Saint Lawrence,” we may assume from the 
general level Nature of the Southern Portion of the Province of New Brunswick, that any 
Line will pass through a somewhat similar Description of Country to that traversed 
by the exploratory Line from the Bend of the Petticodiac to Boiestown, excepting that 
that Line passing along the Head Waters of the Rivers would not open up a favourable 
agricultural Country, much of it being Swamp and “ Barrens.” As we descend the 
Rivers towards the Gulf Shore the Land becomes more productive, and, consequently, a 
Line nearer the Shore may be expected to open up a better Description of Country, 
although it will encounter the general Difficulty of having to cross all the Rivers, as well as the 
Swells of Land lying between them; none of these however are of very great Magnitude 
above the Head of the Hill Waters. Nor do I believe the Swells of Land are such as will 
render any very extensive Cuttings necessary ; most of these Rivers are settled upon for a 
considerable Distance from the Sea Shore, and the Quality of the Land is highly spoken of. 

The Miramichi is the first River of any Consequence that such a Line would have to cross ;

Sea, the Hills become mountainous, separated by deep Ravines, down which the Mountain 
Streams find their Way to the Nipisquit; and, further West, the Mountains at the Heads of 
lobique, Miraimchi, &c., and rise in wild Confusion ; much of the Soil also above the Falls 
is rocky, as are many of the Mountains above. The Bald Mountain, which we ascended, 
is One Mass of solid Rock, evidently of volcanic Origin. A sectional Line was also carried 
at I’lynns at the Turn of the North-west Miramichi to the Narrows of the Nipisquit, 
where I was led to believe the crossing would be found practicable, and thence by the 
Head of the Middle River to the Head of one of the Tributaries of the Upsalquitch. 

The Narrows seem the best Point for crossing on such a Line. The River which, above 
and below, is near Half a Mile wide from the Top of one Bank to the other, here suddenly 
contracts and rushes through a narrow Pass some 150 Feet wide, and the Rock rises per- 
pendicularly on each Side, about Seventy Feet in Height; but, after crossing, the Ground 
rises so very fast, that it was evident a considerable Circuit was necessary to gain the Height 
of Land ; the direct Section was therefore discontinued, and having determined the Eleva- 
tion of the Head Waters of the Middle River by the Barometer, the Section was continued 
towards the Upsalquitch; it was, however, only carried as far as the crossing of the Forty 
Mile Brook. Tim Country from thence, until we descend from the North-west Branch of 
the Upsalquitch River towards the Ristigouche, is so broken and mountainous that any 
practicable Line cannot be expected. I explored the greater Portion of this Wilderness 
personally, and the general Features are laid down on the detailed Plans. Owing to both of 
the Barometers having been unfortunately broken I was unable to have the Section carried 
across as I wished, but the general Nature of the Soil is not such as to induce further Explo- 
ration, for though on the Hardwood Ridges there is much fine Land the Valleys are filled 
with dense Thickets of Spruce and Fir, and of poor Description ; towards the Ristigouche 
the Land becomes of a much better Quality. That River is the Centre of the large Valley 
lying between the Two great Heights of Land towards the Head; this Valley is of great 
Extent, and there are large Tracts of Land which may one Day become a fertile District, 
though now a most perfect Wilderness. As we descend the Ristigouche, below the Grand 
Forks, the Highlands gradually converge. Below the Mouth of Kedgewick, the intervale 
Tracts on the River become fewer, and the Banks more and more lofty ; and a few Miles 
above Campbellton the Highlands rise on either Side from 1,000 to 2,000 Feet. There are 
some good Tracts of intervale Land on the North-west Upsalquitch, though but few on the 
main River; and below the Forks the Banks of this River are steep and lofty. 

The great Obstacle on a Line following the Coast will be the crossing of the Ristigouche 
River. A further Exploration of the Valley of Christophers Brook by which it may be best 
approached, and of the River itself, to select the best Place for crossing, will be necessary, 
and will be easily accomplished in a few Days next Season. The great Length of this 
River, and its large and numerous Ti’ibutaries coming down from the Highlands, will easily 
convey the Idea of the vast Power of the sudden Ice Freshets ; and as the Jam usually takes 
among the Islands above the Mouth of Christophers Brook, where the River is from One to 
Two Miles wide, and filled with them, and which may I conceive be used as natural Piers, 
any Bridge Site must be selected with a view to its Effects ; that is, in the event of the 
Valley of the Metapediac River being found available for Railway Purposes. 

There is no Plan of these Islands to be depended on; but a few Days in the Summer 
will be sufficient to establish the Practicability of crossing the River as proposed, and enable 
us to form some Idea of the probable Expense. 

The Ice Freshets sweep over the smaller of these Islands, but on the large ones the 
heavy Growth of Timber prevents it. The Indians of the Micmac Tribe settled at the 
Missim Point have the Right of drawing the Sap of the Maple Trees in them, granted by 
Letter dated Castle of St. Louis, Quebec. 

The great Advantages of this Line in a military point of view, in its Remoteness from 
the American Frontier, are. evident. It will be also seen that in the event of private Enter- 
prise opening Railway Communication between St. Andrew’s, St. John, and the upper 
Country of the Saint John River, that Branch Lines will be constructed to benefit the 
whole Province. In addition are the many fine Sections of Country in the Neighbourhood 
of the Miramichi, Bathurst, and the Ristigouche District generally, which such a Line 
would open up for a Settlement; and although an erroneous Idea has been entertained that 
this Province, and especially this Section of it, chiefly on account of its long and severe 
Winters, was not adapted for agricultural Purposes, such an Impression is fast wearing 
away, and there is little Doubt but that much of New Brunswick is as capable of producing 
as fine Crops as any of the North American Provinces, and it is certain that some good 
Crops are grown every Year, and it seems that the Failure of others is mainly attributable 
to bad farming, in many Cases arising from Farmers attempting to farm more Land than 
they have Labour and Manure properly to expend upon. The Winters are doubtless severe 
and long, but Vegetation is proportionally rapid ; and there is little Doubt but that as the 
Forests disappear before the Axe of the Settler, and the Swamps are drained, that the Climate 
will gradually change. To settle upon a Wilderness Lot entails of course hard Labour, and 
no Man can expect a Livelihood unless he works. Clearing Land is as hard Labour as can be 
conceived ; but the Land is his own, and he may be reasonably certain of Success if he only 
works. 

A very great Impetus has been given to Farming by the Establishment of agricultural 
Societies in most of the Counties, of which too much Praise cannot be given ; the more

Captain 
Owen now recommends the Harbour of Whitehaven as being “a commodious andZb 
1 Harbour, and not incommoded by Drift Ice.”

As regards the probable Amount of Remuneration which such a Line might be expected 
to afford, it will be very difficult to prove at all the Extent of Traffic, when so much 
depends upon Contingencies of which we can but form little Idea. At present the 
Amount of Trade and Intercourse is limited, owing of course to the almost absolute Want 
. an y Mean ® of Communication, and give us but slender Materials for making any 
Estimate; and considering the vast Extent of the North American Provinces, containing 
every Variety of Soil, much of it well adapted for agricultural Purposes, and doubtless a 
vast Extent of Mineral Wealth, and the great Extent to which such a Scheme would 
certainly increase the Population and Cultivation of the now silent Forests, it is impos- 
sible to say to what Amount such a Line of Railway may develop a remunerative Traffic. 
One great Point will of course be the Possibility of keeping the Line open durincr the 
Waiter Months, and thereby afford constant Means of Transport for Travellers and 
Merchandize while the Samt Lawrence is closed, which is usually from the End of 
November to the Beginning of May. 

The probable Sources of Income would be Passengers from England to the North 
American Colonies and vice versfi,; Passengers from Province to Province on Business 
or I leasure and vice versa ; Passengers and Way Trade from Settlement to Settlement; 
Emigrants from Great Britain; and Passengers for Pleasure from the United States to the 
Provinces and vice versa, which may be expected to prove a large Source of Income 
during the Summer Months, when immense Numbers of Americans visit the Canadas and 
are now obliged to turn back from Quebec. 

Goods from England for Consumption in the Colonies, West India Produce iminp - to 
Canada, Canada Produce from Quebec to New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, a large Way 
Trade in Fish and Colonial Produce for Export; all these may reasonably be expected 
to prove productive Sources of Income, though to what Extent they may be expected to 
become developed, it is difficult to calculate. We shall be able to form some Idea before 
the Close of our Exploration from the Collection of as many Statistics as possible, which 
are, however, difficult to obtain. 

Of the vast Importance of this Scheme to the Colonies in the Development of their 
Resources and the Circulation of the Capital to the Mother Country, in the rapid Transit 
of Mails, Stores, Troops, &c. it is unnecessary for me to speak. 

In closing this preliminary Report, I beg to state that the very rapid Exploration which 
the limited Time at our Disposal last Year, over so large an Extent of Territory, rendered 
necessary, will account for the general Nature of the Information obtained. 

It was September before we could commence the Exploration of the Wilderness Country 
North of the Miramicln; and it is impossible to convey the Idea of the Difficulty of select- 
ing a Line through a Country so broken and unknown, covered with dense Forests, and 
uninhabited save by a few scattered Lumber Parties, where the only Mode of gaining any 
Acquaintance with the Features of the Country is by climbing high Trees on the Hilltops, 
and which in many Cases give a very erroneous Idea of the true Nature of the Ground. 
Eight Miles a Week is very good Work in running a Section Line ; and there is great 
Danger to a small Party travelling only by Compass with a small Quantity of Provisions, 
from the Want of Plans to be depended on, — as happened to us on more than One 
Occasion, — of losing their Way, and getting starved.

Copy of a Despatch from Earl Grey to Governor Sir C. A. FitzRoy, respecting 
the Occupation of Crown Lands, New South Wales ; and the Report of 
Committee of Council on the Minimum Price of Land. 



® r » Downing Street, 11th August 1848. 

I have the Honour to acknowledge your Despatch, No. 18., of the 18th January last, 
accompanied by the Report of a Committee of Council on the minimum Price of Land. 

I need not say that I shall always receive with Respect any Report emanating from a 
Committee of the Legislative Council; and in any Matter peculiar to New South Wales 
the superior Knowledge which they can command of Circumstances on the Spot would lend 
double Weight to their Authority. It must be remembered, however, that the present is 
not a Question of purely local Concern, and still less of recent Experience. It affects the 
Manner of disposing of unoccupied Lands throughout the British Colonies, and contem- 
plates virtually a Recurrence to a System which has been tried on a larger Scale, and 
during a longer Time, than any other which can be brought under Consideration. The 
Subject, therefore, is one which Her Majesty’s Government are bound to consider on its 
own Merits. 

The Opinion of the Committee would seem to rest on the Assumption, that there ought 
to be almost an unlimited Facility for the Acquisition of the Public Lands. Without 
adverting to the Effect of unfavourable Times, and of the Extent to which the Alienation 
of Public Lands may have already been carried, they appear to consider it as conclusive 
Evidence of a Fault if the Sales of such Lands as still belong to the Crown should intermit. 
An unceasing Progress of Sales, however, can only be effected by contriving some System 
which should oppose almost no Obstacle at all to any one who may form any Wish to 
possess Crown Lands. Much, no doubt, may be said in favour of such a Course. It is 
common to hear it argued, that where the unoccupied Territory is of immense Extent, the 
great Aim should be to promote the Appropriation and Use of the Land; that Revenue is 
a very secondary Consideration ; and that the Object should rather be to leave in the Pos- 
session of the Settlers themselves all their pecuniary Resources, in order to assist them in 
the Task of reducing the Land into Cultivation. This is a very natural View at first sight 
and accordingly it is not new. It is the one upon which, until a comparatively late Period* 
the whole of the British Colonies have been settled, and which has been attended with 
universal Failure. 



In British North America it is the Subject of daily Lamentation with all Parties, that by 
the Course of profuse Alienation such large Tracts have fallen into the Hands of single 
Individuals to the great Injury of the Country. The Place where the Idea has really had 
the most perfect Trial has been Western Australia ; and its Effects are well known • it 
rumed the Settlement. Even in New Son* Wales itself we have no Want of Experience 
ot the Results of the View which the Committee entertain. Throughout all its early Years 
an almost nominal Check was presented to the Appropriation of the Crown Lands in the 
Colony and there was nothing remarkable in its Progress. But since a Price has been 
demanded for the Lands alienated by the Crown, upwards of a Million Sterling has been 
realized from this Source, and applied in obtaining a Supply of Labour, which up to this 
Hour continues to be complained of as still deficient; although the Population has been 
increased by an Immigration of apparently nearly 63,000 Persons, for whom the Means of 

S”' d possibl f lmve be “ f0 ”" d ft™ tl>e Funds thus supplied, 
besides 18 000 more Persons who emigrated by their own Resources after the Practice was 
established by the assisted Emigration. It is by means of the Increase or Population thus 
obtained, that, notwithstanding the Diminution of the Convict Expenditure of this Country 
and the Cessation of die Supply of Labour formerly afforded by Transportation, the Colony 
has continued to advance in Wealth and Prosperity, and its Character has taen chan 2 
as has been well said, from a Convict to a Free Country. 

Looking to these Results, it may with Confidence be asserted, that the Price paid for 
Land since 1831 has been more than returned to the Purchasers in the increased Value 
given to it by the Advantage the Colony has obtained from the Money thus received ■ and 

Policy 
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Policy which has been adopted, I must further observe, that the very same Arguments 
which are now brought forward against the Establishment of the minimum Price of]/, an 
Acre in 1843 were urged with no less Confidence against the Establishment of a minimum 
Price of 5s. an Acre as a Substitute for free Grants in 1831, and the subsequent Advance 
of that Price to 12s. an Acre in 1839. Each of these Changes has been regarded with 
equal Apprehension; yet, as I have observed, it is with the Adoption of that Policy whicli 
has equally dictated each successive Advance in the Price of Land that the great Progress 
of the Colony may be said to have commenced. 

There are some Particulars which, although Matter of Detail, would be essential to 
carrying out the Views of the Committee, but on which I do not see that they arrived at 
any Opinion. The first Question which immediately suggests itself is, what would be the 
proper Price to name if the present one be abandoned. Sir George Gipps lon<* aero 
observed, that if we were to be guided by asking a Price at which Lands could sell for 
pastoral Purposes, the smallest Coin in the Colony would soon be too large a Price for an 
Acre of Land. And this Opinion seems to be confirmed; for whilst some of the Witnesses 
speak of 2s. 6d. an Acre and others of Is. per Acre as the most that could be afforded, 
another Gentleman of practical Knowledge, supported by an Auctioneer of Experience at 
Sydney, thinks that the Lands can only be valued at nothing at all. 

It seems to me also necessary to bear in mind, that, sooner or later in the Progress of 
every Colony, we must expect Sales of Land to relax, or even to cease. When Settlement 
is quite new, and the whole Territory still belongs to the Crown, the Settlers have every 
thing to buy ; and a wide Experience shows that at this Stage of a Colony a large Revenue 
will flow in from the Sales of Land. But in every Instance of a modern Colony this has 
been followed by a Suspension of the Sales. The Settlers have acquired what they want, 
and become engaged in cultivating their Property. And we must also be prepared for 
a Time when any Revenue from actual Sales of Crown Land must become permanently 
small, unless we are to suppose that the Territory is never to be successfully peopled, but 
that large Tracts are always to remain waste. 

This leads me to the Remark, that, as Society becomes more advanced, the Sellers of Land 
will naturally become private Individuals, as in the Case of older Communities. In New 
South Wales alone Five Millions of Acres would seem to be already appropriated by 
private Persons. And the best Proof that the falling off in the Sales of public Land was 
not merely applicable to its Price, is afforded by the Fact that at the very Time of the 
lowest Revenue from this Source large Tracts of private Lands were offered in the Market 
at almost any Price, but could find no Purchaser. The Cause evidently was the general 
Depression of the Times. And I cannot think there could be any good Reason why at 
such a Moment it should be wished that the Government could have come into the 
Market, and insist upon underselling all the private Proprietors, who were anxious to meet 
their Difficulties by parting with a Portion of their Estates. 

On the contrary, the Maintenance of some Stability in the Price it imposes upon Land 
is especially incumbent upon the Crown, which must, from the Nature of Things, be, 
at the Outset of a Colony, the great Regulator of the Value at which Land is disposed 
of. Hence some of the Witnesses before the Committee very naturally urged the Hardship 
which would be inflicted upon them if the Government were now to reduce its Price below 
that which it had by Act of Parliament established as the lowest for which it would sell 
Lands ; and they plainly indicated that they would prefer a Demand for Compensation, 
which, it appears to me, could hardly be rejected without Injustice, while it would with 
great Difficulty be met by the Colony. I need scarcely remark that it would be impos- 
sible to entertain a Proposal for providing such Compensation from the Funds of this 
Country. 

But I abstain from entering into any further Arguments. Considering the extreme 
Importance of the Subject, and bearing in mind that it falls especially to the Duty of the 
Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners to keep a watchful Regard to all that passes 
on those Topics from Year to Year, I thought it right to call upon that Board for such 
Remarks as might occur to them upon the present Question. I have received from them 
the accompanying able Report, in which I entirely occur, and I would refer you to it for 
a fuller Examination than it is necessary for me to add in this Despatch of the several 
Topics handled in the Committee’s Report. To the same Document I would also refer ' 
y 0U for some Remarks upon such Portions of that Report as relate to the Orders in Council 
on Squatting. 

I am very sensible of the striking Manner in which the Views at which the Committee 
arrived have been explained in their Report. And I need not say that I am fully satisfied 
(46. — Arr.) B b that 
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that they in their Inquiries have been actuated by the' same Anxiety for the Welfare of the 
Colony which has also prompted the Remarks I have offered to you upon the present 
Occasion. I shall, however, deeply lament it if any Arguments, however ingenious or 
forcibly expressed, shall lead the Public of New South Wales to desire the Abandonment 
of those Principles under which the Colony has made its extraordinary Progress of the 
last Ten or Twelve Years, and under which the Settlements of Port Phillip and South 
Australia have been so flourishing, in order to recur to the Principles on which was founded 
the Colony of Western Australia.

-Sir, 3d August 1848. 

We have to acknowledge the Receipt of your Letter of the 9th ultimo, transmitting for 
our Consideration the Copy of a Despatch from the Governor of New South Wales, 
accompanied by the Report of the Select Committee of the Legislative Council of that 
Colony on the minimum Price of Land. The Despatch also encloses the Copy of a Letter 
from Mr. Bland, a Member of the Legislative Council, commenting on the Report of the 
Committee, and explaining the Grounds on which he dissents from some of the Conclusions 
~ adopted in it. 

It is of course superfluous to remark that the Subject to which the Report of the Com- 
mittee relates is of the most vital Importance to New South Wales, and has for many Years 
engaged, both in the Colony and in this Country, an Attention commensurate with its 
Importance. It could scarcely happen that a Subject embracing Questions so extensive and 
varied, and involving some of the most difficult Problems of political Science should not trive 
rise to great Diversity of Opinion, and be viewed in the most opposite Lights by different 
Persons. Accordingly, while some (whose Views are adopted by the Committee of the 
Legislative Council) have regarded a high minimum Price as fatal to the Progress of the 
Colony, and as tantamount to a Prohibition of Sales altogether, others have advocated such 
a Price as indispensable to the Prosperity of that and every new Country, and as the only 
Guarantee against that ruinous Waste of Crown Property, and that Accumulation of 
excessive Quantities in the Hands of Persons who could turn it to no Use, which have been 
so injurious in some of the older Colonies. We are satisfied that those who advocate these 
Opinions, however irreconcileable, do so sincerely and solely with a view to what they 
consider the public Advantage. We trust, therefore, that in explaining the Points on 
which we should differ from the Views expressed in the Committee’s Report, we shall not 
appear to manifest any Want of the Respect due to their Authority. 

Passing from these preliminary Observations, it will be convenient, first, to remark upon 
those Parts of the Report which are of a more general Character, and afterwards to consider 
separately the Matters of Detail. 

I. The Report opens with the following Words, — “ It appears from the Testimony of all 
the Witnesses examined, whether favourable or unfavourable to the Maintenance of a hio-h 
minimum Price, and even from the Despatches of Sir George Gipps himself, that the sum 
of 1/. does not in any degree represent the exchangeable Value of an Acre of Land in 
New South Wales. The Declaration of Parliament, therefore, that Land shall not be sold 
till it realize 1Z. an Acre, is a Declaration that Land shall not be sold till it realize more than 
it is worth; in other Words, that, except under very particular Circumstances, Land shall 
not be sold at all. That such has been the practical Effect of the Measure will be evident 
from the following Table,” Sic. 

The Table thus referred to, exhibits the Amount of Land Sales in each Year from 1837 
to 1846 inclusive. During these Years the minimum Price of Land was gradually raised 
from 5s. toll.; and during the same Period, although the Population had more than 
doubled, the Amount of Land sold annually fell from 368,695 to 7,018 Acres, having in 
the Year 1844, sunk as low as 4,259 Acres. Sir George Gipps had ascribed this extra- 
ordinary tailing off to the general Insolvency of the Settlers ; but on this Point the Com- 
mittee observe, that, although the Land Sales fell off, or rather were annihilated, during these 
1 ears, the Amount of Exports, of Ships entering Inwards, and of Coin in the Treasury 
Military Chest, and Banks, had doubled with the Population, while the Proceeds of Sales bv 
Auction had also increased. And they consider these Facts as a sufficient Answer to Sir 
George Gipps Argument. Assuming the comparative Cessation of Land Sales to have 
arisen from the increased Government Price, they point out what must be its fatal Con- 
sequences. They add, that the Imposition of such a Price is peculiarly oppressive towards 
New’ South Wales, because it is not extended to other Colonies who are her Competitors in 
the Land Market ; and they charge the Gentlemen who composed the late South Australian 
V Q V,n ?

The Amount of Land already alienated by the Crown in New South Wales, and which 
therefore is already applicable to Agriculture, exceeds 5,000,000 Acres. And the Com- 
mittee calculate the Number of Acres occupied, or which is likely to be occupied, for pastoral 
1 urposes, at about 180,000,000. The Price which Land could fetch for these Purposes is 
variously stated. One W itness thinks that, under very favourable Circumstances, 2s. 6d 
per Acre might be obtained; another, that Is. per Acre is the utmost the Squatter could 
pay; and a lhird, an Auctioneer of considerable Practice at Sydney, whose Statement is 
borne out by a Gentleman occupying pastoral Lands, states the Opinion that it would not 
answer to buy pastoral Lands at all. The “ exchangeable Value” of a Run, if the Land is 
of good Quality and stocked with Sheep or Cattle, appears to be now about 4tf. or 6 d an 
Acre. Further, the Lands which, if they are sold at all, must be sold at these Prices 
comprise considerable Tracts, estimated in some Districts at One Seventh, in others at One 
lhird of the whole, which are capable of profitable Cultivation when the Advance of Settle- 
ment shall render such Cultivation possible. Government has hitherto refused to alienate 
Lands on such Terms as these. And the Committee have nowhere stated the Opinion that 
Government ought to have acted otherwise. It may be assumed, therefore, that although 
the principal Complaint against the present Law is that it renders Land unsaleable, except 
iinder particular Circumstances, yet the Committee themselves are not prepared to avsert 
that it would be proper to sell any Portion of the 180,000,000 of Acres now only applicable 
to Pasture, except what may from Time to Time be wanted for Cultivation. * But it is 
evident that Land Sales for the mere Purpose of Cultivation cannot be expected to proceed 
very rapidly in a Country possessing only 200,000 Inhabitants, if 180,000,000 Acres are 
to be occupied under Circumstances which render such Sales inexpedient, and 5,000,000 
are already in the Hands of Individuals. 

The Considerations, however, which in our Opinion furnish an Answer to the Conclusions 
of the Committee, require a somewhat fuller Statement. 

We need hardly remind Lord Grey of the extraordinary Mania for buying Land which 
prevailed in 1837, 1838, 1839, and 1840, during which, in a Colony numbering about 
90,000 Inhabitants, upwards of 1,100,000 Acres of Land were sold, and the greater Part of 
the Proceeds applied to Immigration. It has often been said, and need scarcely be repeated, 
that the Effects of such excessive Speculation must necessarily be, first, to exhaust the 
Means of those who are disposed to buy the Article in which the Speculation takes place, 
and next to pre-occupy more than all the Field within which Speculation could profitably 
be carried on. This double Consequence was produced in the present Case. The Specu- 
lations of 1837 and the following Years produced the most ruinous Embarrassments arnono- 
the Class who, if unembarrassed, would have bought Land from Government ; and it glutted 
the Land Market with Property, which its Purchasers could neither procure Labour to 
cultivate nor afford to hold uncultivated, and which they were consequently obliged to offer 
for Sale at any Price. The Depreciation of Landed Property arising from these Causes 
must, we think, under any Circumstances, have produced a temporary Cessation of Land 
Sales ; and, if so, it appears to us that the increased Price of Crown Lands can have had no 
other Effect than perhaps the beneficial one of hastening this inevitable Result. 

But lest it may be thought that these natural Causes (if this Expression may be applied to 
the Laws of Trade) would be insufficient to account for the very remarkable Facts exhibited 
in the Table of Land Sales, we may perhaps be allowed to illustrate this Part of the Question 
by what has occurred lately in this Country. It is within the Recollection of everybody that 
the Year 1845 was a Period of extravagant Speculation in England, and that the Object to 
which Capital was generally applied was the Formation of Joint Stock Companies. In 
November 1844, an Office was established for registering Projects of this kind; and we have 
procured a Statement of the Number of Companies originated and provisionally registered 
from the opening of this Office nearly to the present Time. The Numbers were as 
follows : —

This Table exhibits the Results necessarily following from Over-speculation, if left to 
the Operation of the ordinary Laws of Trade. By the sole Operation of these Laws the 
Origination of Railway Projects has been for the Moment, not substantially only, but 
literally, annihilated. If it had happened that Parliament had interfered to check the 
Speculation of 1844-5, it might have been most forcibly argued by Persons interested in 
the Origination of these Enterprises that their total Extinction was caused by the Mea- 
sures of the Legislature. The actual Result shows that they would have been mistaken. 
Yet the Case of Railways in England would have been strictly and closely analogous to that 
of Land Sales in New South Wales. The same Over-speculation has been followed in 
both Instances by the same monetary Convulsion, the same Exhaustion of private Capital, and 
the same Depreciation of that which was the Subject of Speculation. The Differences 
which may be remarked between the Two Cases are, first, that the apparent Extinction of 
Enterprise has been less absolute in New South Wales than in this Country, and next 
that its Revival, which will probably take place hereafter in the Department of English 
Railways until their Construction shall accommodate itself to the ascertained Wants of the 
Country, has already commenced in respect of the Land Sales of New South Wales, which 
have lately shown a progressive Increase, in the Purchases of Country Lands, from 3,922 
Acres in the Year 1843 to 6,735 in the Year 1846, and to about 19,000 in the Year 1847. 

The Arguments of the Committee to show that Sir George Gipps was mistaken in 
attributing the Cessation of Land Sales to the Insolvency of the Colonists are answered in 
detail by Mr. Bland. We should add, however, the Observation that a pecuniary Convul- 
sion which may be sufficient wholly to prevent fresh Investments of Capital will never 
produce a proportionate Effect on the current Production of the Country. And this holds 
particularly in the present Case, where the very Cause of Insolvency was, that an excessive 
Amount of Capital had, through the Medium of Land Sales, been expended in importin'* 
a labouring Population, while the distinguishing Feature of New youth Wales is, that 
scarcely any Capital is requisite to apply this Labour to the Production of Wool, the great 
Export of the Colony. It is obvious, therefore, that Production might be carried on and 
extended by Persons who were wholly unable to invest Capital in fresh Purchases of Land. 
But on this, perhaps, it is unnecessary to insist, as the Arguments of the Committee do 
not and are not intended to apply to the View which we have above offered (and which 
is also suggested by Sir G. Gipps), by which the comparative Cessation of Land Sales is 
referred not merely to the Insolvency of the Settlers, but to the Circumstance that far 
more cultivable Land has already been sold than the available Labour of the Colony 
will suffice to cultivate. If we may be allowed to recur to our former Illustration, it is 
clear that the same Causes which reduced the Number of Railway Projects from 1129 in 
1845 to nothing in the first Six Months of 1848, have not and could not possibly have 
had anything like a proportionate Effect in checking the Growth of the Population, the 
Exports, the Shipping, or the Sales by Auction, of this Country. 

Under these Circumstances, we cannot agree with the Committee in tracing the Diminu- 
tion of Land Sales to any Measures of Government. We consider, on the°contrnry, that 
although that Diminution may have been accelerated or prolonged by various Causes, of 
which the increased Price of Land is one, and perhaps the Pressure for its Reduction 
another, yet this Diminution is in the main the natural Consequence, as it is also the 
effectual Cure, of the excessive Speculation of former Years ; and we are fortified in this 
Opinion by observing, that while the natural Effect of an excessive Government Price 
would be to enhance the Value of Lands in the Possession of private Individuals, the Fact 
Mr.Ogilvie, Qu.14. has been directly the reverse, it being stated by several Witnesses that those who were 
Mr. Lyons, Qu. 5. extensive Purchasers of Land, even at the Rate of 5s. an Acre, have been injured or 
. /° ; 5 * rained by so doin g> and that Persons will not at present invest Capital in Land, altkoii'di 

Mr.Mort, Qu.6,7. much Land has changed Hands, and is still for Sale at less than the lowest Price lor 
filtW’ofq Wh,ch 11 h_ as ever been sold by Government. We think it obvious that Crown Lands will 
13 '14. acquire a Value somewhat proportionate to the Amount of Profits which may be drawn 

from them, when the Increase of Population shall render it practicable to cultivate a larger 
Proportion of the Land already alienated by the Crown, but not until then ; and we think 
that the Attempt to force the Continuance of Government Land Sales on a large Scale 
in spite of the Depreciation of Landed Property to which the Extent of past Sales has 
already led, will be found ultimately impracticable, and for the short Period during which 
n has any Effect can only result in Mischief. Such a Proceeding would appear to involve 
ihe Principle that whenever the Circumstances of the Colony compelled Individuals to sell 
their Property at ruinous Prices, Government should be compelled to do the same, although 
at the double Cost of enhancing, by an unnecessary Competition, the existing Depreciation 

of 
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of private Property, and of sacrificing that prospective Revenue which presents the only 
available Means of restoring Value to Land by the Importation of Labour. 

If, then, the Allegation that the minimum Price of 11. per Acre has prevented, and will 
permanently prevent, the Continuance of Land Sales, be not made out, it is unnecessary to 
otter any Remarks on the Conclusions which have been drawn from that Hypothesis As 
however the Extinction of the Land Revenue is one of the Consequences attributed’to the 
u ° Vei ' nm ^ nt ’ "' e may he, ' e observe ’ that ^ w e adopt the Estimate of the Committee 

that 180,000,000 of Acres will probably be occupied by Squatters, and compute with them 
Uiat about Four or Five Acres of this Land are required to feed a Sheep, the annual 
Revenue derived from Leases alone will not fall far short of 100,000/. 

, . Two Observations of the Committee require a short Notice. First, it is urged that the 
high Price required for Land in New South Wales renders that Colony less attractive to 
Capitalists than others in which Land can be bought on easier Terms. This Argument 
however, requires no separate Consideration, since it assumes what is in fact the Point in 
question ; viz., that a high Price is detrimental to the Colony. If, on the contrary, that 
high Price is a Benefit, it can hardly be doubted that the increased Value which Land will 
derive from the general Progress of the Country will, even in the Eyes of the Capitalist, 
far more than outweigh the Increase of Expenditure in the Item of Purchase Money. 

The same Answer is in effect suggested by Mr. Bland, who observes, that the Eagerness 
with which Land is sought in different Countries is not proportioned to the Price it bears, 
but to the Facilities which exist for turning it to account. This is also borne out by our 
Every-day Experience, since, whenever the additional Expense is not an Obstacle, we find a 
great Preference in the Public Mind for Emigration to the Australian Colonies, where Land 
is dear, over Emigration to the Provinces of British North America, where Land is cheap. 
And, even to British North America, the Emigration is principally confined to Western 
Canada, where, as contrasted with New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, Land may be con- 
sidered as comparatively dear. It may be worth while to add, that a Project has lately been 
set on foot for founding a Settlement in New Zealand, in which the Projectors have 
voluntarily adopted the Price of 3/. an Acre. 

The Committee also observe that the present Mode of Sale inflicts on the Purchaser the 
double Inconvenience of a high and of an uncertain Price. A high Minimum, it is said, 
ensures that he will not get his Land cheap, while the Sale by Auction renders it uncertain 
whether he will get it at all. This, however, seems inevitable; since, if it is for the public 
Good that the Crown, and through the Crown the Colony, should receive from Individuals 
a proper Price for the public Lands, it is necessary to impose upon Individuals the Incon- 
venience of losing those Lands, unless they are prepared to pay that Price. But we must 
add, that the Inconvenience of Uncertainty is aL least greatly limited, if, as we believe to be 
the Case, there are at present in the Colony large Tracts of Lands, which, having been onct 
put up to Auction without being sold, are now grantable to any Applicant, without 
Competition, at the minimum Price. 

Having thus gone through the Arguments of the Committee on the Subject of ihe minimum 
Prices, we may, perhaps, be permitted shortly to recapitulate the main Facts which appear 
to us to illustrate the Imprudence of encouraging Sales of Land without also providing 
the Means of importing the Labour necessary for its Cultivation. They are as follows : — 

In the Year 1843, upwards of 5,000,000 Acres appear to have been in the Hands of 
Individuals, of which about 3,500,000 had been granted away, and about 1,000,000 Acres 
had been sold at the Price of 5s. an Acre. At this Price, and while the Land Fund was 
the only Revenue applicable for the Purpose of Immigration, it was wholly impossible that 
the Alienation of Land should be followed by anything like a proportionate Importation of 
Labour. It became, therefore, not difficult or expensive, but actually impossible, to cultivate 
more than a small Portion of the Land which had passed to Individuals, and very expensive 
to cultivate this. The Purchasers of Land have found themselves therefore possessed of an 
excessive Superfluity of Land', and pressed for Money. The obvious Consequence must 
have been, and has been, that, except under particular Circumstances, Land will not bring 
more than a nominal Price ; that is to say, that the present unsaleable Character of Land, 
and consequent Diminution of the Funds for Immigration Purposes arising from that 
Source, is traceable to the inadequate Price at which Lands were alienated at the Period 
referred to. So far, therefore, from supporting the Conclusions of the Committee, we 
conceive that the Experience of the last few Years leads to Conclusions exactly the reverse. 
It shows that a Policy which precipitates the Alienation of Land, without providing for the 
Introduction of the Labour necessary for its Cultivation or the Construction of Roads and 
other similar Works, must retard rather than accelerate the Progress of the Colony ; that 
in the Alienation of the Crown’s Estate, the Object ought to be so to fix the Price as to 
ensure that Land shall be acquired only by those who are able to turn it to account; that, 
far from the Quantity of Land now occupied in New South Wales being too small, it is 
evidently too large, relatively to the Supply of Labour at present in the Colony, since so 
intense is the Competition for Labour, and so large the Wages consequently paid, that they 
eat up almost the whole Profits of the Employer ; and that if by a Reduction of the present 
Price the Occupation of more Land were stimulated, these Effects would be proportionably 
aggravated until the Wages of Labour became so high as to render the profitable Investment 
of Capital in Land or Stock impossible. And, considering that the Land Revenue is the 
only Source out of which Immigration can be provided for, and that on a constantand 
(46 .— App.) B b 3 plentiful 
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plentiful Supply of Immigrants the whole Prosperity of the Colony must depend, this 
Argument might even, perhaps, be pushed further, and it might be contended that the 
Price of Land, far from being too high, is in reality not high enough. 

We now pass to the Question of the Orders in Council on the Subject of Squatting. To 
these Orders the Committee and Mr. Bland decidedly object ; but, on the other hand, they 
are considered equitable both by the Stockowners examined by the Committee, and by 
others who do not appear to have any direct Interest in the Question. The Committee 
argue, that the Method which has been taken for sanctioning the Occupation of Lands for 
pastoral Purposes is equivalent to their Confiscation in favour of their first Occupants; and 
this Argument is grounded on the Allegations, first, that those Occupants are secured in 
the Possession of their Lands until they are sold at the minimum Price of 1/. an Acre, and, 
secondly, that such a Sale can never take place. 

It must necessarily occur, under any System of Regulations, that Difficulties will arise 
in counteracting the general Tendency of Occupation to rise into Possession; but we cannot 
agree in either of the Arguments adopted by the Committee on this Subject. First, the 
Committee have omitted to notice that a Limit can at any Time be put to the Squatter’s 
Occupation of his Lands, by including them within the settled Districts, — a Proceedin'* 
which is expressly contemplated and provided for by the Orders in Council. And nex£ 
we have endeavoured to show that the Resumption of Land Sales, in a Degree proportionate 
to the Ability of the Colony, is not so improbable as the Committee consider it to be. 

^ If we are correct in these Views, the Statement that the Orders in Council, in their 
Tendency to promote Dispersion, « outdo the wildest Abuse of free Grants,” cannot of 
course be maintained. And although it must, we think, be conceded that the State of 
Things which is thus recognized shows the Impracticability, in a Country like New South 
Wales, of preventing the Dispersion of the Settlers by a high Price of Land, yet it is 
obvious that the Order in Council did not in fact introduce any new System, but only 
sanctioned and legalized a Mode of Occupation which already existed. The Effect of such 
Measures in respect to the Dispersion of the Settlers had been already pointed out by 
SirG. Gipps; but the real Fact is, we apprehend, that in any Colony which offered to our 
enterprising Countrymen a sufficient Motive for Dispersion in the way of pecuniary Profit, 
every Attempt to force Concentration would prove eventually ineffectual. 

II. We now proceed to observe upon the Objections of Detail raised by the Committee to 
the recent Orders in Council, in the Tenth and Eight following Paragraphs of their Report. 

Par. 10. The Objections to the Division into Districts, as inapplicable to the local 
Peculiarities of the Country, must we apprehend, be referred to the Governor for his 
Report. The Question is one so purely of a local Character, that no one not possessed 
of local Information would be competent to pronounce an Opinion upon it 

Par. 11. The Committee observe that the First and Eleventh Sections of the Second 
Chapter of the Orders in Council are not in accordance. The First Section empowers 
the Governor to grant Leases to such Persons, and for such a Term of Years, as he shall 
think fit; while the Eleventh Section appears to make it compulsory for him to «ram 
Runs under certain Conditions to their present Occupiers. We apprehend that the l” 0 wer 
given by the First Section must be exercised subject to the Restrictions imposed by the 
Eleventh. The Result will doubtless be, as suggested by the Committee, that the present 
Occupiers will be entitled to Leases whether they have yet stocked their Land or not 
What is the Amount of Inconvenience likely to arise from this Consequence we have no 
Means of judging. 

Ill the Twelfth Paragraph, the Committee represent that a Regulation which prohibits 
the Cultivation ot Land which has been let for merely pastoral Purposes, is a “ Tax on 
“ lhe Consumers of agricultural Produce,” and “ giv-es to the Owner in Fee Simple a 
Monopoly of the Employment of Agriculture.” It is obvious that this Argument would 
tell with equal Force against any Land Sales effected at any Price. In the Sense in which 
the Committee use the Words, the Enforcement of any Payment on the Purchasers of 
Land would be the Impositton of a Tax on the Consumer of agricultural Produce • and to 
prerent Individuals from cultivating Lands which were not theirs would be to nive those 
Purchasers the Monoply of Agriculture. We cannot concur in this Reasoning. The 
Prohibition to cultivate Land winch the Stockholder rents at less than a Farthing la Acre 
expressly for the Purpose of Pasture, is also characterized as “annexing ruinous Conditions to 
Occupation without Purchase,-” anditis argued, tiiat Three hundred million Acres must 
under the present Regulations, remain desolate for Forty-eight thousand Years, because k 
would take that Period to sell the whole of that Quantity at the Rates ot which Land are 
sellmg tinder the present remarkable Circumstances of New South Wales. It will nrobihlv 
be considered unnecessary for us to enter into any Argument to disprove this Reasoning ? 

Par. 13. On the Snpposmon that Four Acres of Pasture at least are required for e7ch 
Sheep, and assuming that a Rent derivable from Land is fairly commutable atTivehe 
Years Purchase, the Committee calculate that the Fee Simple of the unsettled Landsis 
granted to the Occupants at a Price which is equivalent at most to W per Acre -and 
they contrast tins with the Payment, varying from 5s. to H, which has been requh”d 
f om the Purchasers of Land, and with the annual Quit-rent of 2 d. per Acre which ?t was 
thought right to reserve even upon the free Grants of former Times. In this Calculation 
the Committee have not adverted to any Difference in Value between tile Lands purchased 
tot Cultivation and those leased for pastoral Purposes; and they have assumed* that the

Par 14.. If there be good Grounds for thinking that it would be hard to dispossess the 
pncsem Occupants of Rons not capable of carrying 4,000 Sheep, we apprehend that die 
Governor should lepoit the Fact, and should suggest such Alterations as may appeal- 
necessary in the Regulations. But it is to be remembered that a Line must be thSvn 
somewhere, and unless there be any Cases in which a Regard for existing Interests may 
imperatively demand an Exception, there seems no Reason for supposing that the Capacity 
ot carrying 4 .000 Sheep ,s nn objectionable Limit. Nor should we attach any Weight m 
the Objection that the Scale of Payment is graduated by Thousands. In a Matter of this 
lAind we can hardly suppose a more minute Accuracy necessary. 

Par. 15. The Committee suggest that the Squatters may use their Right of Pre-emption 
for the Purpose of retailing Land to intending Cultivators; but the Committee themselves 
anticipate the Answer, that any large Speculations of this kind will be effectually prevented 
by the high minimum Price of Land. We should add, that the Squatter is not entitled to 
buy the Land he occupies, even at this minimum Price, but for its fair Value. 

Par. 16. The Committee argue that the Governor’s Power to dispose of Land for public 
1 urposes is given in such wide Terms ns to leave the Squatter, in fact, a Tenant at Will of 



the Crown. It need hardly be pointed out how much this Allegation, if tenable, would 
weaken the Force of these Arguments, which represent him as Owner in Fee; but it is 
perhaps, sufficient to observe that the Parties interested apprehend no Evil from the Exercise

of this Power. This appears from the Evidence of various Stockholders. 

Par. 17. The Land Orders provide, Cap. 2. s. 15, 16, that Lessees shall be liable to an 
Increase of Rent at the Expiration of their Lease, if any of their Land shall be then sold, 
and shall not be entitled to a Renewal if the Proportion so sold amounts to One Fourth. 

This the Committee regard as a Discouragement to any Purchases which the Lessee himself 
may be inclined to make. But the Committee omit to observe that the 6th Section enables 
the Lessee to buy any of the Lands comprised in the Run, previously to the Expiration of 
his Lease, without incurring any such Consequences. 

Par. 18. It is said that the Provision for granting of Lenses for exclusively pastoral Pur- 
poses within the settled Districts will ruin many industrious Persons who are cultivating small 
Quantities of waste Land in those Districts, for which it would appear (though the Point is Mr. McArthur’s 
somewhat doubtful) that they pay a Rent to the Crown. Evidence, 

But we must observe that the Occupation of these Persons under the Land Sales Act was 106, Ac. 
very precarious, as their Licences were necessarily annual ; and, consequently, their Tenure 
must have been too uncertain to justify their occupying for other than pastoral Purposes. We 
apprehend, however, that the Attention of the Governor should be drawn to the Case of 
these Persons, in order that he may either take Steps for removing them from the Crown 
Lands which they occupy, or may state to Lord Grey the Grounds on which they should be 
permitted to retain their Lands. If this more favourable View should be taken, we presume 
it would be proper to take Steps for legalizing, on proper Terms, their present irregular 
Occupation. 

We feel, in concluding this Report, that we have left unnoticed many Expressions or 
Allegations which, under other Circumstances, would have called for Remark; but we have 
been unwilling to lengthen our Observations beyond what was necessary to bring before 
Lord Grey the leading Points which require his Lordship’s Consideration.
